Are Lowest In 
Big 7 Conference 

Kansas State faculty sularies 
are among the lowest in schools 
in the Big Seven conference or 
the six-state area of Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Colorado, Ok- 
lahoma and Kansas, President 
Milton S. Eisenhower told 
branch experiment station per- 
sonnel in u conference here last 
week. 

The K-State president said his 
request of 10 percent raises a 
year for the K -State faculty 
durin» the next biennium had 
been pared to 10 percent for 
this year and 5 percent next 
year by the legislative planning 
committee. 

Only .lil Raise 
Explaining the need for high 
er salaries, Eisenhower pointed 
to a 74.4 raise in the cost of 
living since 1940. Textile work- 
ers have salary increases aver- 
aging 143 percent during this 
period. All manufacturing em- 
ployees have reaeived increases 
of 100 percent. During the same 
time, teachers' salaries at Kan- 
sas State have gone up only 01 
percent. Eisenhower said. 

Beginning salaries for 8- 
montli faculty members at Kan- 
sas State average $2,821 for In- 
structors. $3,406 fo r assistant 
professors and $:i.77C for asso- 
professors. Eisenhower

Other colleges with daily 
campus newspapers have found 
that dally coverage benefits all 
concerned. More adequate cov- 
erage of events is possible: as is 
more timeliness to news stories. 

At present, The Collegian is 
published serai -w e e k 1 y. The 
Tuesday edition is printed by 
the Mercury-Chronicle and the 
Friday edition by the Tribune- 
News. 

Advertising pays approxi- 
mately 70 percent of the pub- 
lishing east under the present 
set-up. The remainder of the 
coat of publication Is defrayed 
by subscriptions. Students re- 
ceive The Collegian twice a 
week for 4$ cants a semester. - 
This Income from subscrip- 
tions prevents the newspaper 
from running in the red. 
When— and if— The Collegian 
goes dally, additional money 
will have to be obtained from 
subscriptions if the paper is to 
remain In operation. No un- 
erase in advertising rates is 
under consideration and stu- 
dents will not be, able to in- 
crease materially the amount of 
income from advertising sales. 

This means that little extra 
money can be expected from 
advertising sales. Yet costs 
must be spread over five issues 
a week Instead of two. The only 
alternative by which a daily ean 
be published Is to increase the 
subscription rate. 

The Student Council Is now 
considering the problem of an 
increase In College fees, accord- 
ing to Llndbloom. Committees 
are working on the proposed 
raise in fees. In addition to the 
proposed raise for Student Pub- 
lications, Inc., the Council has 
under consideration a proposed 
Increase for the new recreation 
program. 

"Before forming a hasty o- 
ptalon, It is well to keep in 
mind," said Llndbloom. "that 
fees at colleges throughout the 
nation are up an average of 
about 30 percent since the war. 
Fees at Kansas Stale, however, 
have not increased at all."

Orchid ol the week definitely should go to 
Earl Hoover and the K -State Players for their 
excellent portrayal of "Cyrano de Bergerac."

An analysis of trends in domestic and for- 
eign affairs as reflected In the thinking of gov- 
ernment officials in Washington. D. C 
made last week by two members of the 
City Star staff.

Is the cold war situation today less disturbing 
than in recent months?

Essent- 
ially, this Is due to the combined objectives

Why are state institutions exempt from their 
obligations? In particular, why Is Kansas State 
college exempt from liability for personal in- 
juries received on the campus? 

We are well aware of the fact that the Build- 
ing and Repair and the Custodian's depart- 
ments are taxed to keep ahead of the snow and 
ice during storms. However, it does seem that 
something can and should be done to prevent 
accidents in the shaded places where ice patches 
remain long alter the snow has melted 
where on the campus. During the balmy 
ther which existed on the campus last week 
more than twenty-five students reported to the 
Student Health for X-rays and sixteen were 
hospitalized because of falls on the ice. 

Last week we saw an elderly lady slip and 
fall on the ice south of the Auditorium. A 
professor remarked In front of some stu- 
dents, "Hell, she can't sue the state, so why 
worry about it?" How lucky the state and 
the college are. If a student slips and sets 
Injured on the sidewalk In front of a pri- 
vate home he can not only sue. but he can 
collect for any personal Injuries received. 
It Isn't a bit more painful to receive a broken 
leg on North Juliette avenue than it is to re- 
ceive a broken leg here among the Ivy walls. 
An obligation is as binding on the adminis- 
trators of state institutions as It is on private 
citizens. Both am morally obligated to remove 
accident hazards without waiting to be asked 
to do so. 

We very humbly suggest that someone place 
salt on the ice and get rid of it, or chop it off 
of the sidewalks and eliminate this hazard im- 
mcdltely. This is doubly important because of 
the large number of strangers who visit the 
campus dally. If the salt kills the grass we are 
sorry. It is better to kill some grass than to 
fatally injure a visitor.

The Security Council would then be- 
come thf law-enforcement agency 
and the International Court would be 
given compulsory jurisdictions to 
settle major disputes. 
Th( re are bi-partisan world govern- 
ment resolutions in the hoppers of both 
the House and Senate foreign affairs 
committeis. Those resolutions call upon 
the President and the Secretary of State 
to take the lead in asking for a general 
revisionnl conlereuce of the UN.

specific objectives are 
pi ophfted, why it appears to be taking 
hold' as a popular cause in this country 
and'fcrfroad. who some of the nationally- 
known leaders are. 

The vital elements in any government 
aie best summarized as "the three c's — a 
code, it cop, and a court." In order for 
government to be meaningful, that is, 
there must be present: first, a "code" 
of law enacted by a representative legis- 
lative agency; second, a "cop," a police- 
man with authority to enforce the law 
and apprehend violators; third, a 
"court," a judicial body before which al- 
leged offenders can he taken, tried, and 
(il found guilty) sentenced. 

Those "three c's" are present in lo- 
cal and national governments. They 
must be an integral part of an inter- 
national government also. 

But there is no code of interna- 
tional law behind the United Na- 
tions As now constituted, the UN 
does not include a representative 
legislature with authority to draft 
such * code. 

There is no law-enforcement agency — 
no "cop" — in the United Nations either. 
I be Security Council is hamstrung by the 
Big Five veto in all matters of substance 
and tucks an international police arm 
with power to enforce its decisions. 

And lastly, the United Nations pos- 
sesses no "court," no effective judicial 
body. The International Court of Justice 
unfortunately does not have compulsory 
jurisdiction over all disputes between na- 
tions. Us authority is limited by the UN 
Charter to cases in which all parties {na- 
tions) have agreed beforehand to abide 
by the Court's decision. Major questions 
(the Berlin crisis, tor example) are "set- 
tled'* out of court; diplomatic double- 
talk, espionage, and armaments races 
take the place of, judicial authority and 
law.

In graduate schools there has been a 
determined effort in recent years to raise 
Standards by placing greater emphasis on 
requirements for admission. A comple- 
m< nlary move, less widely publicized, has 
been to bring graduate study to the at- 
1i ntiou of outstanding undergraduates. 
As one means of encouraging graduate 
study, Kansas State college for many 
years has permitted its own seniors to 
i am some graduate credit. A senior who 
has completed so much of his work for 
the bachelor's degree that his program 
is not lull may be assigned to one or more 
courses lor graduate credit. The proce- 
dure billowed is for the senior to obtain 
It on) the graduate office a form on 
. which an to lie listed the courses for gra- 
duate credit. Approval must be granted 
by. the hea. I of his department, his own 
dean, and the graduate 'dean. Reassign - 
mentis involving the shift "from undergra- 
duate to graduate credit are not made af- 
ter the end id' the seventh week of the 
semester. 

Kach semester (n't ween forty and fif- 
ty seniors avail themselves Of the oppor- 
tunity to earn graduate credit. A large 
peice ntage of these students become- full- 
fledged slu deists following graduation. 
Home faculty members have expressed 
lln opinion that many seniors are not 
a wan of the fact that they may enroll in 
graduate courses and that if all had this 
information there would he more than 
forty to fitly dual enrollments each se- 
mester. 

The increase in the number and in the 
attractiveness ol graduate assistantships 
and fellowships since the war' also is an 
effort on Hie part of graduate schools to 
encourage qualified students to continue 
their training beyond the bachelor's de- 
uree. This College-has established assist- 
ants hips in most departments. These po- 
sitions ure arranged so - that a student 
may carry either ten or twelve hours each 
semester in addition to his college duties. 
Ordinarily, the assistant may plan to 
complete the requirements for a Master 
of Science degree in two semesters and, 
one summer school. A number of indus- 
tiiul fellowships ulso are available. A 
fellow is permitted to curry a full-time 
assignment. 

At this time tif year. In almost evf;ry 
mail delivery there are.auuounccmcnts of 
attractive assistant-ship and fellowship 
opportunities in colleges throughout the 
nation. The deadline at most schools for 
applications for positions during the 
1049-50 academic year is sometime be- 
tween March 1 and April 15. At this Col- 
lege, applications are to be filed before 
April 1. 

As an aid to graduate study some sem- 
inal groups and departmental clubs at the 
College have reserved a place on their 
programs for discussion Of job opportun- 
ities and the type of graduate training 
tequirtd for these jo bat This is an ef- 
fective means of recruiting qualified stu- 
dents and is a practice tfcat might well be 
followed in most departments. 

While these remarks; at first glance 
may appear to be directed toward sen- 
iors they should not be so considered, it is 
encouraging lo see an increasingly large 
number of undt re lass men giving thought 
tii gradual) work tv\o and three years lie- 
lore the time they expect to receive their 
Bachelor's Jegrees. Such long-range 
planning usually pays big dividends in 
the form of good undergraduate founda- 
tion courses and a well balanced gradu- 
ate program.

Washington's Political Opponents 
Against Celebrating His Birthday

A poet has summed up George 
Washington in one paragraph: 
"In noble robes of ^lory 
His grateful country clad him; 
George Washington was a 

gentleman. 
I'm glad his parents had him." 
This is probably the common 
sentiment in regard to our great 
first president, whose birthday 
we celebrate every February 22. 
But this anniversary was not al- 
ways considered one for paying 
tributes to, Washington. 

In 1793, when the Assembly 
ball was postponed from its us- 
ual date to' February 22, in hon- 
or of the President, his political 
opponents in Philadelphia criti- 
cized the managers of the ball 
severely. They accused them of 
showing undue deference to 
Washington, and most of the 
Democrats considered his birth- 
day as a purely political anniver- 
sary, refusing to celebrate it. 
The cuatom of celebrating 
tha anniversary of the birth of 
George Washington was of 
■low growth. The firat obser- 
vance of the day (by anyone 
outside bis own family) occur- 
red at Valley Forge in the win- 
tor ci 1778 whan the band of 
the Fourth Continental Artil- 
lery marched to headquarters 
and serenaded the commander. 

At first, before the new cal- 
ender came into general use, his 
birthday had been celebrated 
February II. And New York 
City claims the honor of being 
the first to hold a celebration on 
that day, in 1783. 

Washington's successor, John 
Adams encouraged the celebra- 
tion, but Jefferson ignored the 
day completely, and for years it 
was ohserved very little. 

The centennial celebration in 
1832 was \videspread. but the 
two hundreth celebration in 1932 
was stupendous. President Her- 
bert Hoover' gave an address 
during thi course of thei f activi- 
ties, proclaiming Washington's 
Birthday as a legal holiday. Thus 
it is now observed in every state 
of the union, the District of Co- 
lumbia and all U. S. territories. 

And today, February 22 is the 
only legal holiday held by all 
states and territories commemo- 
rating the birth of a United Sta- 
tes citizen!

Thompson attended the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, the State 
Teacher's College in Mankato. 
and received his degree in phy- 
sio-therapy from Springfield 
college in Massachusetts, while 
a student at the State Teachers 
college, Thompson coached the 
gymnastics team, nnd won tl«* 
all-arounit gymnastics champion- 
ship of the northwestern United 
States. At Springfield college, 
which is generally conceded l<> 
have the Itest college gym team 
in the world, lie continued his 
exploits and was placed as n 
tumbler on the 1998 Olympic 
team.

These totals in- 
clude tangible, intangible, and 
real estate values.

If the raise is approved, ten* 
tati'-" plans call for a daily 
t.inloid newspaper combining lo- 
cal campus news with wire news 
of national and international 
scope. All other schools in the

Missouri's 
newspaper uses city news as well 
a* tegular news and is standard 
size. 

Kansas State's position is sitn- 
iliar to that of Iowa State. The 
subscription price for the Iowa 
State Daily is $1.12 1-2 n se- 
mester. However, the additional 
'!,000 students enrolled at the 
Cyclone school would bring in 
about the same nmmint of money 
as the proposed plan for K -State. 

Prof, Kenneth Marvin, head of 
the department, of technical jour- 
nalism at Iowa State, says they 
do not. receive enough money to 
adequately finance their paper.

Speakers will tell of the 
growth of home economics work 
at KSC during Dean Justin's 
administration : 

In 1923 there were four de- 
partment* in the Divition of 
Home Economics: art, cloth- 
ing and textile*, food ccort- 
mics and nutrition, and 
houiehold art. Tan students 
•were taking tome, graduate 
course* in . the field.,, J>u( no 
one era* getting aa M, S. do- 
gree. .,. ; 

Now there are six departments, 
a curriculum in home economics 
and nursing, another in home 
economic* and teaching, and 
still another in home eepnomics 
and journalism. Thirty-five per- 
sons have filed for M. S. de- 
grees in May and nearly 100 wo- 
men have been doing graduate 
work, counting fall, spring, and 
summer terms. 

The two departments to be 
added since Dr. Justin became 
dean are: child welfare and eu- 
thenics and institutional manage- 
ment. 

The nursery school which has 
served as laboratory for the de- 
partment of child welfare was 
ret up the summer of 1!>20. It 
was the first in the USA to be 
financed with state funds, and 
the first to have as its primary 
aim helping mothers with their 
problems of rearing children. 
The few other nursery schools at 
colleges were run on funds ob- 
tained from such sources as the 
Rockefeller Foundation and were 
set up primarily to study child 
psychology. 

Since 1023 the resident staff 
has grown from 27 to its present 
78. ► 

The writing of books has 
flouriihed during Dean Jus- 
tin's adminjtration. Thirteen 
of her faculty have been auth- 
ors or co-author* of books, 
which have had nation-wide 
adoption a* teatbooks. 

Homemaking skills, in cooking, 
sewing, and home management, 
are less important, believes Dean 
Justin, than other aspects of 
home economics. )

The highest vet enrollment at 
Kansas State was during the fall 
semester of 1047, when then 
were 4,330 vets enrolled." The 
spring semester of 1948 had an 
enrollment of 4,113. The fall se- 
mester of 1948 was credited with 
4,044 vets mid only 3.728 vets 
are enrolled this semester.

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Million Dollar library Has Tripled in Value

Do you want to pet in on a 
million dollan? Wall, two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollar* 
we* invested in 1927 in the pro- 
cess of making it available to # 



at present the evalua 
tion would be tripled. What is" 
the Investment? Where's the mil- 
lion dollars? It's the library 
rifht on your own campus. 

The million dollars isn't in the 
form of II. S. greenbacks but 
it la in the form of knowledge. 
Free knowledge available to you 
whether you are freshman or 
graduate student. Knowledge 
that can be yours for the asking 
and the presentation of a fee 
card to the K. S. C. librarians. 

The library didn't just hap- 
pen. It waa planned and the 
growing pains were tremendous. 
Back in the days of bustles and 
fbows and high celluloid collars 
the nucleus of K-State's present 
day collection of books started 
in the Bluemont Central Col- 
lege, which was organized under 
the auspices of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

The "Merrill Aet" gave pub- 
Ajt Ite lands to "stato s and tar- 
riterles In which to provide 
eel lege for the benefit of agri- 
calture end the mechanical 
arts." Thus, i D the year of 
1858 the state of Kansas ac- 
cepted the offer of the trus- 
tees of aMwomunt College and 
tble Institution became the 
Kansas State College of Agri-

original library was most- 
ly , -of m religious character, 
alolg'Vlthj sortie Greek and Lat- 
in fciaiwiotv I'he early college 
catalogs, of 1868 to 1881 state, 
'thf library contains about 
8,000 volumes and is being con- 
stantly increased." 

"Constantly increased," does 
not thoroughly describe the sit- 
uation! The records show that 
storage space waa to be a main 
factor throughout the next nine- 
ty years la the proper mainten- 
ance and functioning of a com- 
petent library service. The 
first librarian had to store hooks 
in the basement There were 
too, few shelves and too many 
books. In fact the old Bluemont 
Coilegei library was bursting at 
the? »esms with book*. This con- 
dit4on had to be remedied. 

■In September, 1877, a por- 
tion of the library was morrd 
from the Bluemont College 
building to the present cam- 
pee leeailew. Prof. M. ». Ward 
we, librarian. The library was 
placed in bis classroom "N," 
which was located in the .out h . 
eut corner, first fleer, of 
what was then known at the 
"Farm Mechanrca Building." 
Aa it -turned out, this was only 
a temporary change. The library 
was again moved in the fail of 
1879. This time into the east 
roam of the first floor on the 
"new building," The "new build- 
ing" was the north wing of An- 
derson Hall. According to Pro- 
fessor Ward the library at this 
time possessed less than 1,250 
books of value and about 800 
worthless ones. 

the construction of Fairchild 
Hall in 1894 prompted the relo- 
cation and movement of the li- 
brary again. This time the south 
and- west part of Fairchild Hall 
was-, .used. Even with 4,600 
square feet of storage space, a 
rapidly growing library couldn't 
be housed -for any great length 
of time. An addition was made 
to the building in 1903. This 
gave the librarian a little more 
room and fewer headaches. 

By 1923 there was no doubt 
ax to whether the campus libra- 
ary. was a matter-of-fact thing. 
In its gy paying around, the li- 
brary became an Important fac- 
tor at Kansas State. Knowledge 
and education were being per- 
petuated through the use of Its 
volumes. The collection needed 
a permanent building and a staff 
to maintain efficient service. 
Help and maintenance of 
the library had been, in the 



and pamphlets. Beading rooms 
were crowded and noisy. Ref- 
erence rooms were unrelated 
and termites were running 
pant, damaging woodwork 
frames. 

In response to the request 
made by President Jardine in 
1926, the state legislature ap- 
propriated 9250,000 for a libra- 
ry building Preliminary plans 
for the new building were made 
by Prof. Paul Weigel, then head 
of the department of architec- 
ture. These plans were accept- 
ed by Charles Cuthberst, state 
architect, who wrote specifica- 
tions for *hem. 

Bids for the building were re- 
ceived by the state managers 
office in Topeka and the con- 
tract let on December 17, 1926. 
Murch Brothers Construction 
Company of St. Louis, Missouri, 
waa awarded the general con- 
tract. Ground for the present 
day library building was broken 
on January 6, 1926. By the sum- 
mer of 1927 the library began 
operation in the new building 
This beautiful edifice now stands 
as a tribute to the preserving 
faith of a few men and a small 
collection of books.

The clubs functioned on a

•mateor broadcasting. 

Station QQQ equipment con-

or code broadcasting on four 
apmteur bands. The Sf'R :W> 
will be remembered by many 
ex-servicemen for its use in 
various army nnd air force 
communications. 

The unit was used in several 
cafren to provide standard broad- 
cast entertainment for advanced 
trqjopa and was used extensively 
by' the air corps in maintaining 
communications for aircraft land- 
ing proceed u res. Its portability 
wrt* another popular feature of 
the unit. The complete station 
was constructed to fit the bed 
of a standard two and one-half 
ton military truck. Station QQQ 
is located on the south side of 
the military science building. 

WOQQQ has no fixed schedule 
of broadcast hut operations to 
date have been carried on be- 
tween classes and on weekends.

First published' in 1927, the 
"Who's Whoot" is one of the few 
state 4-H yearbooks in the coun- 
try and has gained national re- 
cognition. Published as a service 
by the Collegiate 4-H club, col- 
lege students work all year on 
the book.

firms and farmers in the county. 

Other Collegiate 4-H'ers work 
with setting up the pictures, wri- 
ting copy, selling advertising in 
Manhattan, Wichita, Topeka, and 
Kansas City, typing letters bi^ 
the hundreds, and doing the 101 
things necessary to make the 
book a success.

According to Mr. Tebow any 
student who has completed 
basic military training— 80 days 
jervlce — in any branch of the 
service, may receive four 



is equivalent to the credit a 
student earns during two years 
of basic ROTC in college. 

Basic military training also 
gives the student exemption in 
four hours of required physical 
education. 

One Credit for 6 Months 

Additional credit may be al- 
lowed for subsequent military 
services at the rate of one credit 
hour for each six months service. 
However, the total amount ot 
credit allowed for basic military 
training and subsequent services 
may not exceed eight semester 
hours. 

Students who have been com- 
missioned in any branch of the 
service, after completing a 
course in officers training ot 
battlefield commission may be 
allowed elective credit or eight 
hours in addition to the four 
hours credit for basic training. 
The maximum credit In this 
case is twelve semester hours. 

The student who takes ad- 
vanced ROTC while in college 
takes eight hours in his Junior 
and senior years, and the credit 
allowed for services as a com- 
mis-loned officer is the same ft' 



which may be granted. 

In answer to the question of 
how a student may, get this 
credit, or make sure It is on 
record, Tebow gave these direc- 
tions: 

1 — Check his dean's card in 
the registrar's office. The four 
hours credit for basic framing 
and physical education will be 
entered In the record without 
any action by the student who 
Is attending college under the OI 
Bill. The VA certifies this in- 
formation to the registrar. 

2 — In all other cases, the vet- 
eran should apply to the director 
of admissions by presenting a 
photostat of his discharge. 

3 — Since the military credit 
is applied for elective credit, the 
student must have elective credit 
In his curriculum toward which 
the military credit may be ap- 
plied. 

4— In order for special and 
technical service schools to bo 
considered for credit, the certi- 
ficate and discharge must show 
that the school has been com- 
pleted and the American Council 
on Education have approved 
'his school for co'l"g'; credit.

Reorganisation of the federal farm-aid pro- 
gram so that all activities would be channeled 
through one office In each county has been ad- 
vocated In the section of the Hoover Commis- 
sion recommendations dealing with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

A compromise soldier bonus measure has been 
Introduced in the state legislature by Robert L.

Speech Clinic 
Attracts Many 

More than 100 students with 
speech difficulties are being as- 
sisted by Mrs. Frances R. Rogers 
and Mrs. Rosemary G. Wade to 
the speech clinic which operates 
to the Department of Speech. 

The difficulties that they cor- 
rect include several different 
Of lisping, stuttering, 
substitutions, nasality, 
denasality. poor enunciation, ex- 
tremely high voices, and foreign 
and sectional accents. 

Attend Voluntarily 
The students attend the clin- 
ic voluntarily. They Include for- 
students, students in the 
oral communications classes who 
are having difficulties, future 
teachers who need to perfect 
their speech delivery and any 
other students attending Kan- 
sas State who have difficulties 
they would like to have cor- 
i ected. 

Until this semester (spring of 
'49) the speech clinic has been 
an extra-curricular activity tor 
Mrs. Rogers and Mrs. Wade who 
started the clinic in September 
of 1041 and have been operating 
It since then in their "spare" 
time. They work with the stu- 
dents Individually, in pairs and 
in groups, with never more than 
five to a group. The number of 
appointments the person has 
per week and the length of time 
he continues to visit the clinic 
depends upon the individual and 
his own particular difficulty 

Since the demand for the 
services of the clinic is steadily 
Increasing, Mrs. Rogers and 
Mrs. Wade will be allowed regu- 
lar time on their schedule tor 
the rirst time this semester so 
that none of the students de 
Irtag assistance will have to be 
refused.

Early Morning 
Trouble Solved

What to do with your alarm 
clock when It rings in the morn- 
ing— that is the question. By a 
process of logic a workable plan 
may be improvised to take care 
of the situation. 

The first problem Is to decide 
If the alarm should be turned 
off, or be allowed to run down. 
For anyone sleeping In a lop 
bunk this presents complica- 
tions. 

These ideas were dreamed up 
for those lucky people who sleep 
in top bunks. Five easy solutions 
may help you solve your alarm 
problem. 

Put It On Floor 

Solution one : The alarm 
clock can be set on the floor, 
thus getting your.out of bed to 
turn it off. When you fall flat 
on your -lace you arc awake and 
ye or clock has done Its Job. 

Second: The clock may be 
tucked away under the pillow. 
When and if it goes off you have 
only a headache or broken ear 



drum, and can easily turn over 
and drift back to sleep. 

Third: This sounds like an 
idea thought up by either a lazy 
person or an engineer. The 
clock Is put on the floor and 
hooked on a rope. The rope is 
drawn to the celling and there 
goes through a series of pulleys 
and down the wall to a lever 
connected to a spring fastened 
on the bed.

Blood Donations 

All students that arc in ex- 
cellent health are urged to con- 
tribute blood to the American 
Red Cross program, according to 
Dr. B. W. Lafene, director of 
the Student Health service. 

Doctor Lafene expressed much 
appreciation of the American 
Red Cross for their assistance 
in obtaining hlood and blood do- 
nors for transfusions to acutely 
ill student patients. 

On several occasions at the 
College hospital, the Red Cross 
has located rare types of blood 
donors that would have been ex- 
tremely difficult to find any 
other way. Doctor Lafene gave 
one instance in which blood so 
obtuincd was a life saving mea- 
sure, "One life thus Baved makes 
the entire program not only 
worthwhile but a direct demon- 
stration of vital importance to 
any community." 

"The need for blood by the 
Red Cross is becoming increas- 
ingly more important, particular- 
ly as more frequent occasions 
to give blood transfusions are 
found." 

It is not necessary for in- 
[ dividuals with rare types of 
blood to donate, Dr. I.afene add- 
ed, but these individuals arc nsk- 
ed to remain on a permanent call 
list in case of emergencies for 
which their type of blood is

Campus of Tomorrow Comes Closer to Reality 



Building Requests of $4,148,900 
Awaits Action by State Legislature 

With the signing of the deficiency appropriation bill 
for Kansas State's fieldhouse by Governor Frank Carl- 
son yesterday afternoon, the "Campus of Tomorrow" 
came one step closer to reality. Already constructed and 
soon to be ready for - use is the small animals research 
laboratory east of the Military Science building. 

Included in the long range building program are re- 
quests of $4,148,900 which were approved for the com- 
ing biennium by the State Board of Regents and submit- 
ted to the legislature when 
the two State bodies con„ 
vened in January. 

Among the building re- 
quests approved by the re- 
gents were $515,000 for 
the first section of a class- 
room building ; $655,000 
for a wing connecting the 
two present agricultural 
$985,000 for an 
i the Engineering 
(residence halls 
for men and women cost- 
ing $1,000,000; and $30,- 
000 for a greenhouse. The 
$ 726,000 already approved by ' 
th« legislature for the field- 
house, *223,900 for a boiler and 
heat tunnel for the new build- 
ings and $16,000 for a house at 
the Colby Experiment station, 
round out the requests. 

Explaining the need for new 
buildings, President Milton S. 
Elsenhower said the College with 
its current enrollment exceed- 
ing 7,000 is still operating with 
classroom space which was bare- 
ly adequate when student enroll- 
ment was 4,100. 

"Many classes are 60 percent 
larger fhan sound educational 
•standards permit," President 
Elsenhower said, "simply because 
space is not available for more 
numerous smaller classes."

» 4.100 and new 
rare being planned. 
"At present, the classroom 
area for each student is only 
47.1 square feel. Several uni- 
versities and colleges advocate 
150 to 200 suuare feet per 
student— far mure than Is 
.y.il.bl. to K-Stete st.de.te," 
the President staled. 
The first section of a three- 
unit classroom building could be 
erected if the $616,000 was ap- 
proved by the legislature. This 
would provide 20 classrooms, 
three lecture rooms, three sem- 
inar rooms, and 68 faculty of- 
fices. It would not include lab- 
oratories, however, which are al- 
so needed, President Eisenhow- 
er explained. 

Enrollment In As; Tripled 
When the second agricultural 
building was completed in 1023, 
the enrollment was 661 in that 
school. Now the number of stu- 
dents, faculty and researchers 
in the school is 1,666, the Presi- 
dent said. At that time, the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station 
had an annual budget of $100,- 
000; last year It was $800,000, 
he said. 

Equipment provided by indus- 
try for teaching and research in 
industry cannot be used 
of the lack of space, 
and the seed testing laboratory 
cannot give the services 
ed by people of Kansas. A

Dean Pugsley said he felt that 
many students, particularly 
freshmen, do not realize that the 
rules given in the college catalog- 
ue make provision for students to 
receive these grade reports.

Kansas State's dire need for 
more classroom and laboratory 
space is graphically illustrated in 
the accompanying chart, The dot- 
ted line represents the area need- 
ed for instruction. The unbroken 
line is the area available. 

The amount of space required is 
based on the number at students 
multiplied by 160 square feet, 
the standard set hy many' institu- 
tions as the minimum amount of 
space needed for classroom and 
laboratory instruction. The Uni- 
versity of Illinois even advocates 
200 anna re feet per student. 
At present, Kansas State 
students are using class* 
room and laboratory rooms 
which were inadequate even 
in pre-war years when the 
enrollment wat only 4,100. 
Now, with more than 7,000 
students, room area per stu- 
dent it only 47.1 spoare 
feet per student — less than 
one-third the apace set-up 
aa a minimum. 

As shown in the chart, the 
only years when K-State had 
sufficient space was during the 
war years 1043-44 and 1944-4.~> 
when the enrollment dropped to 
a low of 1,402. 

Actually, the rise in classroom 
space in 1939-40 is not a true 
picture. This increase was 
brought about hy the construc- 
tion of Willard hall which re- 
placed the old physical science 
building after it was destroyed 
by fire in 19.14. The rise in 1941- 
42 was the result of the ad- 
dition of the Military Science 
building, of which more than 
half the cost was financed by the 
federal government. Excavation 
of t/.e basement in Anderson 
hall, addition of classrooms in 
hallways and other places, creat- 
ed n slight increase in 1947-48. 

Kansas State now has 110 
permanent classrooms and 125 
permanent laboratories for its 
7,000 students. Th" need for

We Extend Our Thanks 

Kansas State students join hands this 
week in extending their appreciation to 
Governor Carlson, the State legislature 
and taxpayers of the state who have 
made it possible lor the field house to be- 
come a reality. It has been a long, up- 
hill struggle. Twice before, students 
thought they were within reaching dis- 
tance of their athletic dream only to be 
disappointed — first by war and then by 
rising building costs. 

Soon the K State Wildcats will take the 
court in an arena deserving ot their abil- 
ity. The past two seasons have displayed 
to the state and the nation that Kansas 
State is powerful in two fields — educa- 
tion and athletics. The Collegian is proud 
to be a part of it and to also issue our 
thanks to those deserving it. 

But in the middle of the celebrat- 
ing, let's ponder a moment over an- 
other problem. We now have our 
field house— -or at least are within 
arms length of touching it. Soon, all 
K-State fans will be able to see the 
team on the home court. But, will all 
K-State students be able to find seats 
in their classrooms? That's 
blem — and it's a huge one. 
President Milton S. Eisenhower has re, 
quested, and the State Board of Regents 
has approved, appropriations totaling 
$4,14.8,900 for building improvements. 

We don t consider this just another 
"gimme" proposition — one in which 
everything is asked and nothing is re- 
turned. On the contrary, it is an invest- 
ment — one in which much more will be 
gained than is given. 

We have read several times that gov- 
ernment research on a new wheat variety, 
or a new feeding system, or a new meth- 
od of terracing a field, has returned so 
many thousand dollars to the farmer for 
each dollar spent in study on the problem. 
But we have yet to see a dollars and cents 
report on the return to the NATION and 
SOCIETY AS A WHOLE by the students 
who have been graduated from our col- 
leges and universities. 

These aame students will become 
leaders of tomorrow. They will re- 
turn to the farms and injeat better 
farming methods into the food sup. 
ply of our country. They will become 
our government leaders, our builders 
and our educators. Yes, and they 
will be the ones who will develop a 
new strain of wheat, and devise a 
new feeding system and terrace a 
field in a new and better manner. 
That is, they will if they are given 
the chance to learn NOW. 
The legislature saw our need for a 
fieldhouse and came through with the 
necessary appropriation. They didn't pass 
a bill for $725,000 merely to enable a 
larger crowd to see a basketball game be 
played, however. They envisioned the 
health-building activities that would be 
encouraged by the construction of such 
a building — intramural sports, physical 
education, sportsmanship, along with 4-H 
activities, social affairs and other events. 

We sincerely hope the legislature will 
go one step further and see the thought- 
building activities that will be increased 
by the addition of new classroom and 
laboratory space. — D.L.A.

t iifos in American Foreign Policy," sub- 
titled "President Harry and The Ides." 

!'••: in the field of international rela- 
tions, mir'-March might bo termed "crisis 
time" for the Truman Administration. 

Take 1!)47. On March 12 of that year, 
the president appeared before congress 
and outlined the Truman Doctrine. Com- 
munism was to be "contained ' by sending 
economic and military aid to the "demo- 
ciatic" governments of Grcet.c and Tur_ 
key. ( Foutr.ote : there are nou more com- 
munist-led rebels in Greece than there 
were at this time two yean; ago.) 

And I@4S. Remember the President's 
St. Patrick's Day addresses last year? In 
v. hat BOme writers cynically called his 
"second annual" or "traditional" mid- 
iMaieh foreign policy speech, Mr. Truman 
asked for Universal Military Training, Se- 
lective Service and various other Jefen- 
siw measures. (Footnote: see the Hoover 
I'd mission s study of the Department of 
Defense which analyzes the 'faulty in- 
telligence reportu" leading to the "war 
scale" last spring.) 

The ides of March are here again. And 
after months of secret negotiations, the 
State Department is preparing to release 
the text of the North Atlantic Pact, 
which — if it is ratified by the senate — 
will be a turning point in the history of 
American foreign policy. 

Unfortunately, there has been little or 
no public discussion of the pros and cons 
involved in the proposed North Atlantic 
A ilia nee. The only substantial "leaks" in 
the secret discussions have come from 
ttu British Foreign Olfice. Although the 
fc't n::U Foreign Relations Committee is re- 
ported to have okayed the treaty draft, 
the Amuican electorate evidently is go- 
ing to be "let in" on the secret at a time 
wlu n the State Department senses a fav- 
orable climate of opinion. 

Two yeais ago, the Greek.Turkish 
loans were presented to the people as an 
| "either-or" proposition. Either we sent 
' military and economic aid to those east- 
I crn Mediterranean nations, or the com- 
munists would gain the upper hand. No 
other alternatives were officially dis- 
cussed. 

Much the same atmosphere prevails 
now in the administration's attitude to- 
ward the Atlantic Pact. It's to be either 
U. S. participation in the Alliance, or 
eventual loss of Western Europe to the 
communists. Neither the President nor 
j Secretary of State Dean Acheson has 
publicly explored possible alternatives, 
such a.-- strengthening the United Nations 
or federating the western democracies 
(or both). 

It would appear that the Truman Ad- 
ministration has a tendency to assume 
that tlit people will "go along" on basic 
policy decisions with a minimum of dis- 
cussion and debate. The silence surround- 
ing the Atlantic Pact discussions reflects 
an official state of mind disposed toward 
mistrust of, rather than contidenee in, the 
electorate. The ; decisions are made, the 
policy is dwided upon, and only then is 
the public given a quick tour through the 
inner sanctum of international relations. 

Such a state of mind on the part of our 
foreign policy officials is indicative of the 
highly military tinge which our foreign 
policy has assumed during the past three 
years. 

In a poorly-publicized speech at Cleve„ 
land the other eventhg. John Foster Dul- 
Ps, Republican foreign affairs spokes- 
man, sharply criticized the role which the 
military has had in shaping U. S. foreign 
policy and went on to say: 

'If the world passes into the black- 
ness of another war, our leadership can- 
not escape a large measure of responsibil- 
ity." 

Or should we just blame The Ides of 
March? What about it, Mr. President?

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"Campaign For New Kansas State Fieldhouse Began Ten Years Ago With Collegian Crusade

When the governor of Kansas 
" Btffned the bit) yesterday appro- 
priating the final amouunt of 
money needed to build a field - 
house at thin College, the act cul- 
minated a 10-year crusade by K- 
State students. Back in 1939 
Staters vowed: "We won't rest 
until something definite is done 
to get a much-needed fictdhoune 
at this College." And they have* 
n't. 

While Collegian editorial wri- 
ters during the 1939-40 basket- 
ball aeaaon were cmnliasixinir, the 
need for a bigger gymnasium, the 
paper was aso carrying stories 
about the faculty-student con- 
troversy over off-color jokes in 
the Campus humor magazine. 

Fieldhouse editorials shared 
space with editorials demanding 
ibigger-name football foes than 
Washburn, and cdtorials point- 
tig to the need for cultural edu- 
cation for engineering and vet 
medicine students. 

At th. same lime that baa. 
katball fans wars irate Ucausa 
they couldn't ■«« into Niched, 
gym t*> ■•* fame*, thajr were 
,al.o incensed that the fo.arn- 
ifi meat had ju.t cut NYA funds, 
' by which many of them were 
baying their bread and butter 
back in those hard-time day*. 
Student* were ■rumbtin* in 
letters to the editor that the 
25 cents en hour paid to stu- 
dents for part-time work wa* 
too low. 

It was against this background 
that the earliest stories and edi- 
torials ahnut a new fieldhouse 
appeared in the Collegian. On 
the front page of the January 12. 
1940 issue a mnp was printed 
of a proposed 20-year plan for 
■building additions- at K-State. 
This map placed a fieldhouse. at 
the south end of the stadium, 
where it would round out the 
"bottom of a U-shape. 

A men's gymnasium and arm- 
ory building was planned for the 
area just north of the stadium, 
where the new fieldhouse, accor- 
ding to present plans, will be 
'built. According to this map, 
Nichols gym would eventually be 
used entirely for women's ath- 
letic activities. 

The Collegian sports editor in 
January 1940, snorted in hjs col- 
umn that the basketball team, be- 
cause of conflicts in the use of 
the gym floor, had been reduced 
to the indignity and handicap of 
practicing in the girls' gym. 
That same wntcr the track team 
a ^>bad to work out in the frigid west 
,« wing of the stadium, 

"Talk of a new fieldhouse 
gets hotter every day," reported 
the sports editor 10 years ago. 
Let's keep It going. We have an 
enrollment of 3,700 students, 
and only 2,800 can crowd into 
the baskethall games." 

Two months after the January 
spurt of interest in the field- 
house, a group of cantpus lead- 
ers met in Nichols gym to discuss 
ways and means of getting such 
a building at Kansas State. Mem- 
bers of the basketball, football, 
and baseball teams were present. 
Representatives of Blue Key, 
Steel Ring. Sigma Tau, Alpha 
Zcta, Sigma Delta Chi, and the 
Independent Student Union also 
attended. 

Th* group adopted the battle- 
cry, "Let's Have a Crackerjack 
Fieldhouse Instead of ■ Cracker- 
box Colliseum." The slogan pro. 
ved >o popular that it was used 
throughout the campaign. 

Jack Gardner, then popuarly 
termed "young" Jaek and "Jack 
the Builder" by the students, had 
already been talking up the need 
for a fieldhouse at athetic ban- 
quets and aumni meetings all 



On April 1 fieldhouse plans 
were discussed again. F. D. Far- 
Tell, then president of the Col- 
lege, told the group that he had 
aread y made recommendations 
to the legislature for building ap- 
propriations. He pointed out, 
however, that the need would 
have to be demonstrated by de- 
mand for a fieldhouse from the 
entire student body. 

A few days later a model of 
the proposed fieldhouse, built by 
architecture students, was put on 
_ display . The Collegian pointed 
()U t that Nichol's gym. built when 
*^ enrollments never ran over 2,000

thcrcd impetus again. At one 
game, students dropped a dummy 
dressed as a K -State student 
from the rafters, where many 
students had to sit then to wat- 
ch games. The stunt was staged 
for the legislators who were 
guests at the game. 

During the Christmas holidays 
that year K-Stnlers staged rallies 
boosting the fieldhouse in their 
home towns. As time for the leg- 
islature's meeting neared, a six- 
block long parade wound throu- 
gh Aggievillf and the downtown 
section.

However, the students rece- 
ived a crushing blow when the 
1941 legislature met. A bill 
which would have given the 
College enough money to build

Then came 
the war, and thoughts of the 
fieldhouse were put aside for

tivities. The swimming pools, it 
went on to say, were inadequate. 
In regard to seating space in the 
gymnasium, Prof. L. P. Wash- 
burn, head of men's athletics, 
commented, "Some of the boys 
who hang from rafters are going 
to fall and hurt themselves bad- 
ly one of these days." 

O .> April 16, 1940, a spirited 
all-school rally was held in 
the Colleiro Aditortum to get 
the support of oil K-St.ters in 
boosting the fieldhouse. Matt 
Bet ton's orchestra gave out 
with swing to get the crowd in 
the right mood. The student 
chairman of the committee 
told the students that "the po- 
wers that he are not beyond 
persuasion — if we try hard e- 
nough, we c»n get our field- 
house." 

Coach Gardner talked at the 
rally. Director of athletics, 
"Mike" Ahearn introduced Hohbs 
Adams, new foothnl! coach, and 
his assistant. Basketball team 
members put on barrels and pre- 
sented a comedy act. The Wam- 
pus Cats nnd Purple Pepsters led 
cheers. Then a Student Coutwil 
member told of n plan to send a 
block-long petition, hearing the 
names of 3,000 students, to 
Governor Payne Knlner, asking 
for his support of Ihe project. 

Presidents of" the K-Club; Col- 
legiate 4-H, Iriter-fraternily 
Council, Women's Panhellenic. 
and several honors rtea pledged 
their support of the petition at 
the rally. 

Two days Inter the petition 
was being signed by interested 
students from ali over the ram- 
pus at the rate of 1,000 a day. 
Some students were hesitant n- 
bout signing the list, ns they bad 
the notion that if they signed 



they would have to help pay for 
the structure. Some were afraid 
the project would interfere nith 
the construction of a permanent 
Student Union, wheh K-Staters 
Bite wanted badly. 

The April lft, 1940 Collegian 
cat-tied a front page editorial, in 
which the editor said, "There 
have been no new buildings at 
any of the state schools in 17 
years. Wll you students let it go 
another 17 years?" So the stu- 
dents kept signing, until 4,000 
names were on the list. The Col- 
legian editor argued that even 
though the legislature didn't 
convene until January. 1041, tbo 
petition would show the solons 
that every student, at Kansas Sta- 
te felt the need for a fieldhouse. 
The longer that committees who 
would meet early to consider leg- 
islation had the request, the more 
likely Staters were to get the 
building, he reasoned. 

April 30, 1940, students for- 
med a parade around the cam- 
pus and down through Aggic- 
ville, led by Matt Betton's 
hand.

"If the people of Kansas 
can afford it, I am as much in 
favor of the fieldhouse B* you 
are," Governor Ratner told the 
students who visited him in his 
office.

Regarding the nearly $1.- 
rOO.000 addition to the engin- 
eering building at K-State, the 
President said the last addi- 
tion to the engineering hall 
was made in 1920-21 when 
enrollment in that .chool was 
about 700, lass than one-third 
the present Z,27S students in 
the engineering school. The 
■ ddition to the engineering 
building is needed to 
laboratories, drafting 
recitation rooms and office, to 
benefit seven department, in 
the engineering .chool which 
are now boused in surplus ar- 
my barracks, Eisenhower said. 

Citing the housing problem at 
Kansas State, President Eisen- 
hower said the College has per- 
manent bousing for less than 
400 Of its 7,000 students. One 
hundred fifty of these are hous- 
ed in the football stadium. 

Need Room* 

~A~new stone resilience bail for 
210 women is proponed at a cost 
of $580,000 and a men's resi- 
dence hall to cost $420,000 was 
also approved by the Board of 
Regents. More than 400 college 
girls could not attend Kansas 
State this year because they fail- 
ed to find satisfactory rooms in 
Manhattan. The President's re- 
port to the regents estimated the 
College would need housing for 
1,500 men, if enrollments drop- 
ped to pre-war levels. 
The greenhouse approved by 



the regents is to enable the Col- 
lege to provide technical infor- 
mation to Kansas florists. They 
are now forced to go to other 
stales for such information and 
find that it often does not ap- 
ply to Kansas conditions.

Jewish Nation Not 
New Idea in World 
Says Dr. Diinncr 

Dr. Joseph Dunncr, speakiup 
More an all-college assembly 
last Friday, declared. "We have 
more cowards in the world to- 
day than at any other time." 
Emphaslng this lie pointed out 
that Balkan countries over run 
by tyranny do not fight back. 

Doctor Dunner, professor and 
chairman of the Department of 
Political Science at Grlnnell col- 
lege, .«-pokc on the subject the 
"New State of Israel." He point- 
ed out that the idea for a Jew- 
ish state in not new in world 
politics. He said the idea origi- 
nated as far back as Moses. 

"The Jews." declared Doe- 
tor Dunner, "have always be- 
lieved and concentrated the 
Idea that they are a people. 
Thin idea was revolutii) iary 
In the beginning and is revo- 
lutionary now." 

Doctor Dunner pointed out 
that no group In history has 
paid a,s much In blood In gain- 
ing their independence us has 
the Jews. He estimated that 
more than 6 million have been 
killed in the long struggle for 
Jewish independence. 

The doctor praised ttio Jews 
in their task of turning the des- 
ert of the Near East into a fer- 
tile oasis. He said that the same 
inspiration nromnted the Jews 
to their battle Tor freedom that 
inspired colonial America to its 
battle in 1776. 

He Illustrated further that the 
determination to win against 
odds was the same as that of 
Great Britain during the Ger- 
man blitz. "The British position 
was weak during the early war." 
Doctor Dunncr stated, "but un- 
der the inspiration of Prime 
Minister Churchill the British 
people were inspired to repel the 
attack." 

"The world can look forward 
to progress and prosperity in 
the Near East." the doctor de- 
clared, "and to look to the two 
nations to respect one another 
and live together in peace." 

Doctor Dunner concluded his 
address by saying that the Brit- 
ish must recognize Israel as an 
independent state. Instead of & 
British mandate. He warned the 
British that continued threats 
upon the Jews would lose their 
respect as a progressive 
mon wealth.

Student Council 
May Cain an Ag, 
Lose Engineer 

Engineers face the possibility 
of losing a representative on the 
Student Council while the School 
of Agriculture may gain one, ac- 
cording to Faculty Council dis- 
cussion at last week's meeting. 
Student Council elections to take 
place this spring were a major 
topic of discussion at the meet- 
ing. 

The Faculty Council feels that 
figures based on the present 
semester's enrollment Indicate 
thab agriculture Is c loser to a 
second representative than en- 
gineering Is to a third. The agri- 
culture school now has one re- 
presentative on the student 
Council and th 
three. 

Apportionment of 
representatives to be 
from each school In Ur be de- 
termined by the Student Coun- 
cil on the basis of the enroll- 
ment tn each school for the 
spring semester. This appor- 
tionment must be approved 
by the Faculty Council. 
No action has been taken, as 
yet, by the Student Council on 
tills matter. However, The 
Faculty Council, anticipating 
that a change In the apportion- 
ment may be In order, discussed 
the matter at its last meeting. 

In regard to representation 
from the various schools. Article 
IV or the Constitution states: 
"The Student Council shall con- 
sist of nine members, each 
school having the proportion of 
members which Its total enroll- 
ment bears to the total enroll- 
ment of the Student Governing 
association." It Is provided that 
tli ere shall be a minimum of one 
member from each school and 
at least one woman included from 
the School of Arts and Sciences. 

On the basis of last spring's 
enrollment arts and sciences have 
tirree representatives on the 
Student Council, engineering has 
three and agriculture, home 
economics and veterinary medi- 
cine each have one. 

The enrollment now is 6,607. 
The question of apportionment 
lias come up only between the 
School of Agriculture with an 
enrollment of 1,299 and En- 
gineering with 1,973. Dividing 
the total enrollment by nine 
gives a figure of 730 student* for 
each representative. Using this 
as a basis for representation, 
agriculture would have a re- 
presentaUv* of one, plus a sur- 
plus of 569. Engineering would 
get two representatives with a 
surplus of 513.

Watt Explains 
Foreign Tours 

While stationed in Mesopota- 
mia during World War I, Don- 
ald B. Watt, founder of the Ex- 
periment in International Liv- 
ing, first became interested In 
dealing with foreign peoples. 

Organizing an American group 
in 1932, Watt started a camp In 
Switzerland. Language barriers 
between the Swiss and Americans 
made the camp a failure, so he 
tried putting students in indi- 
vidual homes; ana he's been do- 
ing it successfully ever since. 
Over 1900 students have been 
sent to 18 different countries. 

Watt was careful to point out 
that the Experiment In Inter- 
national Living Is not just an 
agency sponsoring tours. The 
experiment, he explained, keeps 
track of all students for whom 
they have sponsored trips. Many 
are in government foreign serv- 
ice, airways, business, and edu- 
cation in foreign countries. 

Many agree, Watt said, th.it 
their trip was the most Import- 
ant experience In their life and 
even after years it continues to 
be. 

"The purpose of the Experi- 
ment," Watt emphasized, "is to 
create understanding where mis- 
understanding Is greatest. Stud- 
ents don't get technical skill, but 
learn to live acceptably with 
people of another country." 

Watt, whose office la in Put- 
ney, Vt., spoke to UNESCO 
members at their general as- 
sembly meeting last Thursday. 
He listed the opportunities and 
requirements for students inter- 
ested in making a trip to 
Europe or Mexico this summer.

Engineers' Day appeared again 
in 1921, but was cancelled* the 
following year because of fin- 
ancial difficulties. In 1923, with 
financial aid, and encourage- 
ment from commercial concerns, 
it was on its way — bigger and 
better than ever. 

It continued to be better each 
year, but in 1920, a great num- 
ber of changes were made, and 
it became the traditional event 
as we know it today. The name, 
"Engineers' Open House" was 
adopted and expanded to a two 
day program. St. Patrick, patron 
Saint of Ireland, was also adopt- 
ed, and the event is always held 
the week-end closest to St. 
Patrick's day, March 17. 

A prom was added for the 
honor of St. Pat too, taking the 
place of the Slide-rule Slide of 
earlier years. Highlight of the 
Prom is the crowning of St. Pat 



and St. Patricia, chosen from 
candidates nominated by the de- 
partments of the engineering 
school. Sigma Tau, national en- 
gineering honorary fraternity, 
was given the honor of having 
charge of all plans for the prom. 

New features continued to ap- 
pear in the exhibits though the 
years. In 1932, a radio control- 
led mechanical man, named the 
"Electrosrobot," made its first 
public appearance.

Thf Colli -s 
has been replaced with modern 
jet and turbine steam engines. 
That was also the first year of 
the beer bottle organ, now a reg- 
ular feature. 

The show went on as usual in 
'42, in spite of the war, but that 
was to last for the duration. The 
event mada j Us firg^ postwar ap- 
pearance \a 1947, ifith much im- 
provement in exhibits and at- 
tendance.. Last, year, over 25,- 
000 people crowded Engineers' 
Open House. This 'year, engin- 
eering students have spared nei- 
ther time nor expense to make 
this year's exposition the biggest 
and best yet.

Where's My Job? 

By Leland S. Hobson, Assistant Director 
Engineering Experiment Station 
Professor of Industrial Engineering 

"Are jobs going to be available by the 
time I graduate is a question that many 
engineering students are asking them- 
selves these days. 

Most students are aware that for the 
past few years the demand for engineers 
has been exceptionally good. The start- 
ing rates of pay have been high and the 
jobs offer excellent opportunity. Howev- 
er, there are some indications that this 
very happy situation is changing and the 
thoughtful student is wondering just how 
this might affect him. 

This article it not intended to be a 
statistical study of business condi- 
tions, but a few business indicators 
might well be observed. Prices of 
commodities, especially of farm pro- 
ducts are down substantially, but 
they are still high. Numbers of 
stores ere having sejes of radios, 
electrical appliances,' shirts, and 
many other things, but these sales 
are not uncommon in normal times. 
There is an appreciable increase in 
unemployment in certain areas, but 
this is not severe and unemployment 
is still at a low figure. 
With conditions as they are today, 
there are pretty good arguments which a 
person could use to forecast that business 
is going down and there are also good 
arguments which a person could use to 
forecast that business is going up. These 
business forecasts are excellent for econ- 
omists to use in making plans, but busi- 
ness and industrial people have learned 
that they should not worry too much 
about business forecasting and certainly 
the engineering student would do well to 
take the sg/ne position. 

And now what about the demand for 
engineering graduates? There are two 
factors to observe. 

First is the short term situation as af- 
fected by business at the moment. As far 
as this factor is concerned, there does ap- 
pear to be a little let-up in the demand 
for engineers. There are a few compan- 
ies that have surveyed their present busi- 
ness outlook and decided that they will 
not hire as many technical graduates as 
they did a year ago, In a very few cases 
this reduction has been quite severe. But, 
there are many other companies that 
have reviewed their business prospects 
and decided that they should go right 
ahead and hire as many graduates as 
they did last year. 

Probably when all the companies 
are alt totaled, there will he found 
an appreciable reduction in the de- 
mand for engineers, but the reduc- 
tion will not be at all 



gineering student, however, In think- 
ing of this Situation should remind 
himself that the demand for engin- 
eers in the leaf three years has been 
far greater than the supply. It would 
appear that this year will be some, 
thing nearer a norma) situation, a 
situation in which there will be num- 
bers of good jobs mailable, but there 
will also be some competition for 
those jobs. 

The second factor that affects engin- 
eering employment is the long-term trend 
ui engineering, and here engineering stu 
dents have plenty to cause them to be 
optimistic. 

During the 20's and earlier in many 
cases, industries became very engineer- 
.ng minded and built up fine technical 
staffs. The number of people employed 
in industrial research in this country in- 
creased 14 times between 1920 and 1948. 
Engineers did such a good job at their 
technical work that they gradually work- 
ed , into management positi6ns and into 
jther fieldr — selling, manufacturing, per- 
sonnel, and finance. Today practically all 
of the salesmen in some of our largest 
companies are engineers. 

Employment of engineers which 
has been so prevalent among the 
larger industries is just now getting 
well started among the smaller in- 
dustries. Thia is especially noticeable 
here in Kansas and the Midwest. 
This change will increase materially 
because there are thousands of medi- 
um-sized and smail companies 
throughout the country that need 
engineers. 

It would appear, therefore, that when 
the engineering student starts thinking 
about the job that he wants after gradu- 
ation that he should not approach this 
problem with undue pessimism because 
it seems Tairiy certain that then* Will be 
numbers of good engineering jobs avail- 
able. However, the student should also 
realize that we are approaching normal 
times, that there is going to be real com- 
petition for jobs, especially the good jobs, 
that every student should spend some 
time studying the job situation in his field 
of inteiest, and he should also spend 
some time finding out the best way to get 
the job he wants.

There are some 140 engineering 
schools in the U. S. which offer one or 
more curriculums which are accredited by 
the E. C. P. D. (Engineers Council for 
Professional Development). This is the 
only recognized yaxd-stick for engineer- 
ing education. Kansas State College is 
one of these schools. 

The question is. frequently asked, where 
does Kansas State rank among the engin- 
eering schools? The answer is simply — 
there is no such ranking and probably 
never will be. So when it is'said that such 
and such a college ranks first or third 
or tenth, that is only a creation of some- 
one's imagination. It should be obvious 
that it is impossible for anyone to prove 
that Kansas State or any other is defin- 
itely better than any one of a number of 
outstanding engineering schools. 

Last year there were around. 200,- 
C00 under-graduate, day-time resi- 
dent students in accredited engineer- 
ing colleges. This give* an average 
enrollment of 1,400. TV. enrollatent 
at Kansas State was far above this 
figure indicating that Kansas. State 
haa at least a "pretty fair*' ' reputa- 
tion. Of fundamental importance in 
a good school are faculty and equip- 
ment 

As evidence of the reputation and abil- 
ity of the staff 7 at Kansas State, high- 
lights only can be pointed out, such as — 
the considerable number of text books 
written by members of the faculty which 
are used in such recognized schools as 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, the California Institute of Technol- 
ogy and the University of Michigan; re- 
juests for numerous members of the 
<tafi to serve on accrediting committees 
imial professional societies and member- 
«'or other institutions; offices held in na- 
ship on national committees; national 
honors conferred for outstanding profes- 
uonal accomplishment; and, the calling 
if Dean R. A. Seaton to Washington just 
prior to World War II to organize and ad- 
minister on a national basis the very 
large and important Defense and later 
War Training programs. 

Laboratory facilities, while much less 
important than faculty, must still be of 
high caliber adequately to complete the 
iob of professional education. It is clear- 
ly impossible for any school to maintain 
the range of equipment necessary and 
at the same keep it all the most modern. 
You will find at Kansas State much the 
same types of laboratory equipment as in 
other good schools, certainly a wider 
range than at some and more up to date 
than at others. Crowded, surely, but 
aren't they all? 

The successful experience of Kansas 
State graduates in other graduate schools 
and with large commercial enterprises 
all over the U. S., in competition with 
graduates of other engineering schools is 
ample proof that Kansas State has "one 
of the better engineering schools."

K-State to Have 
New Ag Station 

Kansas State is to have a new 
agricultural experiment station 
in Southeastern Kansas, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said yesterday. 

A 240 acre tract of land, 
which was used by the govern- 
ment during the war, was turned 
over to the College by the War 
Assets administration at the 
close of the war. The original 
plans of the College were to use 
the land for an experimental 
field, but citizens in the south- 
eastern part of the state request- 
ed a full scale experiment sta- 
tion on the Mound Valley tract. 

The state legislature massed an 
appropriation bill this week 
which grants $120,000 for the 
f'rst year of operation of the 
ytntion and an additional 1 30,- 
000 a year thereafter for main- 
tenance of tke station. 

The new experimental station 
will bring tha number oi college- 
operated agricultural experiment 
stations to six. The other ■ sta- 
tions are at Colby, Garden City, 
Hays, Tribune, and Manhattan. 



Brain Tester 

People may be given the oppor- 
tunity to test their intellectual 
abilities with one of the four 
mechanical brain testers to be 
on display at "the ma thematic 
exhibits this year. 

An exhibit on probability and 
chance will be another feature 
of the math exhibits.

There 
will also be a visual represen- 
tation bureau, which will attempt 
to explain the mathematics of 
any exhibit to those requesting 
this information. 

For engineers, there will be 
an exhibit and demonstration of 
slide rules of many descriptions 
and uses.

People may be given the op- 
portunity to fly a Link Trainer 
at the Aeronautical Engineers' 
displays this year. The Link 
Trainer is built very much like 
a plane, and during the war it 
was used to give men instrument 
training for flying. 

A mechanical man attempting 
to jump out a window, and fly 
will be another display. Minia- 
ture planes trailing banners will 
also be shown in the room with 
the mechanical man. 

In the field of jet-propulsion 
and future aeronautics, there Is 
a display of a rocket to the 
moon. The jet-propelled rocket 
will travel on a wire' between 
two globes, the earth and moon. 

Another interesting display 
shows the development of avia- 
tion from the first flight by the 
Wright brothers to the type of 
planes popular for private fly- 
ing today. In stairstep eleva- 
tions, in quarter-inch scale, are 
six tableaus picturing in elabor- 
ate detail the scenes of Kitty- 
hawk, the Bleriot channel-cross- 
er, the World War I fighter, the 
Ford Tri-motors of the period 
between the World Wars, the 
P 80s of national defense since 
World War 0, and lastly , the 
Piper Sea-Cruiser and Globe 
Swift of today's flying for ev- 
erybody.

the name of a display illustrat- 
ing the ideals which different 
types of designers are striving 
to achieve in their design.' It 
shows how each engineer stress- 
es his field, thinking it is the 
most important. 

On display will be various 
instruments and parta of a 
plane. Illustrated ,a!so will be a 
radio-controlled plane. With 
these displays will be a map ot 
the U. S. on which distance to 
I anyplace can be computed. Be- 
sides computing distance, this 
map enables one to calculate the 
time required to cover a certain 
distance in a plane averaging 
100 miles per hour. 

A miniature wind tunnel and 
smoke tank are two other inter- 
esting displays of the Aeronau- 
tical engineers. The wind tun- 
nel will show how a plane while 
flying is affected by wind. The 
smoke tank shows the effect of 
an air stream as it passes over 
the wing of a plane. 

The Manhattan Circle Burn- 
ers will have some model planes

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No Beer in 



Students Say

Alcoholic beverages may be 
legal in Kansas now, but Kansas 
Staters do -not want them — not 
even beer — in their permanent 
Student Union. This conclusion 
is based on answers received in 
a samp)? poll of 200 students 
taken last week, covering the 
Schools of Arts and Sciences, 
{engineering, Home Economics, 
Agriculture, and Veterinary Me- 
dicine. 

Two-thirds of the 200 students 
queried said "no" to the ques- 
tion, "Do you think beer should 
be served in the permanent Stu- 
dent Union?" Only 3 percent of 
the students interviewed had no 
conviction whatever on the ques : 
tion. 

Beer could not be served in 
the temporary Student Union, as 
it is owned by the College and 
the present College ruling pro- 
hibits the serving of alcoholic 
beverages anywhere on the cam- 
pus, or at College sponsored or 
managed events. 

Although 3.2 beer was legal in 
Kansas even before repeal it was 
not legal on the campus and still 
is not. According to u ruling of 
the Faculty Council cm Student 
Affairs, the only lime beer can 
he served at off-campus parties 
attended by students is when the 
'president and the faculty spon- 
sors of an organization request 
the right to serve it at a specific 
event. 



Only when the present rules 

are modified will beer be served 
in the new Union. Student opin- 
ion may have a hand in deciding 
the policy on what kinds of 
drinks will be served in the new 
building. 

■Most emphatic in their opposi- ! 
tion to beer in the new Union i 
are fhe Agriculture students, SS | 
percent of whom said "no." 
Home economics students are 
next, with 77 percent against 
the drink. Sixty-fctur percent of 
the engineers interviewed arc 
against beer on the campus and 
d'l percent of arts and sciences 
students feel likewise. 

Vet medicine students! are 
most evenly divided on the ques- 
tion; only T>5 percent of those 
interviewed ate against heer in 
the permanent Union.

Taste Te$t Given 
■n Food Seminar 

By Gail Hill 

How good a taste-tester are 
you? Bven the authorities are 
sometimes wrong when they get 
into the "triangular type of test- 
ing" which is used in the gradu- 
ate foods seminar of the home 
economics department. 

In this semniar graduate work 
on the quality of foods is being 
done. The seminar meets once 
a week and studies various phas- 
es of food facts and research. 

One study recently completed, 
under the direction of Dr. Dor- 
othy Harrison, was a taste-test- 
ing trial of three foods- products. 
The products are mi!':, turkey, 
and sausage in this particular 
slndy. Three mm plea of each of 
tli.' products are given to each 
person. 

1 he samples arn numbered 
and after lasting is done each 
individual scores his reactions 
on individual score cards. All 
samples look alike so that no 
distinction may be made by 
appearance. After sampling i* 
done, the result: are comput- 
ed and discussed. 

Many a red face can be seen 
on the individuals whose "taster" 
is so fur off that they can't tell 
the difference between fresh 
milk and milk that is four days 
old. 

All of the weekly seminars do 
not take up this method of test- 
ing hy taste. Some weeks the 
study may he a report on a 
meal ecwifafftiiee or reports of 
graduate tbesll work. 

In coming wi'id.s, the seminar 
will be studying fats, meats, sor- 
ghum mixes, legumes, frozen 
baked apples, ami many oilier 
foods.

Survivors include his wife, 
Helen McClanahan Keith of the 
i home, and two sons. Robert E., 
' graduate student at Harvard 
university, and Richard E.. as- 
sistant professor of music at the 
Howard School of Music. Wash- 
ington. D. C. 

Both of Keith's sons gradu- 
ated from Kansas State. Rich- 
ard received his BS in Music In 
1942 and his MS In English the 
same year.

It Is difficult for this writer to find any Justi- 
fiable basts for the "compromise- through which 
the coalition of southern Democrats and north- 
ern Republicans ended the senate filibuster. 

For the new cloture ruling (it now takes a 
vote of 64 senators to end debate on a measure) 
has civil rights legislation at this session of 
congress pretty well stymied. And the senators 
who joined hands in the bi-partisan coalition 
know it. 

Lest we forget, here are excerpts from the 
OOP. and Democratic 1948 party platforms— 
Republican: "Lynching or any other form of 
mob violence anywhere Is a disgrace to any 
civilized State, and we favor the prompt enact- 
ment of legislation to end this Infamy. . . . 
", . . This right of equal opportunity to 
work and to advance in life should never 
be limited In any individual because of raee, 
religion, color, or country or origin. We 
favor the enactment and Just enforcement 
of such Federal legislation as may be 
necessary to maintain this right at all times 
in every part of this Republic. 
"We favor the abolition of the poll tax as a 
requisite to voting. 

"We arc opposed to the idea of racial segre- 
gation In the armed services of the United 
States." 

Democratic: ". • . We again state our belief 
that racial and rellRlous minorities must have 
"the right to live, the right to work, the right 
to vote, the full and equal protection of the 
laws on a basis of equality with all citizens as 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

". . . We call upon the Congress to support 
our President in guaranteeing these basic and 
fundamental rights: 1. The right of full and 
equal political participation; 2. The right to 
equal opportunity of employment: 3. The right 
of security of person; 4. The right of equal 
treatment In the service and defense of our 
Nation." 

Those were the platform pledges to which 
i Truman and Governor Dewey, and all 
candidates running for office aa Republi- 

1048 campaign. 

In the Democratic party, those who disagreed 
with the civil rights plank Joined the State's 
Rights Democrats iDlxiecrats) and supported 
Governor J. Strom Thurmond for the presi- 
dency. Thurmond carried only four of the states 
In the south, although he was on the ballot in 
eleven. President Truman carried the other 
seven southern states. In two of those states 
(Texas and Tennessee ). Democratic senatorial 
candidates who favored civil rights legislation 
defeated Democrats who opposed It. 

Now we find Republicans and Democrats alike 
lining up in opposition to improvements in the 
antiquated senate voting machinery, thus cloak- 
ing their stand on civil rights in parliamentary 
double-talk. 

. During the closing hours or the debate last 
week, though, it was ref reshing to 1 note that 
several senators from both parties refused to 
compromise on their campaign pledges to the 
people. Among them were Senators Morse 'Re- 
publican! of Oregon and Hubert Humphrey 
(Democrat^ of Minnesota.

Kansas State Is one of the few 
colleges In the U. 8. which offers this course. Those who will 
In 1949 are Roberta Near, Mary Louise Brass 
Jeanne Thomas, and Mildred Tiemann 

five years ago the* . 

first woman to graduate frow 
Nursing In the U. S. started her 
career. Nursing has developeri 
in many phases since then. 

Graduates of Kansas State's 
five-year course In Home Ec and 
Nursing have a complete nurs- 
ing education and are capable 
of filling many posit ins. 

The fields nurses mav enter 
arc numerous and varied. Posi- 
tions In hospitals are open for 
nurses who give general nurslnR 
care and head nurses. There are 
ulso administrative positions as 
supervisors or directors of nurs- 
es. Teachers are needed in nurs- 
ing schools. Public health nurs- 
ing Is recognised as a valuable 
service. 

Two unique but entirely dif- 
ferent careers are industrial 
nursing. In large plants and fac- 
tories, and missionary nursing. 
Private duty nursing has al- 
ways offered opportunities of a 
different nature with addcl 
freedom.

Mediterranean and when they 
were subjected by the Turks. 
British. French and Italians 
Mr. Johnson asks whether these 
Arabs knew what living was be- 
fore the Jews wrested Palestine 
from them. I wonder If Mr. 
Johnson ever visited Beirut. Da- 
mascus. Cairo, Alexandria, Port 
Said. Sw/. and the Arab parts 
cf Jcrt™I:m and Hal'a. If he 
has, then my only conclusion is 
that his eyes must have been 
dazzled blind when he speaks as 
he does of living. Does he re- 
alize that such things are among 
the other envies of the Jews? 
Of the poorer side of the picture, 
whfch undeniably we have there, 
is nothing to be ashamed of. 

I recommend to you a sight- 
seeing trip to the big and small 
cities of the rich, free and In- 
dustrialized West: this Is a uni- 
versal evil which should be cured 
on a world-wide basis. • 

We, the Arabs, in spite of ex- 
treme odds, reverses and the 
vicious mesh of intrigue, are 
caught in a great effort. Mr. 
Johnson has only to get ac- 
quainted with the efforts of the 
Arab governments in raising the 
standards of living, health and 
economy of their people. Un- 
fortunately we had to exhaust 
our energies In fighting Im- 
perialism in its most insidious 
garb— that of ion ism— which I 
leave to contemporary history to 
prove whether it is democratic, 
communistic, or just brazen I

Dishonesty Is 
On the Decline

Although i n c twenty-sixth 
student cheating case was re- 
ported this week, student cheat- 
ing during examinations has 
been greatly reduced, Dean of 
Administration A. L. Pugsley 
discloses. Chief reason for the 
decline. Dean Pugsley believes, 
is the review by the academic 
honesty committee and recom- 
mendations made by the stud- 
ent planning committee. 

Eight cases were reported to 
the committee, then the aca- 
demic dishonesty committee, 
during the spring semester of 
1947 when It was first estab- 
lished. The committee also was 
forced to act upon eight cases 
the next semester. 

But evidently the word got 
around and students started 
leaving their crib material home. 

Only two cases were reported 
during summer school last se- 
mester. Pour students went be- 
ter. Only two have been report- 
ed so far this term. Dean Pugs- 
ley said. 

Three students and three fac- 
ulty members are Included on 
the committee. Prof. Wilson 
Tripp Is chairman. Other mem- 
bers are Prof. G. D. Wllcoxon, 
Prof. Kalherine Geyer, Joan 
Beggs, Clark D aimer and John 
Welch. 

The committee's name was 
changed from dishonesty to hon- 
esty after a recommendation to 
that effect was made by the 
student planning committee. 

Cheating also has 
duced by an adopted 
mendation of Uie SPC. The stu- 
dent planners were instrumen- 
tal In having faculty members 
make sure students were separ- 
ated when test.i were given, in 
order to reduce cheating temp- 
tations.

It was here that he developed 
an dec tire drive for the cash 
renter . Another one of his 
achievements was hia electrical 
starting, lighting, and ignition 
system for automobiles used by 
••vera) manufacturers in the 
early 1000's. 

Kettering is responsible for 
the Delco farm lighting system, 
and the two-cycle diesel en- 
gine used in streamlined trains, 
diesel locomotives, mains In- 
stallations^ and stationary pow- 
er plants.

KSC Research 
Now Totals Over 
Million Per Year 

Recent action by the state 
legislature setting up a sixth 
permanent branch experiment 
station of Kansas State puts the 
institution in the $I-million-a- 
year-for-research category, Presi- 
dent Milton S. Eisenhower dis- 
closed today. 

The new permanent experiment 
station is to be in Labette coun- 
ty near Mound Valley where ex- 
periments with crops and dairy 
and beef cattle will be carried on. 

An enabling act for $120,000 in 
the next biennium will start the 
southeast Kansas research pro- 
gram. For $20,000 to $30,000 an- 
nual appropriations is probably 
all that will be needed once the 
station is in operation. 

The K-State president aaid of 
the $1 million spent annually in 
research by the college about one 
half is provided by the federal 
and state governments; the other 
half comes from sale of pro- 
ducts and services at the various 
stations. 

Five other permanent stations 
are located at Fort Hays, Car- 
den City, Colby, Tribune and 
Manhattan.

Mason Has Worked on Most Campus Buildings

The Kansas State campus must 
have looked rather barren to Ol- 
iver Jensen when he first began 
work here as a stone mason in 
1904. Using trowel, mortar, and 
limestone blocks he has helped 
build 11 of the buildings that 
now adorn the campus. 

The Auditorium was one of 
the first buildings he worked on. 
This, as he recalls, was built 
around 1904. The Engineering 
Building was the next one to go 
up. It was finished in. 1908. 

Nichols Gym followed soon af- 
ter. Then Calvin Hall was built 
for domestic science training. By 
1911 East Waters, commonly 
colled East Ag, was in the pro- 
cess of construction. 
The President's 



style re tide nee w*t completed 
around 1923, Mr. Jensen laid 
— nearly tlx year, bafora the 
•eat wins of the Stidiam want 
op. The weal .id* wa. built 
later. 

More recently Jensen, who 
came to the United States from 
Denmark in 1899, helped build 
the power plant It wns finished 
in 1929. The small animal labor- 
atory is now almost finished, so 
he is plying the tools of his trade 
on the All-Faith Memorial Cha- 
pel. 

This imposing array of struc- 
tures is by no means a complete 
list of the buildings Jensen has 
worked on, as he has done re- 
pair work on some of the halls 
built before the turn of the cen- 
tury. 



Some of the structures at 
Washburn, Kan*;i* University, 
and Fort Riley also bear the im- 
print of Jensen's trowel. He has 
worked on schools, community 
buildings, churches, and many 
stone residences in Manhattan 
and Junction City. 

When Jen. en came to the 
United State., at the aga of 
25, he bad with him only a 
now tuit of clothe, and a $20 
■old piece. "That wa.n't much 
mon.y," Jen. en laughed, "but 
I'll bet moat K-Stateri haven't 
seen a $20 gold piece." 
He was working for the Union 
Pacific railroad when President 
McKiuley was assasinnted, and 
he rememhers that the trains 
were all halted for five minutes 
In rc*peet. At tltnt time he wns 



building bridges and other stone 
structures and embankments 
along the railroad. 

"Students who were attending

This examination is open to 
men and women between the ages 
of 21 and 31 who have been 
American citizens for at least 1(1 
years and who are not married 
to aliens. 

The duties of a foreign service 
officer include: negotiation with 
foreign officials; political re- 
porting; economic reporting in 
the fields of labor, finance, 
transportation, communieation, 
aviation and petroleum; com- 
mercial reporting and trade pro- 
motion; agricultural reporting; 
issuance of visas and passports; 
assistance to American shipping; 
protection of American citizens 
and property and development of 
cultural and informational pro- 
grams. 

Students, who are Interested 
may get information, instructions, 
and application blanks in the 
Counseling Bureau office. 

Foreign service officer's salary 
levels range from $3300 to $4400 
a year. This range is based on 
experience, age, and qualifica- 
tions. Salaries ye supplemented 
while abroad by a cost-of-living 
and quarter allowances. Salaries 
for other classes of services ran- 
ge from $3300 to $13,500.

IBM Machines 
To Hasten Work 
For Registrar 

Grade cards with grades and 
credits and an up-to-date cum- 
ulative scholastic record of their 
college work will be available to 
students beginning in 1950. ac- 
cording to Richard C. Maloney. 
leglstrar. 

Funds have been allotted for 
the Installation of eight Inter- 
national Business Machines 
which combined will do nearly 
anything with records, using an 
electric punched-card account- 
ing system. 

Students will be listed by 
classifications, by curriculum, by 
religion, toy residence, by school, 
or by any other recorded factor 
by the machines. 

For example .when the minis- 
ters of the city want names of 
students classified by their re- 
ligions, the machines will assoit 
r.tcm according to their various 
religions and make a typewrit- 
ten list for eah of the churches 

Instead of having 50,000 to 
60,000 class cards filed In each 
semester, department heads will 
ptvc the number of cards want- 
ed to the registrar. The machines 
will make uniform cards, count 
and assemble them. As many 
type written copies as are wanted 
of the various classifications will 
also be made by the machines. 

Student directories may be 
printed early in the semester as 
the students' names, telephone 
numbers, and addresses can be 
assembled a short tme after en- 
rollment. 

The students' grades may be 
rurnshed to parents, the Veter- 
ans Admnstraton. deans and 
others shortly after the close of 
the semester. 

When installation Is complet- 
ed, the machines may be used 
tor statistical and record work 
for the other college offices, Ma- 
loney said.

'Still A Pioneer 
Nation,' 
C F. Kettering 

Age Of Unlimited 
Opportunities Is 
Subject Of Talk 

Speaking before an all -college 
assembly last Friday Dr. Charles 
P. Kettering, director and for- 
mer vice-president of General 
Motors corporation, declared, 
"We are still a pioneer nation." 
Connecting this as the basic 
core of his address he said we 
are living In an "Age of Op- 
portunities. Unlimited." 

The noeed Inventor, manu- 
facturer and Industrialist 
pointed out that In present 
day economy the consumer de- 
termines the production of the 
manufacturer. 

Tllu Crating this he pointed 
to the development of the diesel 
locomotive when he said. "The 
first customers to buy diesel 
powered locomotives from Gen- 
eral Motors were railroads in 
the hands of receivers." 

Dr. Kettering continued by ex- 
plaining man's position In the 
universe. He said man controls 
only the forces of human pro- 
duction and not the forces of 
nature. 



Hart Heads YM 
College Groups 

At the recent Kansas YM-YW 
conference at Pittsburg. Don 
Hart was elected chairman of 
the Kansas YMCA's. This is the 
oecond year such an honor has 
come to Kansas State: last year 
Robert Weatherhie held the po- 
sition. 

Roger Wilk, retiring president 
of the YMCA, was elected- to the 
regional council of the Rock? 
Mountain area which is com- 
posed of eight mid western states. 

The YMCA and the YWCA 
from Kansas State had the lar- 
gest delegation to the confer- 
ence and extended the invitation 
to the other Kansas schools to 
hold the convention here the 
spring of 1950. The convention 
will bring approximately three 
hundred students to the campus 
from thirty-three schools 
throughout Kansas. 



"Our number one asset Is 
the son." he declared. "With- 
out It the earth would become 
completely oxidised with the 
overabundance of oxygen in 
Ah? atmosphere." 

Dr. Kettering emphasized fur- 
ther that finding how the sun 
reverses this oxidation Is a Jon 
of scientists. 

A third major point In Dr. 
Kettering's address centered on 
education. He expressed the be- 
lief that American educational 
institutions must lean toward a 
more liberal curriculum rather 
than to specialization. 

He pointed out that this Is 
most Important In the develop- 
ment of new scientific investi- 
gation. This Is In direct contrast 
he believes, In "always wanting 
to do things, as something else 
has been done." 

"The most Important part 
of education," he said, "Is to 
learn how to find the things 
you want to know. Man's pro- 
duction Is a duplication of 
something that worked— or 
something he has found out." 

Including humor in his ad- 
dress, Dr. Kettering expressed 
a conclusion for the second 
law of thermodynamics, say- 
ing. "You can't push on 
thing that is going faster 
you are." 

Dr. Kettering believes that hi 
order to take advantage of op- 
portunities within ourselves, and 
do what we went to do. we must 
think about It long enough to 
establish a baste desire. 

He concluded his address by 
.laying that everyone needs lam 
rnnge objectives of the things 
he wants to do In life. 

Following Iris address here Dr 
Kettering Dartlclpated in dedi- 
cation ceremonies of the new 
General Motors streamliners in 
Kansas City. 

His address here was broad- 
cast over radio station KSAC.

Exam Woes 

There is plenty of advice on 
good testing. However, we fail to 
find any basis by which a per- 
son can do a consistent Job of 
poor testing. Many try. but fail 
to do the Job carefully and well 
In order to Improve the poorness 
of testing, we feet that it would 
be a great help to at least start 
defining the characteristics of 
a poor test. We have undoubted- 
ly missed some points but we 
think that the definition of cer- 
tain principles will greatly aid 
in the mechanistic elimination 
of students over objective eval- 
uation of knowledge. 

1, Use double negatives. This 
delays and confuses the students. 
It Is easier to make simple 
questions confusing than to 
think up intelligent questions. 

2, Make all blanks too small. 
This allows for considerable 
f taxability In interpreting illeg- 
ible answers. 

3, Multiple choice questions 
should be on controversial Is- 
sues and not allow the student 



to explain any thought going in- 

l ° ^Demand that all students 
define the subtle technicalities 
of terms beyond the use and un- 
derstanding the student should 
have of the term. 

5. Never give students time to 
develop intelligent answers. 

6. Force the student to differ- 
entiate entitles between which 
there Is no real line of separa- 
tion. 

7. Always grade on the curve. 
This makes all classes conform 
to statistical laws. If classes did 
not to conform, it would be a 
reflection on the quality ot 
teaching, quantity of learning, 
or the validity of the test. 

8. Always delay the return of 
examinations several week"). The 
student Is then unable to evalu- 
ate errors or Improve on the 
basis of exam work. .

Draft Deferments 

Col. A. O. Hutchinson, head 
cf the military science depart- 
ment, has announced the names 
of 217 basic army ROTC stu- 
dents who have been granted 
draft deferments. Of these 48 
are second year basic students 
and 16S first year. 

Selection waa made on the 
basis of academic grades at:d 
standing, military science grades, 
practical demonstration of lead- 
ership qualities, and In the case 
of first year students, the score 
made on a qualifying examina- 
tion. 

According to Col. Hutchinson, 
each student will continue to be 
deferred from Induction or 
training until completion of the 
course, which includes four years 
of college: however, he must re- 
main in good standing through- 
out that period. "Good stand- 
ing" means the maintenance of 
a level of scholarship and deport- 
ment which If continued, would 
insure his graduation at the nor- 
mal time. His attendance must 
be continuous, except tor au- 
thorized periods of absence be- 
tween school years.

Those students 
viio are not selected will be 
dropped from deferred Status at 
completion of the basic course. 

Selection for deferments and 
advanced training are being 
made separately by the army 
ROTC and air ROTC. Selec-

Excavation work on Kansas State's new $1,750,000. 
fieldhouse was halted suddenly last night. Although 
the full story hasn't yet been told, The Collegian was in- 
formed by sources close to Governor Frank Carlson that 
no more work would be done on the long-awaited struc- 
ture for at least the next 10 years.

reasons were giv- 
en for the drastic .move 
that dealt a crushing blow 
to K-State athletics. 

One reason, according to 
Charles Bennett, head of 
the company contracted to 
build the fieldhouse, was 
that native white limestone 
was not available in suf- 
ficient quantity fn this area. 
Bennett said yesterday that the 
nearest large deposit was under- 
neath a large hill down the Knw 
called Mt. Oread and for some 
reason it was not available for 
building the K-State fieldhouse.

"Naturally I am just as dis- 
appointed as the good students 
at Kansas State that their dream 
building can't bo constructed for 
several years," Bennett told The 
Collegian. 

Bennett went on to say that 
he probably was more disap- 
pointed than the students be- 
cause he planned on making 
nearly one million dollars on the 
deal. 

Although President Milton S. 
Eisenhower is in Cleveland, Ohio 
this week and not available for 
comment, Dean of Administra- 
tion A. L. Pugsley said the 
money appropriated by the Leg- 
islature would not be wasted. 

"In fact," Pngstey said, "we 
are rather pleased that the lime- 
stone wasn't available. We were 
jiist figuring on how we could 
'get that money away from the 
fieldhouse fund so we could put 
it into a building that is needed 
a great deal more here at Kan- 
sas State." 

Pugsley refused to say just 
what building would be built

Radio History at Kansas State 
Dates Back to 1912 with 9YV 

By Bab King 

One of the oldest and most historic college radio stations in 
America is located on the campus of Kansas State. 

Station KSAS history dates back to Dec. 1, 1934. On that date, 
a four hour program beginning at 8 p. m. was broadcast to dedicate 

Broadcasting made its appear- 
ance here years before this, how- 
ever. In fact, tentative efforts 
were made as far back as 1901. 

The first radio station, 9YV, 
started broadcasting activities in 
1912, recalls Dr. J. T. Willard, 
college historian. The transmit- 
ter was set up in Denison hall, 
and an antenna stretched from 
the top of the building to a to- 
wer just east of Illustrations 
hall about a 100 yeards away. 
That tower has been modified, 
and is now used for another ex- 
periment station, that of WOXBV 
the college television station and 
the first of its kind in Kansas. 
"Station 9YV i* believed to 
be i ho first in America to 



radio at K -State the dream came 
true. A new 500 watt transmitter 
was purchased and moved into 
Nichols Gym. The two 150 fool 
towers that stand west of Nich- 
ols were erected, and the first 
"College of the Air" was intro- 
duced. Hundreds of listeners 
from every state in the Union 
and Canada enrolled in the cour- 
ses offered by the College. Thou- 
sands more listened without en- 
rolling, and letters came from all 
parts of the country commend- 
ing the program. 

Five hundred wattt teemed 
■mall compared to the 5,000 
watta now uied by the College, 
but there were only a few sta- 
tion* in thoie day*, and it wat 



.aid that KSAC could ea.ll* be 
.heard anywhere in the United 
State, under normal condi- 
tion.. 

Local stations had popped up 
all over America by 1927, and 
Iowa State college needed broad- 
casting time. KSAC started shar- 
ing it with them und-r the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion ruling. Not for long, - how 
ever, WIBW, Topeka, crowded 
out Iowa State later that year, 
and became our new partner of 
the airways. , ' 

Things were happening In ra- 
dio here in 1932. 

A newcomer made its appear- 
ance at K-State in 1932. The 
era of television at the college 
was introduced. Dean R. A. Sca- 
ton of the engineering school 
made a special trip to Washing- 
ton to apply for a license to ex- 
periment in television here. This 
same year, the radio station was | 
doubled in power and made five 
to eight times more effective, 
KSAC wai al lot, d time for a 
national hook-up in February 
of 1938. Thi» wu for the 75th 



a at Kan- 
sas State. In 1946, a new 5000 
watt transmitter wa* propo.ed 
and in January of last year, 
the dedication took place. 
KSAC is today as modern and 
powerful as any college radio 
station in tfce country, %g well as 
one of the oldest. K -Staters may 
well take pride in its "Voice of 
The College."

Legislature Approves $6,524,478 
Operating Budget for Biennium 



Kansas State "Campus of Tomorrow" virtually Is a 
reality with the approval Saturday of an appropriation 
bill for state school buildings by the legislators. "This is 
the biggest thing ever to happen to Kansas State, tt is 
a tremendous step " President Milton S. Elsenhower said 
yesterday when comment-* 
ing on the measure. The 
bill was brought to a final 
vote under emergency 
handling before the legisla- 
ture adjourned Saturday 
night. 

Included in the bill was an 
appropriation of 1515,000 for the 
first section of a classroom 
building; $655,000 for a wing

One of the most active legislatures in the 
history of the state closed its books Saturday 
after enacting laws appropriating a record 135 
million dollars for the next blennlum. For the 
first tmie in many decades, the 1049 legislative 
body became known for what it did do rather 
than for what it did not do. 

Progress seemed to be the keyword as the law- 
makers touched nearly every field, particularly 
public heal tli. schools, social welfare and the 
highway systems. Almost everyone in the state 
will certainly benefit by Its actions. 

Kansas State fared well In getting across a 
building program that promfses to make up 
for years of Idleness and perhaps be the be- 
ginning of a constant building process. The 
operating budget for the nett two years was 
exactly as requested. The building 
ere pared a little, but the legislature 
our needs and did as much toward alle- 
viating our wants as any group In history. 
Governor Carlson's Immense legislative pro- 
gram was greeted favorably on all counts but 
two— the state veteran's bonus and a state-wide 
retirement system for state, city and county 



The governor termed the legislature "con- 
structive" and "progressive" while many called 
Is "extravagant." We don't agree with the op- 
ponents. It's fortunate that the state should 
have such an active legislature In this post-war 
period to make up for the many years In which 
nothing could be built, little could be accom- 
plished and the entire governmental system was 
directed toward winning the war. Otherwise, 
we might still be using the same old buildings, 
seeing our mentally sick treated in the same 
unscientific manner and bounce over the same 
highways. We think the federal Congress could 
take a few lessons from our state lawmakers.

Kerr Explains VA 
Financial Limits 

C. I. students who expect tn 
attend another college during the 
siimmcr, or transfer permanently, 
may apply for supplemental 
"erLificate* now, according to 
Wendell It. Kerr, veterans ser- 
vice officer. 

There seems to be some mis- 
understanding among veterans as 
to the use of the $600 allotted for 
tuition, books and supplies. Many 
seem to think that the total 
.i mount may be used whether 
ictually needed or not. 

In an effort to clear up the 
situation, Kerr has quoted the 
following from VA manual M7-6. 
"Supplies is a general term in- 
cluding books, consumable sup- 
plies and equipment, including 
tools and other necessary articles 
certified by the institution as re- 
quired of all students, whether or 
not trainees, taking the same or 
comparable course or courses." 

"Payment by the VA for sup- 
plies will be limited to those cus- 
tomarily required to be owned 
personally by all students, 
whether or not trainees, taking 
the same or comparable course 
or courses, and in no instance 
will they be greater in variety, 
quality or amount than required 
by other students."

Distinguished scientific and 
educational work mark the ca- 
reer of Kansas State's Bean of 
Engineering and Architecture, 
Roy A. Seaton. He has been 
widely recognised for his work 
with the government in both 
World Wars, and for his service 
at Kansas State. 

He has been Dean of Engin- 
eering and Architecture here 
since 1920— a period in which 
the size and scope of the en- 
gineering school has been greatly 
increased. Of the 4,111 bachelor 
degrees conferred in engineer- 
ing since the founding of the 
school, all but 623 were granted' 
under his deanship. Only ten of 
the 167 master's degrees in en- 
gineering were granted bafor; 




Dean Seaton took charge of the 
school. The largest enrollment 
before 1920 was 55C collegiate 
students, as compared to the 
high in the 1946-47 school year 
of 2,607. 

During World War II, Dean 
Seaton worked in the U. S- 
Office of Education, organ- 
ising a nation wide program 
of *hort count, in the col- 
lege* and universities for the 
training of scientific person- 
nel of thi* country, to meet 
the emergence. "The United 
State* was, at the early pari 
of the war, working hard on 
the ultra-high frequency radio 
project which was later to be 
termed radar," said Seaton. 
"Radar was one of the main 
things that enabled Britain to 
hold out ia that critical per- 
iod of German bombardment," 
lie added.

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Petitions Won't Gain Anything 



A few days ago we were informed that 
a petition in being circulated on the cam- 
pus calling for the revision of the present 
system of disciplinary action against traf- 
fic violators. As yet, the petition has not 
been presented to administrative offi-

We agree that the present rules are, 
perhaps, too stringent. Suspension from 
school as a form of punishment should be 
limited to the lowliest of academic 
crimes. But nevertheless, it is the rule and 
as such must be obeyed. 

Now, suddenly, a group of stu- 
dents have taken it upon themselves 
to get the rules changed. In a demo- 
cratic society it is the peoples' privi- 
lege to demand the modification or 
repeal of any law which does not 
suit their needs.

passing the bill, didn't give any one 
much of a chance to think about it. 
Just a few days ago, anybody could 
rant and rave all they liked in true dem- 
ocratic fashion against such legislation.

Al the Second National Conference on 
UNESCO, held in Cleveland lawt week, three 
of the mnj or speeches and u great deal of 
the discu;aion was concerned with the na- 
ture of human freedom, the nature of the 
democratic commitment, and the practical 
implications of these in national and inter- 
national affairs. 

* • « 

Milton Eisenhower, in his keynote ad- 
dress at the opening plenary, presented the 
three fundamental assumptions of demo- 
cracy—the assumptions on which UNESCO 
itself rests, These are; 

FIRST, the individual person is a "living 
center of self-determination." He has trfe 
capacity to make choices. He hnw five will, 

SECOND, the ideas in men's minds arc 
therefore dcterniininK forces in history. 
They it re effective in terms of social and 
economic institutions. They can determine 
peace or war. 

TUIRH, cement :unong men can be 
reached through processes of free debate — 
men can thus arrive at a genuine peaceful 
understanding of one another — became the 
ideas in men's minds, insofar as they are 
true ideas, are ail aspects of one universal, 
objective Truth. Moreover the process by 
which ideas are tested for truth is for all 
men the same. . 

Mrs, Eleanor Roosevelt, in her address on 
the Universal Declaration of Human Rights 
recently adopted by the UN's General As- 
sembly, made a stirring statement of the 
individual "rights" implied by democratic 
view of man and the universe. She made it 
quite clear that the peace, any genuine 
peace, depends upon acceptance by peoples 
and governments of the basic democratic 
concept?, and the practical extension of 
these to areas which are yet stranger* to 
them. Those areas exist in our own country 
as well as abroad. 

Then George V. Allen, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Public Affairs, applied 
the democratic test to the recent State 
Department decision to refuse visas to Com- 
munists from Western Europe who wished 
to attend the "peace conference" of intel- 
lectuals held two weeks mgo in New York. 
He found the State Ik purl mm l decision 
to be wrong, in that it contradicted the de- 
mocratic notion of a "free competition of 
ideas In the market-place"— to quote (as he 
did) Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. He said 
that the visa-power should be used to 



vent sabotage and violations of military se- 
curity, but "it should never he used to pre- 
vent free discussion." (I maintain that this, 
by any valid news standard, was tophead 
news. Here was an Assistant Secretary of 
Slate flatly rejecting a much-discussed 
State Department decision. Yet the papers 
played nothing of it — an indication of what 
happens to mass communications when they 
became primarily sources of profit for own- 
ers rather than agencies of news dissemina- 
tion.) 

• • • 

Weill I found all this to be pretty thrill- 
ing stuff, and 1 was therefore distressed to 
find my home state of Kansas turning its 
back on democracy that same week by pass- 
ing one of those so-called "anti-subversive" 
bills. Said bill makes it unlawful for any 
person to advocate the overthrow of the 
government, federal or state, by "force of 
violence," and an amendment tacked on to 
it by one Walter McGinnis at El Dorado 
requires all state employees and teachers 
in public schools to sign a so-called "loyal- 
ty" oath. 

There are always (unfortunately) a cer- 
tain number of MeGinnises around, and one 
expects them to introduce anti-democratic, 
un-American bills in any legislative session 
—but what distressed me wos the fact that 
the House adopted McGinnis's amendment 
94 to 4 and then passed the whole bill next 
day by 112 to (1 — five of the six (as you 
might expect) being Democrats. Apparent- 
ly the loss of faith in democracy is not con- 
fined to the lunatic fringe of the Right wing 
— or else lunacy has so permeated the whole 
political spectrum as to make the "fringe" 
statement itivulid. Certainly the type of rea- 
soning on which this "loyalty" silliness is 
based (if you can call it reasoning) is much 
closer to the Communist ideology than it is 
to the ideas of Locke, Voltaire, Franklin, 
Tom Paine. Jelferson, and the other gi'eat 
theorists of democracy. 

I'm running out of space, here, and 
haven't time to point out all the self-con- 
tradictions of McGinnis's position. But I 
would like to point out that "loyalty," hy 
definition, is a voluntary commitment. As 
Webster puts it, "loyalty . . , connotes the 
feeling or sentiment (often strong or even 
enthusiastic) accompanying a sense of al- 
legiance," It is thus akin to love, and it cttn- 

not be created or maintained by force. 

No sane man would woo a woman with 
threats of violence ("you love me, or I'll 
kick your teeth in"). Similarly no truly 
sane man would seek to insure loyalty to 
our institutions and ideas by threatening 
economic disaster and prison for disloyalty. 

All that McGinnis and his ignorant 
brethren have done with their "loyalty" 
hooey is to weaken our Kansas democracy, 
hurt i how badly we don't yet know) the 
processes of education for democracy, and 
insult every state employee. 

Democracy simply can't employ the itra-

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KS Grad Placement is Extensive 



Job placement for college 
graduates is always an impor- 
tant doty on any cumpuB. A 
suggestion by the student plan- 
ning committee that Kansas Sta- 
te have a central job placement 
bureau on the campus to help 
graduates find suitable jubs has 
shown this need. How many ntu- 
dents realty know what the col- 
lege does to find jobs for its sen- 
iors and graduates? A recent 
survey of what each school at 
K-State does for its graduates 
may help students realize what 
a big undertaking Job placement 
is. 

In the School of Agriculture, 
each of the seven departments 
acts as its own placement bureau. 
Problems in the sg school differ 
from those in the other schools. 
More students seem to know ex- 
actly what they want to do when 
they enrol] in the different phas- 
es of apri culture. Some want to 
go into vocational agriculture, 
others want to farm their own 
land or their father's land, Pome 
want to work for the govern- 
pent, and the rest have various 
Mother ambitions in view. Almost 
all of them have something pret- 
ty definite in mind before their 
college education has progressed 
very far.

Demand Exceed* Supply 
In the home economics school, 
Dean Margaret Juslin says that 
the demand for home economics 
graduates is ten times greater 
than the supply. Requests for 
teachers of home ec are refer- 
red to the education department 
but all others are received by a 
special committee within the 
home cc school. When a request 
for a home ec graduate is recei- 
ved in Dean Justin's office, it is 
forwarded to the committee 
which reviews previously filled- 
out blanks on the background of 
each girl and her qualifications, 
Recommendations on the girl are 
then sent back to Dean Justin's 
office, and in turn forwarded on 
to the prospective employer. 
The Kama* State home eco- 
nomic* school look* after its 
graduate* even after they have 
gone on to their occupation*. 
Those girls with good grade 
averages have a chance at re- 
ceiving scholarship* which 
would entitle them to gradu- 
ate work. Graduation time 
does not necessarily mean the 
termination of possibilities 
for future work in home ec. 

Kansas State's School of En* 
gineering and Architecture also 
has a committee which acts as a 
guide in helping its graduates 
obtain desirable jobs. Dean R. A, 
Seaton declares that "Job place- 
ment work for the past ten years 
has been easy." The demand has 
been far beyond the filling capa- 
city. In the near future, he bel 
lieves that the supply will prob- 
ably meet the demand. It will be 
an employer's market rather 
than an employee's market. 
Engineers Head For Industry 

Requests for engineering and 
architectural graduates are refer- 
ed to the different departments 
within the school and to a com- 
ittee made up of representatives 
from these departments. The 
commission acts as a coordina- 
tor in placing a student in a pos- 
ition. The student deals with 
the head of his department or 
person designated as one to deal 
with job placements. "Most all 
graduates go into industry, not 
educational work," Dean Seaton 
states. 

In the School of Veterinary 
Medicine, Dean E. E. ..treas- 
ure find* that many vet stu- 
dent* know before their 
schooling ha* progressed very 
far what they want to do up- 
on graduation. Again the de- 
mand for graduates exceed* 
the supply. 
Requests for vet graduates 
are received from civil service 
agencies such as the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. These agencies 
federal, state, and local, have 
opening in a great number of 
fields for graduates. Requests 
from local committees of differ- 
ent localities are also received 
asking for a graduate to practice 
in that area. 

Letter from practionecrs wish- 
ing an assistant, and requests 
from educational institutions, 
make up a large part of the 
openings for veterinary gradua- 
tes. If a student wishes to cho- 
ose a locality to practice in, 
Dean Leasure's office will work 
with him in finding this location. 
In fact all problems cone erring 
employment can be taken care 
of in Dean Leasure's office. 
The School of Art* and Sei- 
the largest job in 
finding position* for it* grad- 
uate*. The school embraces 14

But, if a re- 
quest comes to another depart- 
ment or schooL on^ the campus, 
contact is made through the Gra- 
duate school. Included in the 460 
graduate students at K-State 
are 50 seniors ..taking several 
hours of graduate work in ad- 
dition to senior courses. 

If a brief bit of advice could 
be given to a prospective gradu- 
ate of K-State who is looking 
for a job, it would probably be 
to go about it through the stu- 
dent's department. The closer 
the contact between the student 
and the department or school, 
the better the results seem to be 
in finding a writable job. K-State 
is doing more for its graduates 
than most people are aware.

members were first given spe- 
cial training, under the program 
I was directing, in the field of 
ultra-high frequency techniques. 
These returned to their respec- 
tive, schoals and passed thi* 
training on to their senior elec- 
tricals, who biter took addition- 
al training at Harvard," he said. 
Given National Award 

By such a method the train- 
ing program was quickly ex- 
panded. With the success of the 
program demonstrated in en- 
gineering, Seaton was given the 
additional task of organizing 
the fields of chemistry, physics, 
and production supervision. 
About 200 colleges were organ- 
ised under the entire training 
I plan, and the total enrollment 
approached 2 million. Persons of 
college level in factories, schools, 
and the armed services received 
training under this speed-up pro- 
gram. For his leadership in this 
program, Dean Seaton was 
awarded the Lammc Medal by 



the American Society of Engin- 
eering Education. 

After his leave of absence 
Dean Seaton returned to K- 
State in July, 1942, and here 
met the problem of training 
soldier* at Kansas State. Air 
Force cadets received ground 
T. P. received basic engineer- 
training. Man under the A. S. 
training. The problem of hous- 
ing and veterinarian medicine 
ing and feeding the men was 
a big one, but was accomplish- 
ed by utilising almost all avail- 
able space and by setting up 
additional facilitie*. 

A problem again nrose with 
the return of veterans under the 
G. I. Bill. Dean Seaton, because 
of his previous experience with 
the U. S. Officii of Education 
and the Army training pro- 
grams, helped the college adapt 
itself to the new influx of stu- 
dents, and brought needed revi- 
sions to the attention of Vet- 
eran's Administration personnel 
in Washington. 

Picks Key Engineers 

Dean Seaton recently was call- 
ed to Washington to assist the 
Office of Naval Research m as- 
sembling a roster of key engi- 
neers qualified for specialized 
services for the National Military 
Establishment. He spent four 
weeks there, and by enlisting the 
aid of the national engineering so- 
cieties, Seaton feels that the ta- 
bulation of these scientists will 
be sufficiently complete in event 
of a national emergency. 

Dean Seaton has been associ- 
ated with Kansas State almost 
constantly since he enrolled in 
mechanical engineering here, 
near the turn of the century. He 
received his Bachelor of Science 
degree in 1904, and his master's 
degree in 1910. He took advanc- 
ed work at the University of 
Wisconsin and Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, He re- 
ceived an S. B. in mechanical 
engineering at M. I. T. under 
the locomotive option offered at 
that school. 

Dean Seaton** fir*t job at 
Kama* State wa* in the ma- 
thematics department, a* stu- 
dent assistant. From there he 
went to the Applied Mechan- 
ics and Machine Design De- 
partment. From 1910 to 1912 
he wa* on leave of absence 



for advanced training at M, 
1. T, and spent a year as de- 
signing draftsman with Gen- 
eral Electric, working on 
Centrifugal air compressor! 
and steam turbines. 

<He served in World War I as 
a captain, working with the 
Ordinance Office of the War De- 
partment in Washington. He 
worked' on ammunition and ar- 
tillery problems, and acted as 
liaison officer with French and 
British ordinance officers. 

A book on concrete construc- 
tion, and numerous articles and 
bulletins have been written by 
Seaton. 

The dean, who was horn in 
Clasco in 1884, is also the dir- 
I ector of the Engineering Expert- 
; ntent Station at Kansas State, 
He belongs to the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers 
and a number of other societies 
and groups, including Phi Kap- 
pa Phi, Sigma Xi, and the Am- 
erican Society for Engineering 
Education, 

"I find my work very enjoy- 
able and absorbing," said the 
dean. "There is never a dull mo- 
ment,"

Editorial .... 
Vote in Tomorrow's Election 

Tomorrow's election of student council and board of 
Student publications representatives will climax a cam- 
paign that has been extremely quiet for an event of such 
importance. The governing body of the SQA for next 
year will be elected, yet the students have already had a 
fair opportunity to consider the merits of each candidate. 

The Collegian could not obtain the names of stu- 
dents nominated by each party until yesterday, which 
makes us favor a ruling that names of candidates be 
published in The Collegian at least two weeks before 
election. This would give students sufficient time to 
study the candidates as well as provide a period for the 
parties to campaign. 

However, the important thing now is to cast your 
ballot. In the past, only a small percentage of the stu- 
dent body has shown enough interest to vote. Yet, a 
large percentage has been quick to criticize the student 
council when their actions did not please the students. 

Two major parties have made nominations for stu- 
dent council and board of student publications positions. 
In addition, several students are running on a non-parti- 
san basis. This provides a fairly well-rounded list from 
which to choose. 

If students will turn out to vote, the election should 
be successful and a competent group will be selected to 
head the SGA and publications board next year. If stu- 
' dents don't vote, then the party with the strongest back- 
ing will undoubtedly dominate the offices. We hesitate 
to say whether this would have a good or bad effect but 
we would like to see a fair representation on the council 
between the Greeks and Independents.

He seemed to be able to give to 
words and phrases an exact, specific meaning; 
he had a profound respect for the men or sci- 
ence and was eminently successful In applying 
scientific techniques to his politics and his po- 
litical utterances. His questions, in matters of 
domestic as well as foreign concern, were keen- 
edged and to the point. , 

Walter Llppmann once put it this way: "Here 
lay the political genius of Franklin Roosevelt; 
that in his own time he knew what were the 
questions that had to be answered, even though 
he himself did not always find the full answer. 
It was to this that our people and the world 
responded, preferring him instinctively to those 
who did not know what the real questions were. 
Here was the secret of the sympathy which 
never' ceased to How back to him from the 
masses of mankind, and the reason why they 
discounted his mistakes. For they knew that he 
was asking the right questions, and if he did 
not always find the right answers, someone, who 
had learned what to look for, eventually would."

Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, President or the United 
Nations General Assembly now In session In 
New York, in his opening address of the As- 
sembly Wednesday made the warning that all 
agreements are to be subordinated and in ac- 
cordance with the United Nations Charter. This 
statement was In direct rererence to the North 
Atlantic Pact which was signed last Monday In 
Washington by ten of the twelve Foreign Min- 
isters attending the meeting. / 

Besides the opening speech, the Assembly's 
ope nine, minus the usual fanfare, was mark- 
edly subdued. The General Committee discussed 
ways to speed the session and Is expected to 
consider the agenda soon. 

With the signing of the North Atlantic Pact, 
the great responsibility of the United States was 
recognized by General Omar N. Bradley, Army 
i Chief of Staff, in an address Wednesday. Gen- 
eral Bradley made a plea to the U. S. for a 
military aid program to the pact's signatory 
powers that would strengthen Western Europe 
so that any aggression to the Continent could 
be stopped. 

The need for such a program was em- 
phasised when eight of the ten foreign 
ministers who had signed the North At- 
lantic Pact appealed to the United States 
for help to build up military power for de- 
fense of the West through the treaty. Sec- 
retary of Stale Actteson replied that the 
American government will recommend 

en-anting the requests.

In the U. S. today. President Truman an- 
nounced that he would not hesitate to use the 
atomic bomb if necessary ror the welfare of the 
democracies. However, he believed that the 
sinning or the Atlantic Pact would place the 
U. S. In a position where that decision will not 
have to be made.

A new Truman farm policy aims to let prices 
drop and give the farmers a stable, fair income. 
The policy would use many of the economic de- 
vices now employed by the government, but It 
would make a major change designed to put 
more meat. milk, other dairy products, epgs and

As we 
flinpected, nearly everyone would rather 
pdy a small fine than run the risk of being 
suspended from school, dr losing a large 
part of their salary in the case of faculty 
members. 

The fines, if you can call them that, 
ane unnecessarily harsh. They certainly 
do not conform to the crime. Fortunate- 
ly, the number of four ticket holders has 
beeyi very small. But the fact remains that 
any student who is suspended has his ed- 
ucation disrupted, perhaps permanently, 
and any faculty member who must for- 
feit a large share of his salary would 



have pretty tough sledding in these days 
of inflationary prices. 

However, under the present system, 
the College cannot levy a monetary fine 
axainst a student for traffic violations. 
But a student-controlled traffic board 
might be permitted to do so. With this in 
mind, the student planning committee at 
its annual conference next fall might de- 
vise a system whereby a parking viola- 
tion would be treated the same or similar 
to a municipal traffic offense.

With the 
night schedule the staff of 
KSDB Is expecting a greater 
coverage area for the station. 

The station's staff had made 
a coverage map from the call;;

Indications 
now make it fairly certain that 
the station is heard In most of 
the area between Thurston and 
Leavenworth streets going north 
and south, and from Sunset to 
Tenth streets running cast and 
west.

In a letter to Acheson, the Virginia Democrat 
asked: "Does the North Atlantic Pact, as pro- 
posed, commit this nation expressly, implied or 
morally to furnish arms to the member nations 
following approval of the pact by the Senate? 
Have any communications been had with these 
nations which would create the impression of 
a moral obligation to supply arms upon ap- 
proval of the pact, and, if so, what were such 
obligations?"

partment's reply to Byrd't queries may have 
an Important effect on the type and extent 
of opposition to the pact which develops In 
the senate. Similarly, the public's 
Hon to examine all of our foreign 
merits critically and at some length may 
also be Influenced by Ache son's answers. 
Although direct opposition to ratification of 
the pact has thus far centered, in the senate, 
around a smallgroup of Isolationists (Donnell. 
Ecton, Wherry, Jenner, Malone), there appears 
to be a growing number of internationally- 
minded citizens who are concerned over the im- 
pact that a new lend-lease agreement (designed 
to implement the pact) would have on our na-

His message was picked 
up by a short-wave radio felliiw 
m California and relayed to the 
extension department at K- 
State. They got the books and 
supplies to .him in plenty of 
time. 

Some correspondence courses 
also were taken by prisoners of 
war. stationed at Port Riley. Not 
long ago Mr. Schall received a 
thank you letter from one of 
those men. He is a German and 
has returned to his home in 
Dortmund, Leme. Germany. 
Hhere is a portion of his letter— 

"Finally. I find an opportun- 
ity to write you a letter! I oe- 
lieve. you still remember the 
prisoner of war you instructed 
in English Commercial- Corres- 
pondence in 1945. You connot 
imagine how grateful I am to 
you and to your institution, Kan- 
sas State college, Manhattan. 
Kansas, for the opportunity you 
gave me to increase my know- 
ledge of the English language In 
a time when our countries were 
deadly enemies, and I was a 
captive of your nation. With 
this, you helped me furthermore 
to bridge a time which other- 
wise would be called a lost one."

Here, briefly, is Ltlleutliars thesis: 

The years ahead will be dominated by physics iind politics. Or. 
more accurately, by science and government. In order for democracy 
to survive lite struggle against totalitarianism, therefore, it Is essen- 
tial that every clttsen las an active. IlviiiK part of the limes. Insofar 
as science Is concerned, that means that— in Ihe Immediate future — 
whether a man's going into busluesa or law or Journalism or farmiug 
or any of a number of lines ot work, he should become ramllkir with 
the methods and principles of scientific imiuiry, the elementary prin- 
cipals and basic concepts of atomic energy, and the progress of their 
development. 

In sfiort, tmlay's citizen should become a llviim part of tbnt "vital 
fuel of the limes Hint Is covered by the term 'science' '. 

An to being active in government ? IJIleiitbal suggests that every 
nmn anil woimiii to whom thi- country bus given tin- liljth privilege 
at a college education and who has Hie qualifications, should spenil 
ti purl of his life in some form of public service. Thai is to say, each 

rttihrn If eregi'Hf <|ttallrieil tlirounh edurntlon 1^ experience, must 

plan definitely to set aside a number of years fin'the remleHug of 
wrvlee In tin- legi-latlve or rxeculivo branches of bis local. Mate, or 
federal govet-ntnent. And, fin ltiri imin-, that as nearlj as possible. Ibis 
ahoiihl la 1 fiill-timi' service. „ 

"I. am proposing." says Lllienthal. "a widespread rotation of the 
BOt-toOspleaaanl duties of the public service. I propose that, out of 
the best und most productive years of each man's life, he should carve 
a segment, in rfhicli he puts his private career aside lo serve his 
community aud his country. And thereby to serve bis children, his 
neighbors, his IVIJow-men. and the cause uf freedom." 

Such a concept envisions a fluid kind of clilcen-urvlce, In which 
man and women move troui private life into public service for a 
period ot years, aud then back lo private life. Thus, "ou their return 
to private life." Ullenlhal concludes, "citizens who have been in the 
public service will be experienced in firsthand knowledge of public 
affairs aud of Ihe special difficulties that beset the public servant; 
and we will have public servants whose Judgment. will be enriched by 
recent exp rii-nce it) the day-to-day pruhb io« pi private affairs."

Jtitbmii Meeker, u ItapOsi mis- 
sionary' eenneetcd with tile Slutw- 
I ml inn Mission near I lie pres- 
ent site of Kansas City, enlabllsbed 
the first newspaper published in 
what is now Kansas, Meeker, n 
printer as well as a minister of 
Ihe Gospel, came to Sthawnee Mis- 
sion early in tM&t anil (according 
lo Ills 1 1 bin > In gan setting fyjte 
■ iii Hi,- first Issue of the Shawnee 
Sun on February 18. IWl.l. 

The first Issue appeared six 
dnys later. The Sun. a monthly 
publication, was printed lit the 
native language ot the Shawnee 
tribe. No copies of the all's 
early Issues are known to be In 
existence: but a copy of one of 
the laier Issues, dated November 
1S41. was loti nd in Kansas Cily a 
few years ago. 

Shortly afier the opening of 
Kansas territory to settlement, a 
second newspaper sprang up. This 
time It was printed In Ihe English 
ianguuge ami made its appearance 
at Leaveiiwoitli. The masthead 
read the Kansas Weekly Herald. 

Evidently the press proposed to 
lead rather than lo follow the 
course of progress, for few signs of 
civilization were visible on Ihe 
town site of [.en veil wo rib at that 
time. The departure from ustiul 
journalistic pruclice was criticized 
by some as preposterous, hut most 
residents of the Territory saw 
Mtkiag out of the ordinary In ihe 
fact that the printing press should 
i bus precede other activities. 

Things were rougher In those 
days than they are now when it 
came to issues and crusades. The 
dash between opposing forces 
within the Territory on the issue 
of slavery provided the plain 
Kansas editors with abundant 
copy. Ardent champions as they 
were of one side or the other tu 
ibis conflict, the editors actually 
helped to make the news they re- 
ported. 

During Hie y««n of bluer strife 
Hint followed the opening or the 
Territory, print in ft presses were 
wrecked or burned by warring fac-

running smoothly. 

There are only three official- 
ly listed duties of the Dean of 
Administration: to direct sum- 
mer school activities and edit 
the summer school catalog, to 
supervise functioning of the col- 
lege library, and to be chief ad- 
vice Office. 

These three, however, don't 
even make a dent in the total 
of Mr and lltUe odd jobs that 
come under Dean Pugsley's 
Jurisdiction. For example, now 
en bis desk Is a new faculty 
handbook which will answer 
almost any question an In- 
structor could ask regarding 



Also on the desk is a recent 
report of changes In accrediting 
which affect Kansas State — the 
Dean of Administration is the 
school's representative for the 
North Central accrediting asso- 
ciation. He is also an informa 
tion source on current trends 
here and elsewhere in edu ration- 
al philosophy and policy. The 
work of K -State's various schools 
is co-ordinated through his of- 
fice, and every project is given 
its proper place in the college's 
all-over program. 

The general objective which 
college officials had In mind 
when the position or Dean of 
^Administration was created in 
1944 was to relieve the President 
of us much administrative In- 
quiry and details as possible, 
still keeping within policy lim- 
its. While this Is still his major 
function. Dean Pugsley said, his 
job has grown to be a "spark- 
plug to stlmuate faculty-stud- 
ent interest in a sound educa- 
tional program."

America. We have more faith In American 
common sense than that.

Home Economists 
Test Materials 

Over 300 uniforms made from 
S"7 different fabrics are being 
tested by Kansas State college in 
a cooperative project with the 
Bureau of Human Nutrition and 
Home Economics. The project 
concerns the serviceability of u- 
tlllty dress percales and is con- 
ducted under the Research and 
Marketing act of 1946. according 
to Miss Alpha Latze. head of the 
Department of Clothing and Tex- 
tiles. Other schools participating 
are Michigan State college, Uni- 
versity of Maryland and Wash 
Ington State college. 

Test Three Varieties 

Fabrics being tested were made 
from three varieties of one Inch 
Middling cotton grown In New 
Mexico, Texas and Arkansas. 
They were manufactured by the 
Textile school, Clemson Agricul- 
tural college. Clemson. S. Car. 
The fabrics were bleached and 
sanforized In a commercial fin- 
ishing plant, continued Miss 
Latze, supervisor of the Kansas 
State project. 

From each variety of cotton, 
rune fabrics or different yarn 
and cloth construction were wo- 
ven ^making 27 different febrlcs 

"The fabrics were made up 
into food preparation uniforms 
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according to definite specifics- j* «iuare yard, reported Miss 
said Miss Latze "They Latz *' 
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constructed by a garment 
in accordance with a 
functional dress design developed 
by the Bureau's Division of 
Clothing and textiles. All phases 
of the study, from the growing 
of the cotton to the analysis of 
the fabric is under close super- 
vision by the Bureau," she con- 
tinued. 

Uniforms are distributed to co- 
operating schools for use in foods 
classes. After six hours of wetr 
each uniform Is laundered by a 
procedure adopted from com- 
mercial practices. Laundering Is 
done In the textiles laboratory 
using an automatic washing ma- 
chine. After 15 washings, one 
dress of each of the 27 fibrics is 
withdrawn for testing, The tests 
Include yam count, breaking 
strength, "elongation and weight

Auto Registration 
Will Be Renewed 
For Fall Semester 

President Milton S. Eisenhow- 
er has approved a recent recom- 
mendation by the Traffic Con- 
trol board which will call for 
new regt stration of all vehicles 
driven on the campus. 

Faculty members of the board, 
Dr. H. Leigh Baker, Dr. William 
F. Pickett, and Mr. R. F. Ging- 
rich, chairman, met Wednesday 
afternoon and decided upon the 
method of registration. 

During the enrollment period 
for the fall semester, a card wjill 
be given to all students who o*n 
vehicles and who intend to dri te 
them on the campus. Filling o it 
this card registers the person's 
vehicle with the college. 

A new motor vehicle identifi- 
cation sticker, three inches py 
five inches has been ordered, and 
will replace the round ones now 
in use. They will be marked 
"staff" or "student" and the 
present "faculty staff" stickers 
will be eliminated. 

Vehicle identification stickers 
may be purchased at any time 
beginning September, 1949 and 
all will expire in September 1951, 
after which time new stickers 
must be obtained.

Graduate Dean Enjoys Student Affairs

Upon entering the office of 
Harold Howe, dean of the Gra- 
duate School, one Is soon made to 
feel at home. Dean Howe Is 
friendly, an interesting talker, 
tnd he likes to meet people. 

Dean Howe is a former K-State 
tudent, graduating with the 
lass of 1922. He returned to 
Cansas State three years later 
is an instructor in agricultural 
economics. He received his M. S. 
from tbe University of Mary- 
and and hia Ph.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. His back- 
ground of training gives him a 
wrasp of student problem in dif- 
ferent fields, as his bachelor's 
egree waa in agriculture vith a 
najor in agronomy. Hia M. S. 
'egree waa receiv%6T in soils with 
"a sizeable dose of chemistry," 
nd his Ph. D. is in economics. 
In July, 1946, he was appoint- 
ed to the office of Dean of the 
ilroduate School. 

"We have some of the same 
problems as the undergraduate 
deans," Dean Howe stated, as he 
pointed to a> stack of t raffia tic- 
kets. One problem, however, that 
d not seem to worry him much 
waa that of low grades. From

approximately 450 graduate stu- 
dents, there were only 10 with 
low grade reports at the mid- 
semester. Most of these are in 
only one subject and will not re- 
sult in failures. 

Since the Graduate School does 
not set up and instruct any 
courses, Dean Howe has no prob- 
lem of hiring instructors, A bijr 
problem which is different from 
the other schools is that of ad- 
«nd enrollment. All 
students must have 
tpproval as to qualifications. In 
the undergraduate schools, en 
rotlment problems ar e handled for 
the moat part of the admissions 
office. 

"I have been very much in- 
terested in student's extra cur- 
ricular activities," he went on 
to say. Evidence of this is that 
he has been a member of the 
faculty council on student affairs 
for 20 years. From July 1945 un- 
til February 1 of this year he 
served as chairman of the coun- 
cil. He was the first chairman of 
the Organization Control board. 
This board works with . organisa- 
tions other than fraternities and 
sororities. For IB years he serv 
ed as Faculty Advisor of Fra 



tern it tea. Recently he has been 
working to promote the social pro- 
gram of the Independents. 

Local groups to which he be- 
longs include Phi Kappa, the 
Knights of Columbus, and Rotary. 
He is a past president of the 
Manhattan Rotary club and has 
served aa a member of the Board 
of Directors, as vice president and 
as acting president of the Man- 
hattan Chamber of Commerce. 
Other organization* which have 
recognized him include Alpha Zc- 
ta, Gamma Sigma Delta, Pi Kap- 
pa Delta, and Phi Kappa Phi. 

He has been a member of many 
faculty committees. He was chair- 
man of the faculty study com- 
mittee which recommended the 
comprehensive*. He believes that 
they are a good idea, but that 
due to their , comparative new- 
ness, there is bound to be some 
criticism. 

While Dean Howe makes sure 
no one gets into the Graduate 
School without the proper qualifi- 
cations, he also checks to see that 
no one leaves with a degree with- 
out the proper qualifications. All 
graduate students must write a 
thesis or report in their chosen 
field and these are checked by 



his office as well as by the de- 
partment in which the student 
took his work. Also, the student 
must take an oral examination 
before obtaining a degree. 

One of Dean Howe's special 
interests is in the field of public 
finance. He has done considerable 
research work on land economics 
and taxation. Until recently he 
taught a course in economics. 
He says that he cannot find time 
to do as much of that type of 
work as he would like to at the 
present time, 

"I work with all of the depart- 
ments of the college," explained 
Dean Howe. He pointed out that 
42 of the 44 departments at Kan- 
sas State offer a- master's de- 
gree and there are 10 fields in 
which a doctor's degree is offered. 

Dean Howe sendB out notices of 
assistantship opportunities to 
many schools over the country.

Those who desire to do 
so send applications to Dean 
Howe, who processes them and 
then sends the applications to the 
department In which the aaaist- 
antships are to be granted.

sor Doll of the economics and sociol- 
ogy department to explain briefly the 
proposal made by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Brannan. This is what he 
wrote. )

Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. 
Brannau recently proposed a farm policy 
that has as its stated objective the assur- 
ance of a volume of farm income and pur- 
chasing power, which it is in the public 
interest to maintain. Income to agricul- 
ture would be maintained through a sys- 
tem of price supports at a level which 
would assure farmers the same purchas- 
ing power that they enjoyed during the 
preceding ten years. 

Different methods of supporting prices 
of individual farm commodities would be 
used depending upon the type of commo- 
dity whose price was to be supported. 
Commodities are divided into two major 
groups; those that arc storable and those 
that are nonstorable. 

Storable commodities are defined as 
those that can be carried over for several 
years without processing such as wheat, 
corn, and cotton. Nonstorable commodi- 
ties are defined as those which are either 
highly perishable or which can be stored 
only at Heavy expense such as fruits, meat 
animals, dairy products and eggs. 

The proposal suggest* that com- 
modity loans and purchase agree- 
meots are well adapted to support 
the prices of, storable commodities, 
inns toe aarne methods would be us- 
ed for supporting prices or tnese 
commodities as are now used. On the 
other hand it is suggested that pro- 
duction payments be used to support 
the prices of the nonstorable commo- 

ln order to be eligible tor these price 
supports, it la proposed mm larrneia oe 
require.! to accept die observance oi min- 
imum anu sounu sou conservation prac- 
tices, compliance wun or auopuou of 
whatever programs are lounu necessary 
to curtail wasteful production or disoruer- 
ly marketing, and the limitation ot eli- 
gibility tor puce support to a denned vol- 
ume oi production. 

The proposals made by Secretary Bran- 
nan have oee n criticized ratner severely 
because they are expensive,, mey probably 
wilt require rather- drastic restrictions on 
individual ireedbm, and they provide for 
the'oayraent of subsidies, t hese criticisms 
of tite recommendations are legitimate. 

However, our present and previous 
agricultural legislation is subject to 
the suable criticisms. Under our pres- 
ent type of price support program 
many oi the costs are hidden costs. ■ 
We pay these hidden costs by paying 
higher prices at the store. Such costs 
are not included in computing the to- 
tal costs of our present price support 
program. If they were, it is likely 
that the present program would be 
more expensive than that proposed 
by Secretary 
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Both the present program and Secre- 
tary Brannan's proposed program ask 
for authority to impose certain restric- 
tions upon farmers who cooperate in the 
price support programs. It is possible that 
Secretary Brannan's proposal would re- 
quire less restrictions than the present 
' program 'since the use of production pay- 
ments would encourage the consumption 
of a greater quantity of the higher valued 
products. This would tend to prevent the 
accumulation of large surpluses. The pro- 
duction payments that are proposed are 
subsidy payments but payments made on 
commodity loans and purchase certifi- 
cates also are subsidies. One of the advan- 
tages of the proposed program is that no 
effort is made to hide the fact that the 
payments are subsidy payments. 

The proposed program can be criticiz- 
ed on the following points: (1) It ignores 
the problem of underemployment and in- 
efficiency in large areas of American ag- 
riculture. (2) Minimum income supports 
for agriculture at by far the highest rela- 
tive agricultural incomes we have ever 
had are difficult to justify. (3) It ignores 
the fact that farmers are becoming both 
absolutely and relatively a less important 
sector of our economy. (4) It encourages 
rigidity of relative prices within agricul 
ture. m it

American foreign Policy and the Uni- 
ted, Nations — I. 

The basic political assumption under- 
lying the war-time conferences at Teher- 
an, Dumbarton Oaks, Yalta, and San 
Francisco was that the MAKING of the 
peace (with Germany, Japan, and their 
satellites) could and would be kept sep- 
arate from the KEEPING of the peace 
in the post-World War II era. 

Peace-making, then, was to be exclu- 
sively a big-power job. Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, and the United States were to deter- 
mine the fate of the Axis nations, inde- 
pendent of any international organiza- 
tion. 

On the other hand, peace-KEEP- 
1NG was to be the province of the 
UNITED NATIONS and its subsidiary 
agencies. Whereas disputes arising 
over Germany, Japan, and their sat- 
ellites were to be settled by big-pow- 
er negotiations, controversies or 
problems in other areas of the world 
were to be bandied within the struc- 
ture of the U. N. 

That structure, however, was erected 
on the premise that the Big Three could 
continue to "get along" in the post-war 
world, as they had during the war; and 
that, thus united, the large nations could 
keep aggression in check by exerting 
their combined military and economic 
strength through the international organ- 
ization. (This concept was called, by the 
U. N. founders, the "principle of unani- 
mity;" its application in reverse we call 
"the veto," a word which, incidentally, 
never appears in the U. N. Charter.) 

When the Charter was adopted in 
1945, critics of the organization pointed 
to several glaring weaknesses in its struc- 
ture: 1) the "peace*' could be kept only 
as long as there was Big Power unity — 
but what if a majur nation should become 
an agressor? 2) what guarantees were 
there that the Big Five would work 
through the United Nations — what if one 
(or more) of them decided to execute its 
policies outside the framework of that 
body? 3) the General Assembly could do 
nothing except "propose," "recommend," 
"suggest," etc. to the Security Council, 
where Big Five unanimity was required — 
hence, all effective power was concen- 
trated in the hands of the veto-bound 
Council; 4) the General Assembly had an 
obsolete one nation-one vote mechanism 
which was highly unrealistic in terms of 
population and industrial potential (for 
example, 21 nations south of the Rio 
Grande, comprising 140 million people, 
have 21 votes, while two nations north of 
the Rio Grande, with a combined popula- 
tion of 145< million people, have two 
votes; and 5) the world court was not 
given compulsory jurisdiction to settle dis- 
putes and there was no provision for the 
establishment of an independent interna- 
tional law-enforcement agency. 

It is not the purpose of this analy- 
sis to attempt to fix the blame as to 
which of the Big Powers was PRI- 
MARILY responsible for the break- 
down of the original basic assump- 
tions underlying the U. N. structure. 
Suffice it to say that, however dam- 
aging the case against the Soviet Un- 
ion may be in this regard, the Uni- 
ted States is certainly not blameless. 
For we went OUTSIDE the United 
Nations in granting military and ec- 
onomic assistance to Greece, Turkey, 
and China (The Truman Doctrine); 
we went OUTSIDE the United Na- 
tions machinery again in setting up 
the European Recovery Program; we 
joined in accepting two nations 
(Italy and Portugal) which are not 
U. N. members as signatories to the 
Atlantic Pact, a military 
which we SAY (but can't 
strengthens the U. N. 

And, in addition, we joined with Great 
Britain and France to originally throw 
the German question into the United Na- 
tions, when the idea from Dumbarton 
Oaks on had been to exclude from con- 
sideration by the international organiza- 
tion all problems concerning settlement 
with the Axis nations.

PL 16 Trainees 
On the Campus 
Have Advantaaes 

There are 327 veterans attend- 
ingn Kansas State under Public 
Law 1C. This law is for veterans 
with a partial disability received 
in the service of the United 
States. 

Public Law 16 is a rehabili- 
tation law to restore lost employ- 
ability that is a result of dis- 
ability incurred in, or aggravat- 
ed by active military service. 
The veteran under Public Law 
16 is advised by the Veteran's 
Administration as to what course 
to take, but the veteran's desires 
are a first consideration. 

Whatever number of hours the 
veteran has prescribed to him by 
his advisor is considered a full- 
time course. The veteran's tui- 
tion and fees are not restricted 
by law but are normally not to 
exceed f 500 per school year. 
The length of active service is 
not an item of eligibility but his 
training cannot exceed 48 
months, and must be completed 
within nine years after termina- 
tion of World War II, 

Other advantages the veteran 
has under Public Law 16 are 
provisions for loans up to $100, 
and medical treatment as is nec- 
essary to prevent interruption 
of training, regardless of its re- 
lation to former military or nav- 
al service. * 

The one big advantage a vet- 
eran under this law has over a 
veteran under Public Law 346 
pertains to injury while in train- 
ing. A veteran under Public Law 
10 who receives an injury or an 
aggravation of an injury while in 
training shall have benefits in 
the same manner as if the in- 
jury was received in service. A 
sick leave of thirty days, with 
pay, and an additional hardship 
leave of thirty days, with pay, 
are also provided for. 

The problems of these veter- 
ans are handled in the Veter- 
an's Guidance center under the 



dircctiin of Dr. John P. Shef- 
field. The advisors are Virgil 
Mcintosh and Jerry B. Varner. 

Of the 327 veterans enrolled 
at Kansas State under Public 
Law 16, two are women.

Gigstad said the contribution^ 
was a token of appreciation for 
the 21 years the college has pro- 
vided a place for state and re- 
gional FFA judging and leader- 
ship schools. 

The present itate FFA asso- 
ciation also realises that many 
of its members will attend Kan- 
sas State, he said. "Our little 
contribution will help provide an 
opportunity for spirtual devel- 
opment of Future Farmers who 
choose to attend KSC, regardless 
of their race or creed." Gigstad 
added. 

Gigstad said the House of 
Delegates voted the fund, not as 
a memorial to FFA members who 
served in World War II, but to 
show appreciation for the cooper- 
ation the college has given Fu- 
ture Farmers.

The appointment has been approved by the Board of 
Regents. 

Durland moves to the position now held by Dean R. 
A. Seaton, who has reached 65, the age for modified 

service under the Regents' 
regulations. Dean Seaton 
will remain on the faculty 
to work with President Eis- 
enhower, the state architect 
and others in expediting 
the Kansas State college 
construction program of 
from $5 million to $7 mil- 
lion in new buildings with- 
in the next few years. 

Dean Durland has been on the 
Kansas State engineering staff 
30 years and has been assistant 
dean or the engineering school 
since lose. He was graduated 
from K-State with honors in 
electrical engineering in 1018, 
Joined the faculty the next year 
as an Instructor in applied me- 
chanics and machine design. He 
advanced to assistant prefessor 
in 1921, associate profesor In

Developing students Into sub- 
stantial members of the Ameri- 
can democratic aystem is tho 
prime interest of President Ei- 
senhower in his administration of 
college affairs. 

"Never In the history of this 
country have social changes been 
as rapid as in the last B0 years," 
President Eisenhower said. "In 
order that we may keep abreast 
of these rapid changes. Kansas 
State- College has had to modify 
and completely change many of 
its practices and ideas. There is 
little similarity between the 
College 60 years ago and now. 
There will probably be almost 
as great a change again in the 
next 25 years." he said. 

There are two extremely im- 
portant phases in training for 
democracy, the President said. 
It ia important that the indi- 
vidual have the technical train- 
ing and background that he may 
be able to provide for himself 
and his family. It is equally im- 
portant, he said, that the in- 
dividual be -trained as a respon- 
sible citiicn end that he take 
his place in the social and po- 
litical aspects of the govern -

ment "There is no choice as to 
which is the more important," 
the President said, "we must 
train students in both lines." 

President Eisenhower was high 
in his praise of the Student 
council and the Student Planning 
conference. He expressed plea- 
sure that both of these organi- 



in seeing that students get train- 
ing and continuity in the deter- 
mining of student and College 
policies. Most of the committees 



on the campus have student 
mem tiers, the President said. 
This, he emphesized, is one of 
the most wholesome signs that 
the students are realising their 
own responsibilities and duties. 
It is in keeping with the Presi- 
dent's desires that good sound 
citizenship training be offered 
both in classes and in extra- 
curricular activities. 

"I have very high hopes for 
Kansas State college in the fu- 
ture," he said. "I am not inter- 
ested in a large student body 
just for the sake of numbers. I 
am interested in good students 
who want to obtain the best pos- 
sible education. The best pos- 
sible education must include both 
technical training and sojind 
citizenship education. We nyist 
continue to increase the quality 
of our faculty and to provide 
more and better facilities. And 
we must win our share of the Big 
Seven championships, too," he 
added with a smile. 

On the lighter side, President 
Eisenhower said that college 
pranks which are pulled "in the 
spirit of fun," are as enjoyable 
to him as' to the students who 
are involved. However, he em- 
phasized that he does not ap- 
prove and wilt not condone stu- 
dent pranks which involve the 



destruction of private property 
or the violation of individual 
rights. 

President Eisenhower was 
graduated from Kansas State in 
1924 with a degree in industrial 
journalism. He was cm the staff 
in 1923 and 1924 until he re- 
signed to become American vice- 
counsul at Edinburgh, Scotland. 
In May, 192$, he entered govern- 
ment service and two months 
later became assistant to Secre- 
tary of Agriculture William M. 
Jardine. He became director of 
information of the Department 
of Agriculture in December of 
1928. 

In 1942, he was appointed by 
President Roosevelt to organize 
and direct the relocation of 
Japanese-Americans evacuated) 
from the Pacific coast. He was 
appointed as associate director of 
the Office of War Information 
as soon a a the evacuation was 
organized. 

President Eisenhower resigned 
his position with the OWI on 
June 30, 1943, to become presi- 
dent of Kansas State. Late in 
1942, President Roosevelt had 
sent him on a spVial mission to 
study refugee relief and relo- 
cation problems in Algeria and 
Morocco. While in North Africa

Approval 
by the board af regento 1s all 
that is now needed to put the 
proposed increase into effect. 

The College is entering a per* 
iod of decreasing enrollment 
which will make it necessary to 
obtain additional fundi if the 
greatly expanded recreational 
program being planned for K- 
State is to be a reality, President 
Eisenhower pointed out. 

From the proposed increase — 
$1.12 will be used to help finance 
the daily Collegian starting next 
fall. The remaining fl.38 will be 
used for the recreation program 
which Is to include, among other 
things, name bands for College 
dances.

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American foreign policy and the Uni- 
ted Nations — II. 

Last fall, the governments of Britain, 
France, anil the United States asked the 
United Nations General Assembly to con- 
eider the big-power dispute over Ger- 
many. At that time, the Soviet U. N, dele- 
gate charged that discussion of the Ger- 
man question was not within the General 
Assembly's province, since the United 
Nations had been founded to keep the 
peace after a World War II settlement 
ha*;heen reached, rather than to make 
peac|5|lth the Axis nations. 

latter function — peace-ma k- 

• ing writK Germany and Japan — was 
' to hav-ijbjpen reserved, as discussed 

i in this coferhn lnt *eek, to the Big 

■ Five powers. The machinery for car- 
rying out such a function was pro- 
vided for at the Teheran and Yalta 
conferences: quarterly meetings of 
the council of foreign ministers. 
Hence, the Russians charged last fall 
that the General Assembly could not 
legally debate the German problem 
and that thp western nations had vi- 
olated the Big Five agreement to 
keep all matters pertaining to a set- 
tlement with the Axis nations out- 
side the U. N. 

Evidently all of the major powers in- 
tend to return once again to that original 
concept of the U. N. as a peace-keeping, 
and not a peace-making agency. For the 
Big Four discussions on Germany, sched- 
uled to be renewed soon in Paris, will be 
carried on outside the international or- 
ganization. The foreign ministers will al- 
so attempt to reach a settlement on the 
Austrian question. When and if Big Four 
agreement is reached on the future of 
Germany and Austria, th« major powers 
will still b« faced with a long series of 
full-dress conferences fur the purpose. of 
drafting a peace treaty with Japan. 

Accepting, for the purposes of this ser- 
ies, the assumption that the German-Aus- 
trian- Japanese settlements must be found- 
ed on Big Five, rather than U. N. agree- 
ments, we still face the fact that neither 
the United States nor Russia has yet lived 
up to its pledge to support the United Na- 
tions in all matters not pertaining to 
peace-making. The Soviet Union has yet 
to join the International Trade Organiza- 
tion, the World Bank, UNESCO, the In- 
tional Food and Agricultural Organ iza- 
ternational Monetary Fund, the Interna- 
tlon, and other important U. N. subsidiar- 
ies. 

. The Russians also continue to ig- 

* nore the recommendations of such vi- 
, tal organs as the U. N. Korean and 
I Greek investigating commissions, the 

Little Assembly (set up to study pos- 
sible changes in the U. N. charter), 
the miiit-fPy staft f doriffhission, and 
the Atomic • Energy committee. Be- 
sides rel Ana ting fh# IJ.'n. and its ag- 
encies to a secondary ' position, the 

■ Soviet Union has thrown the full 
I support of its foreign policy behind 

the Cominform, an international ag- 
' ency organized to spread internal 
I political revolt within the U. N. mem- 
ber-states. 

t Likewise the United States continues 
tb go around the United Nations, to cir- 
cumvent the international organization in 
executing the major features of American 
foreign policy, such as the Truman Doc- 



• trine of "containing" Communism, the 
European Recovery Program, and, now, 
the Atlantic Pact. We pay lip service to 
tne United Nations und say that it is the 
cornerstone of our foreign policy; yet ov- 
er tho Must lour years, the government of 
the United States — like the government of 
the Soviet Union — has bypassed the Inter- 
national organization whenever such a 
course appeared worthwhile from the 
standpoint of a primarily national inter- 
est.

His weapons are racial bigotry; denying 
men their dignity; pitting white against 
black; rubbing all of the unity that has 
made this nation great, and sacrificing the 
respect and honor that we in this coun- 
try developed through our democratic 
traditions.

Over Kansas, news of another struggle 
reaches us. A mandamus action before 
the state supreme court requiring tho 
school district officials to admit Negroes 
on an equal basis has been instituted by 
the Merriain branch of the NAACP and is 
now pending. 

The Manhattan Civil Rights Commit- 
tee is sponsoring a meeting on Monday, 
May 1G, at 8:00 p. m., at Douglass cen- 
ter*. Mrs- Paul JJrown, who has been 
\, htdeheartedly 'engaged in this struggle, 
will speak in order to focus attention on 
this shocking discrimination in our state. 

We have undertaken other programs, 
and there i.; yet much to do. We have pub- 
lished an annual report which is avail- 
able to anyone who wishes to know more 
about our objectives. Write P. O. Box 502,

Wherever racial discrimination is 
practiced; whenever ncraons aro de- 
prived of their civil liberties; who- 
ever sets apart and selects prefer-

Rayon Sheets 
Adorn Beds 
In Van Zile 

Fifty-four girls at Van Zile 
ha'l have the luxury of sleeping 
on rayon sheets. This is part of 
the cooperative project with the 
Bureau of Human Nutrition and 
Home Economics. This project 
concerns the serviceability of 
three types of sheeting, all vis- 
cose rayon, all cotton and a 50- 
60 blond of each, said Miss Al- 
pha Latzke, head of the Depart- 
ment of Clothing and Textiles.' 

The 21 fi sheets are commer- 
ei&'ly laundered after they have 
been given normal usage at Van 
Zile hall. The sheets are ex- 
amined thoroughly before and 
after they are Inundered to de- 
termine the effect of the laun- 
dering. At the end of 5, 20, 40 
and fill laundering, two of each 
type sheets are withdrawn for 
tests. The tests include yarn 
counts, breaking strength, elong- 
ation and weight per square 
yard, reported Miss Lalr.ko. 

A group of 21 sheets are laun- 
dered but not used. These will 
be tested for shrhik iire and used 
for comparison with the others.

To Poll Eaters 
In Aggieville 
On Segregation 

Patrons of Aggie vile restau- 
rants wil be polled today and 
tomorrow on their opinions of 
segegation of races in public eat- 
ing places. This poll is a part of 
a series of surveys that have 
been conducted for the last few 
months to determine the attitud- 
es of people in Manhattan to- 
ward race segregation in restau- 
rants. 

The college YMCA, YWCA, 
UNESCO, Cosmopolitan club and 
Manhattan Civil Rights commit- 
tee have been conducting these 
surveys to find a way by which 
Manhattan eating facilities can 
be made equally available to all 
races. 

Last November these groups 
sponsored a survey of 41 restau- 
rant owners and managers con- 
cerning the restaurant's policy 
of segregation. Results snowed 
that about 80 per cent of the 
restaurants with racial segrega- 
tion were not serving the foreign 
students for fear their business 
would be hurt. About two-thirds 
of the owners said that if it 
could be shown that business 
would not be hurt, they would be 
willing to serve all races equally. 

K-State Student Council then 
agreed to help these groups con- 
duct another survey to determine 
if businesses were really hurt by 
allowing all races to eat at the 



restaurants. Questionnaires were 
sent to 1600 residents, chosen at 
random in Manhattan. Of the 
1000 letters sent, 337 were re- 
turned and from these only 10 
per cent of the people agreed 
that feeding Negroes and Orien- 
tals in Manhattan residents was 
not feasible. Two-thirds of these 
people said that they would eat 
in a place where all races were

/Property Owners Petition City Commissioners To Decontrol Rent in Manhattan; Ask for Public Hearing

Manhattan's hottest argu- 
ment tn recent yean seems to 
be brewing. If it is passed it will 
affect almost all of the Inde- 
pendent students who live off 
of the campus, as well as most 
of the "Orecks" who do not 
live in fraternity or sorority 
houses. 

Recently the Manhattan 
Property Owner* association 
decided to take action to have 
rents In Manhattan decontrol- 
led. Last Tuesday the proper- 
ty owners' group presented a 
petition Id the City (ommh- 



be held to consider the re- 
moval of rent ceilings tn Man- 
hattan. More than 7M prop- 
erty owners had signed the pe- 
tition, according to M. Unseed 
Dary. a local realtor and 
spokesman fer the group. 
At press time last night no 
definite action had been 
to set a date for the 
hearing before the City Com- 
missioners. The Commissioners 
have not taken any action yet 
because of the absence of Hal 
Harlan, City attorney, from town. 
The Commissioners want a rul- 
ing from Harlan on the legal 
proceedings to be followed in ac- 



ting on the petition. The law 
which permits local governments 
to remove rent ceilings, became 
effective on March 3 1st,, and 
there are only a few cities in 
this area which have taken any 
action yet tn remove controls. 
Because of the type of action re- 
quired the Commissioners decided 
to take no action until Harlan 
had time to study the new law 
in detail and advise them on the 
proper procedure. In no event 
can the hearing take place with- 
in lew than ten days after the 
Commissioners agree to allow the 
hearing to be held. 

Many of the students have 



heard nunors ■at the 
action and have lumped to the 
conclusion that they will be 
forced to pay extremely high 
rents next fall. Actually, this 
will probably not be the ease 
If the wishes of the Property 
Owners association are carried j 
oat. 

According to Dary the group 
proposes that a committee be set 
up to supervise the decontrolling 
of rents and also to be the ar- 
bitrators in any disputes which 
arise over exhorbltant rentals. 
The committee will probably be 
appointed by the city commis- 
sioners and will consist of 50 



percent property owners and 60 
percent tenants. 

Rents for some students may 
Increase, but an over -all increase 
in student rents is not expected. 
The Increases will, in all prob- 
ability, be quite reasonable and 
would not amount to more than 
a few dollars at the most. 
Householders who have several 
student term ants are not ex- 
pected to make any appreciable 
increase in their rents. In houses 
where one or two students oc- 
cupy an apartment, rents will 
probably be Increased. 

At the time that rents were 
"frozen" by the government this 



prevailing rental rates in Man- 
hattan were not high, since that 
time the coat of almost every 
item which Is needed to main- 
tain a house has gene up. As a 
result, the rents tn many cases 
have not been sufficient to pay 
for the expenses incurred by the 
property owners. This Is not the 
case, as a rule. In houses where 
six or more coll eg 
housed.

Former Student 
Returns; Speaks 
At Alumni Dinner 

Prominent Speaker 
Once Nearly Failed 
KS Speech Course 

A man who once nearly flun- 
ked a speech course at Kansas 
State will return as alumni din- 
ner speaker, May 28, Kenney L. 
Ford, alumni secretary, announ- 
ced today. 

He is Dr. Carl P. (Hog) 
Thompson, professor of animal 
husbandry at Oklahoma A and 
M, Stillwater. As a K-State 
student Thompson was graduated 
here in 1909. He was born In 
Garrison, 

Dr. Thompson has talked In 
every Oklahoma town of more 
than 2,000 population in the 
past dozen years. In 1938 the 
Oklahoma 1 bureau of the Associa- 
ted Press dubbed him "Okla- 
homa's most popular after din- 
ner speaker." 

One of Oklahoma's "talking- 
est" men, he has been so popu- 
lar in his native state that other 
state groups have heard of him. 
Recently he flew to Wyoming for 
a one-night appearance. Last 
fall he and Mrs. Thompson flew 
to Miami, Fla., on an all-expense 
week-long trip to be the guests 
of the Florida dairy manufac- 
turers and to make an hour talk 
as guest speaker. 

Dr. Thompson has told friends 
that long experience with the 
animal world has made some- 
thing of a homespun philosopher 
of him. Dr Thompson was a wid- 
ely-recognized hog breeder 
manjt years ago. While a faculty 
member at Kansas State years 
ago, he owned his own herds and 
resigned from tha college staff 
to produce winning livestock. 

Dr. Thompson received bach- 
elor's and master's degrees at 
Kansas State. He took a masters 
degree at Oklahoma A and M and 
the doctor of philosophy at Iowa 
State. He joined the Oklahoma 
A and M faculty in 1B18.

American Foreign Policy and the Uni- 
ted Nations — HI. 

Few progressive Republicans, either in 
or out of congress, would deny the debt 
which their party (and the nation) to- 
day owe Wendell Willkie for his efforts 
to reorient G. O. P. and American think- 
ing 'in foreign affairs from 1940 to 1944. 
It is remarkable, though, how few 
political leaders in either . party have 
discerned that Willkie's ideas on 
world organization were ahead of, 
rather than similar to, those of 
Franklin Roosevelt. 

In the summer of 1944, Willkie took 
both major parties to task for failing to 
face up squarely to the vital problem of 
world organization: "Both platforms and 
both candidates," he wrote, "used the 
term 'sovereign' to indicate something 
that mUHt be Securely guarded, less we 
lose our independence as a nation. . . We 
i re presented with an extraordinary pro- 
position: we are jealously to guard our 
sovereignty ; other nations are likewise to 
guard their sovereignty; but somehow all 
nations are to be welded together into an 
international organization with the power 
to prevent aggression and preserve peace. 

"What we shall create (in the United 
Nations) is at best a consultative pact of 
the 'peace-loving' nations. . . which. , . 
will not differ at all from most of the al- 
liance,-, of history. . . An international or- 
ganization empowered to maintain 'per- 
manent peace,' 'organized justice' and 
'security' demands something more. . . In 
helping to create an organization which 
will limit the sovereign right of all na- 
tions to make war at will, we shall be us- 
ing, not sacrificing, America's sovereign- 
ty to the end for which it was intended : 
the security and peace of the American 
people. . . 

Willkie knew "whereof he spoke. 
For a four-year balance sheet on the 
record of American foreign policy 
and the United Nations — such as has 
been partially drawn up in this ser- 
ies of columns — reveals the tragic 
inadequacy of the international or- 
ganization to deal swiftly and effec- 
tively with crucial issues in world 
affairs. 

The failure of the UN as a peace-keep- 
ing agency can be traced directly to the 
fact that, as chartered at San Francisco 
in 1D45, it functions as a confederation of 
sovereign nation-states, dominated by the 
Big Five, rather than as a government 
with authority to enact and enforce world 
law upon individuals. The UN, to repeat 
a point made in last week's column, has 
not curbed either Russian or American 
nationalism, for both major powers have 
gone outside its framework whenever it 
has appeared expedient for them to do so. 

An accelerated process of elimination 
among thf/ great powers over the past 
four decade* has caused the world's mili- 
tary, politlcat and economic power to be- 
come concentrated in these two poles of 
super-power, the Soviet Union and the 
United States. This has destroyed the on- 
ly mechanism of preserving "peace" 
which the world has ever known, the 
mechanism of preventing war through a

I have gone to your movies, 
stayed at your hotels, visited your cities, 
your towns, and your farms. 

I have ridden your roads, walked your 
paths, and danced at your dances. I have 
gone swimming in your pools and your 
creeks, and generally lived your life. Of 
all these things, and many other acts 
which constitutes living, I have found 
little difference in the way you do things 
and the way people elsewhere do them. 
But there is a difference, and the differ- 
ence is you. 

You are the people of Kansas. In liv- 
ingvin your homes I met many of you and 
came in as close contact with you as is 
possible, in working in your stores, I met 
many more ot you. In eating your food, I 
ate the results of your labor. 

But it was while attending your college 
that I came across the best cross section. 
And let me tell you, "YOU'RE WON- 
DERFUL." 

I have met your farm boys from 
western Kansas, and your town boys 
from Manhattan, and your city boys 
from Wichita. All are different, yet 
all are alike. All had an inborn 
sense of humor, all a definite sense 
of right and wrong. All had a cer- 
tain thing about them which marked 
them friendly, nico, and good. 
It has been a sincere pleasure to come 
in contact with this friendliness, this ntce- 
ness, and this goodness. It is this which is 
the basis of your enthusiasm and your 
tremendous magnitude of greatness. 
Thank you, Kansas. Knowing you and 
living with you and meeting you has been 
an education which I didn't expect, but 
without which my life would have been 
incomplete. Goodbye Kansas, and for the 
opportunity of meeting you, again let me 
say, "Thank You."

Finals, Registration are Biggest Headaches

Several weeks ago there appeared in the Collegian 
a feature article by a young lady who indicated that her 
personal plans for the summer Included long days of 
relaxation and little else. She seemed to feel that any- 
one who went to Summer school should have his head 
examined. While the College does require all newly 
marticulated students to take a physical examination, 
and while I suppose heads are examined in that process, 
the examination is required no matter what semester 
you first enter school. I think that is as far as the Col- 
lege should go in meeting the young lady's suggestion! 
You probably know that Summer school was 
developed originally to permit teachers of grade 
schools, high schools, and colleges to continue their 
college work, usually toward a Master's degree or 
a Ph.D. Summer school course offerings therefore 
have emphasized those 200 courses that may be used 
for undergraduate or graduate credit and 300 
courses for graduate credit onlv, with particular 
rmnhasi? on meeting the needs of teachers. We are 
still ccntinuing to emphasize this part of the Sum- 
mer school, but eince the War so many students 
have wKhed to accelerate regular program that the 
extent and variety of course offerings have been ex- 
panded erentlv. 
For the student, who wishes to complete his four- 
year course in a shorter time. Summer school is the 
answer. Not mnnv students realize that by eroing to 
Summer school for three summers and by taking the 
standard nine credit hour load each summer, a student 
who is enrolled In a curriculum reaulrlng 120 hours for 
graduation may earn 27 hours which will permit him to 
graduate in three years. Transfer students, too, find 
the Summer Session a particularly useful time to make 
up deficiencies and regularize their schedules, and for 
the student who has been so unfortunate as to fail a 
course during the regular year, the Summer session of- 
fers the opportunity of repeating that course or earn- 
ing other credit to offset the failure. 

The general inference of the young lady's re- 
marks referred to above, however, was that Summer 
school was fine if you had adequate stamina to 
it." The impression that Summer school is 
difficult than a regular semester is an illus- 
ion possibly arising from the fact that you cover 
a course just twice as fast as In a regular semester. 
One lesson skipped during the Summer school pro- 
duces the same effect as two lessons ski oped during 
the regular semester. What is usually forgotten, 
though, is that one carries only half as many .courses 
which evens things up. On the other hand, there are 
real advantages in covering fewer subjects more in- 
tensely and for a shorter period. 
Duriner the last few summers particular attention 
has been piven to the development of a comprehensive 
and varied recreation program for the Summer school. 
Certain features of that program such as the free dances 
on the tennia courts, and the free movies, have been so 
well receiyecMhat thev have been adopted during the 
regular school year. The Diana of the Summer School 
Recreation oaimittee for this summer are the most com- 
prehensive yet. It looks as if these will be opportunity 
for lots of fun.

But the world of the United Nations (to up- 
date Hamilton's arguments i is a jungle world 
without a code, a cop, or a court. In it, govern- 
ment a system of laws enforceable upon In- 
dividuals— is non-existent. The "king of beasts" 
in U N.'s Jungle world is the nation with the 
greatest number of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. Under the Charter, however. It Is possible, 
by amendment, to alter the structure of the 
U N. so that the General Assembly could be re- 
constituted as a legislative body, with power to 
pass enforceable laws binding on individuals 
within the various member-nations. If the 
Charter were redrafted to provide for such 
legislative machinery, the Security Council 
would then become the law-enforcement agency 
(with an International police and inspection 
force at its disposal', and the International 
Court would be given compulsory Jurisdiction to 
settle all disputes. 

It is possible for all Interested citizens to 
work toward making a revised STRENGTH- 
ENED United Nations one of the major goals 
of American foreign policy. There ore "world 
government resolutions" before congress, urg- 
ing the President and the secretary of state to 
take the lead in calling for a general revlslonal 
U. N. conference, a motion which is not sub- 
ject to Big Five veto. Such a meeting would be 
called to examine the United Nations Charter 
and revise the international structure along the 
lines Just discussed.

Doctor's Degree; 
Conferred by RU. 

An honorary degree of Doc- 
tor of Humane Letters was 
conferred on President Milton 
S. Eisenhower at the com- 
mencement exercises at the 
University of Nebraska Mon- 
day night. President Eisen- 
hower delivered the com- 
mencement address at the 
graduation at Lincoln. 

It will be the K-State Presi- 
dent's third honorary degree. He 
was granted an honorary doctor 
of laws degree by Wichita uni- 
versity in 1944 and a doctor of 
science degree by Colorado A. and 
M, college In 1945. 

The Doctor of Humane Let- 
ters degree Is in recognition of 
the President's international 
work as chairman of the United 
States National Commission for 
rXKSCO. The K-vState educa- 
tor will complete a three-year 
term as chairman of the com- 
mission for VNK8CO in Sep- 
tern her. He was an official 
delegate to the firs* general 
conference of UNESCO In Paris 
in 104«, to the second general 
conference In Mexico City in 
1047, ami to the third, in Beirut, 
Lebanon, last fall. 
Since becoming president of 
Kansas State college in 194 3. 
Elsenhower has served the U. S. 
government In several capacities. 

In 1945 he was called to Wash- 
ington to make recommendations 
for the reorganization of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. In De- 
cember of that year and January, 
19 4G, he served on President Tru- 
man's three-man tact-finding 
board in the General Motors labor- 
in ana gem en t dispute. He also was 
appointed to the government fam- 
ine emergency committee. In the 
summer of 1946 he served on the 
President's Commission on Higher 
Education.

Cost of the 
publication is included as a part 
of the activity fee paid by the 
student when he enrols. Hi ti- 
de ms who do not purchase the 
activity card may Receive copies 
by subscribing for them at the 
business office in Kedzle hall. 
The new Cox-O-Type printing 
press was purchased by College 
administrators and Installed in the 
basement of Kedzle hall early in 
March by a representative of the 
Goss Printing Press company. 
Previously The Collegian was<puh- 
llsbed at the Manhattan Mercury- 
Chronicle, downtown, and at the 
Manhattan Trihu tie- News in Ag- 
gieville. 

A test run was made and sev- 
eral issues'of the Industrialist, of- 
ficial College newspaper, and a 
preview issue of The Collegian 
have been printed on the new 
■p ress. 

Size of the tabloid newspaper ; 
this summer will average eight 
pages. A maximum of sixteen 
tabloid sfze pages can be printed 
on the new automatic feed press, 
but probably even when The Col- 
legian goes daily Jhis fall the 
average will be eight pages.

This figure would he a slight 
drop from tho 2,468 students that 
attended Kansas State last sum- 
mer during the peak enrolment. 

The summer session will empha- 
size teacher training, particularly 
at graduate levels, Dean Pugsley 
said, so teachers may meet certifi- 
cation standards of the state. 

The summer session also is part' 
of the colleges accelerated pro- 
gram for regular students and 
veterans completing college in 
three years, Pugsley said. Some 
high school students come to sum- 
mer session to get living quarters 
for the fall term and to become 
acquainted.

crop rotation and 
building practices. 

Scholarship winners will be In 
at least their third year of 4-H 
club work and be between 14 and 
21 years old. 

The other $2,000 will be used 
for soli conservation education. 
Both junior leaders and adults in 
4-H work throughout the state 
will be given expense-paid trips to 
the annual state conservation 
camp at Rock Springs Ranch near 
Junction City.

Results Will Be v 
ShownTomorrQw 

Alfalfa cropa produced after 
testing literally thousands of 
Strains from nearly every country 
in the world will be shown at the 
Kansas State college agronomy 
field day here tomorrow, C. O. 
Grandfleld, K-State agronomist, 
disclosed today. The field day i 
program begins at 1:30 p. m. and 
Is scheduled to end at 6 p. m. 

How imported varieties of al- 
falfa have been adapted to grow 
In northern states, used to trans- 
mit wilt resistance and bacterial 
wilt will be explained. Visitors 
also will see alfalfa seeded with 
seed of the same variety origin- 
ating from different states, Grand- 
field said. Dusting to decrease 
Insects, use of more honeybees to 
trip more alfalfa flowers and dust- 
ing to increase yields will be ex- 
plained. 

A. W. Zingg, who has charge 
of the" wind tunnel experiments at 
the college will have a 56-foot 
portable wind tunnel set up on 
the agronomy farm for the field 
day program. He and William 
Chopil, soil scientist, will demon- 
strate the permanent wind tunnel 
set up in a campus building.

Graduates Find Jobs Not Plentiful 
This Spring; Veterinaries Needed 



By Howard Sparks 

Jobs were not so plentiful 
for the grad this spring as 
they were a year ago; but 
wages are the same or higher, 
as a survey of department 
heads at Kansas State indi- 
cates. 

Biggest unfilled demand for 
K-SUte grads In In the fields of 
ret med. and home econ. About 
80 percent of students getting 
doctor of veterinary med. de- 
grees will establish private prac- 
tices; percent will do ad- 
vanced study and research. The 
remainder are accepting jobs 
from 93,727.20 annually. Vet- 
arinary med. Is a O year curric- 
ulum at K-State. 
"Requests for vet medicine doc- 
tors greatly exceed the number of 
graduates," E. E, Leasure, dean 
of tbe school, said. 

An undersupply also exists 
among dietetics and institutional 
management graduates. Requests 
for applicants In this field greatly 
exceed the number of grads. Foods 
and nutrition grads are in demand 
at salaries ranging about $25 a 
month higher than a year ago, Dr. 
Gladys E. Vail reported. 

The school of Home Econom- 
ics cannot fill requests for grad- 
uates to do home management 
teaching and live In home man- 
agement houses on other cam- 
puses. Neither can it fill re- 
quests for grads In home man- 
agement and foods and home 
management and clothing. Most 
of the positions require a mas- 
ter's degree. Beginning pay is 
from 99,000 to $4,000 a year. 
Majors In poultry husbandry 
and chemistry are finding that 
most employers demand a master's 
degree. A poultry husbandry ma- 
jor with a master's degree has 
accepted $3,500 a year. Five with 
bachelor's degrees have not signed 
for jobs. Two with master's de- 
grees in chemistry have accepted 
positions for $358 a month with 
the Standard OH research labora- 
tory at Whiting, Ind. Most of the 
18 chemistry grads are planning 
to do graduate work. 

For the first time since the 
war ended, not all agriculture 
gratis have jobs. Some 10 per- 
cent of the 140 grads still do not 
have "suitable connections,*' (', 
IV. Mullen, assistant dean, re- 
ported. Most- of the 00 percent 
with jobs are starting at salaries 
ranging from $2,800 to 9*,800 
with a few exceptions at both 
ends of scale. 

Many agronomy majors with 
bachelor's degrees are going Into 
soil conservation work as P-l 
scientists with starting salaries of 
$3,000. Those"wlth master's de- 
grees in agronomy are starting at 
$3,600 to $3,800, H. E. Myers, 
head of the dept. reported. 

Of 34 men qualified to teach 
vocational agriculture, 27 bave 
accepted teaching positions. The 
seven remaining have other posi- 
tions. There are too few home 
economics and girls' physical edu- 
cation teachers; perhaps too many 
In boys' physical education and 
social science, H. Leigh Baker, 
education department said. More 
than half those signed to teach 
will get between $2,800 to $3,600. 
The range Is $2,400 to $4,000. 
Salaries for radio men are be- 
tween 940 and 9?SO a week; for 
women $23 to 940 a week, l'rof. 
George L. Arms, radio section 
head In the speech department, 
reports. "There are more jobs 
than there are graduates," Arms 
said,

Six June journalism grads have 
accepted beginning salaries of 215, 
225, 285, and 300 plus a share in 
profits and $4,100 for 11 months. 
Men with specialized training in 
advertising or agriculture are get- 
ting the higher offers, Ralph Lash- 
brook, dept. bead said. 

Reed F. Morse, head of the civil 
engineering dept., said that only 
50 percent of the civil engineers 
have accepted positions, but all 
have offers. Salary range is from 
$250 to $300 a month. 

The job situation for entomol- 
ogy grads is tightening. Dr. Roger 
C. Smith of that dept., reports. 
An entomologist completing a PhD 
degree accepted $3,800 a year; 
however one with a bachelor's de- 
gree took a pest control position 
in Buffalo, NY with a starting 
salary of $4,000. Many go to 
flour mill sanitation work at be- 



ginning salaries around $3,500, 
Smith said.

Salaries are somewhat higher 
than last year for the 120 quali- 
fied graduates who have accepted 
teaching or administrative posi- 
tions, said H. Leigh Baker, educa- 
tion department head. From a 
top of more than $4,000 for tbose 
with experience, the salaries scale 
down to $2,400 minimum for 
those without experience. The 
majority of the salaries range from 
$2,800 to $3,200, Baker added. 

Nearly each department head 
surveyed indicated salaries as 
good or better than a year ago. 
Job opportunities definitely are 
more scarce now with good posi- 
tions going only to the ablest and 
best prepared students, was their 
general opinion.

In the mile and two mile, J. D. 
Hampton, Southwest champ from 
Texas A & M , was the favorite to 
capture both of the longer dis- 
tances, but Bill McQuire, star 
sophomore miler from Missouri 
U. and Bob Karnes, star K. D. 
distance man, teamed up and took 
both of the races. McGuire ran 
the mile in the record time of 
4:13.8 while Karnes was taking 
the two mile in 9:28. 

Herb Hoskins and Rollin 
Prather, K*8tate's two stellar 
track and. field performers, both 
won "their favorite events, Hos- 
kins winning leap in the broad- 
jump was 23 ft. 11 % inches. 
Prather won the discus with a 
toss of 1A2 ft. 3 inches, but was 
nosed out In the shot put by 
Allen of Colorado. Allen's win- 
ning heave was 50 ft. 7ft Inches, 
while Prather'* best effort was 
50 rt. ZM inches. 
In the remainder of the events, 
the Big Seven scored heavily and 
won the meet by 3~0 points. 

The last two years the meets 
have been decided by the mile 
relay, but such was not the case 
here where the Big Seven scored 
overwhelmingly in most of the big 
events.

Rules for Senior 
Finals Explained 

The General Faculty has ap- 
proved the following recommenda- 
tion of the College Advisory 
Council regarding final examina- 
tions for candidates for degrees for 
the semester they graduate: 

( 1 ) that the examination period 
for candidates for degrees In the 
subsequent commencement shall 
be abolished; 

(2) that candidates for degrees 
be required to attend classes up to 
the beginning of the college final 
examination period; and 

(3) that each instructor will 
determine the manner In which 
his students who are candidates for 
degrees shall complete their work 
In his course. 

This process would not bring 
about any changes in the operat- 
ing mechanics for recording grades 
and other information for candi- 
dates for degrees.at the end of their 
last semester. 

Another resolution presented to 
the General Faculty at their meet- 
ing May 26 to supplement number 
three of the recommendations 
above was NOT approved. It read: 
All members of classes containing 
candidates for degrees are hereby 
permitted to complete their work 
previous to the college final exam- 
ination period. 

This provision, had it been 
passed, would have permitted an 
entire class to finish semester re- 
quirements up to a week early 
if only one person in the class was 
a graduating senior or candidate 
for his master's degree.

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2,222 Enrol in Summer School; 
90 Students in Workshops 



Total enrolment for -summer 
school at Kansas State hit the 
2,222 mark on Saturday, accord- 
ing to A. L. Pugsley, dean of the 
summer session. This figure does 
not include the more than 90 stu- 
dents enroled thus far for work- 
shop courses being offered, the 
dean stated. 

The summer enrolment is ex- 
pected to be about 150 to 200 stu- 
dents under last summer's enrol- 
ment of 2,511, the all time high 
for any summer session here at 
Kansas State, The enrolment is 
approximately 700 more than was 
expected for this term. 

Large Increase for Grarig 

, f> Tl, e School of Arts and Science 
fiis again the top group on the cam- 
pus with a total of 737 students. 
Engineering and Architecture en- 
roled a total of 670 students, while 
the School of Agriculture has a 
total of 273. The Graduate School 
is the only group with a .larger 
enrolment this year than last. The 
school has a total of 413 students 
taking work toward advanced de- 
grees. 

Other schools and the number 
of students enroled are: Home 
Economics, 123; and Veterinary 
Medicine, 5. Each of these schools 
have a drop of one student from 
last year's enrolment. 

Eighty-nine Btudents are now 
enroled In summer workshops be- 
ing offered on the campUB this 
summer. Of the nine workshops 
ot two and three week duration, 
six are now in session. 



Six out of every ten students 
are veterans, according to figures 
released by the Veterans Admin- 
istration Office on the campus. 
Of the 1,340 veterans attending 
the summer session 1,100 are PL- 
346 enrolees. There are 180 PL- 
16 students registered. 

Veterans are Fewer 

This number compares with the 
1,716 veterans enroled last year, 
and shows a considerable drop in 
the number of veteran students 
now attending college. 

The ratio of veterans attending 
workshop courses is 4 for 7 of 
those enroled. 

According to l Dean Pugsley, the 
overall summer enrolment is ex- 
pected to reach the 2,4 00 mark 
with the completion of workshop 
enrolments. 



First workshop to be completed 
will be a three week session in 
agricultural education. It will end 
Saturday. Another workshop in 
ag education began this week. 
Also in session are workshops in 
school administration guidance, 
foods, and cltisenship. 

On the schedule for the re- 
maiader of the summer are one 
workshop in animal husbandry, to 
start July 11, and two workshops 
in school administration, starting 
on June 27 and July 18.

Converts Labs 
h Willard for 
Atomic Study 

College Cooperates 
With Argonne Lab 
In Isotope Research 

The alteration of two labora- 
tories in Willard hall, the physical 
science building, . was authorized 
this week to provide increased fa- 
cilities for research in atomic en- 
ergy and radio-active materials, 
President Eisenhower announced 
yesterday. 

Kansas State college is one of 
the cooperating Institutions con- 
nected with the Argonne National 
laboratories. Dr. A. B. Cardwell, 
head ot the Department of Physics, 
is the Kansas State representa- 
tive to the Argonne laboratories. 

During the war Cardwell was 
one of the top figures in the de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb at 
the Oak Ridge plant.' 

Use of radio-active materials at 
the College is under the supervis- 
ion of the Isotope Control com- 
mittee. Recently the committee, 
which is stimulating research In 
radio-active materials "and which 
is responsible for the control of 
the materials at the College, sug- 
gested to the President that the 
new facilities be provided to house 
new equipment which is being 
procurred for atomic research.

Hans V. Bohi, a 
milling chemistry senior from 
Burglen, Switzerland, came here 
to attend school this summer and 
brought his car along. 

The automobile, however, Ib not 
a Swiss model, but a small, ex- 
pensive, English-made Jaguar. 
The car Is built extremely low, 
and gives an appearance of power. 
According, to Bohi, it is driven by 
a 125 horsepower engine, and will 
travel 100 miles an hour. He gets 
about 15 miles to the gallon of 
gas, he says.

Family Own* Milling Firm 

Bohi attended Kansas State 
from December of 1946 to Decem- 
ber, 194 6. He is president of a 
milling firm In Burglen, which his 
family owns, and he sayB he will 
not be able to stay away from Ijjs 
job longer than this summer ses- 
sion. Burglen is a Bmatl city of 
2,000, located 40 miles east of 
Zurich in the state of Thurgau. 

Although there are a few mill- 
ing schools in Europe, Bohi be- 
lieves that Kansas State Is the best 
place to go to get the proper 
knowledge of the milling industry. 
The greatest change be observed 
( here on the campus since he left 
In 1946 is the construction of the 
various new buildings. 

The Queen Elizabeth will carry 
Bohi back to Switzerland. He will 
leave New York August 20. He 
sailed to New York on the Caronia, 
a Cunard White Star liner. 

Unique HwIsh Typewriter

Sale of commercial time began 
this week on Station KSDB, the 
Tadio section's , Btudent-operated 
wired-wireless unit. 

Initial sponsored broadcasts 
were play-by-play accounts of the 
Manhattan Travelers' A. B. L. A.

The. station, which operates on 
an assigned frequency of 560 kilo- 
cycles, will broadcast nightly, 
Monday through Friday, from six 
to ten, or until the end of a hall 
game, during the summer. Spe- 
cial Saturday and Sunday broad- 
casts are scheduled for ball games. 
KSDB Is heard throughout the 
city.

Recurrent rains here have es- 
tablished a definite problem for 
the engineers on the new field- 
house, according to C. R. Cur- 
rance, construction superintendent 
for the Bennett Costruction com- 
pany. The local water table has 
raised, he said, and as a result 
difficulties are being encountered 
in construction of the piers which 
will support the building. How- 
ever, there has not been any slow- 
down on the project because of the 
rain and concrete is being poured 
pretty much on schedule. 

Despite the rains and a strike 
which lasted two weeks, the con- 
struction company has excavated 
40 round pier holes and 12 of the 
large main piers. All of the email 
pierB have been filled with con- 
crete and six of the large piers 
have been cemented. Up to yes- 
terday approximately 550 yards of 
concrete had been poured in the 
foundation. TMb is one tenth of 
the total amount of concrete that 
will be used in the completed 
uildlng. 



Carpenters Stage Strike

by carpenters on the job, stopped 
all construction for two weeks, but 
Currance said he doubted that the 
two-week stoppage would ma 
terially affect the completion date 
on the job. The building is due 
to be finished In January, 1951 
However, the Bennett company 
expectB to have the main field 
house finished and ready for the 
start of the 1950-51 basketball 
season, Currance said.

May Get Rating as 
First Class City; 
Up to Commission 

Official population for the city 
of Manhatan Is 15.132, according 
to city clerk Will Ratcllff. This 
figure includes only students who 
are legal residents of Manhattan. 
A population of 15,000 is neces- 
sary in order to become a first 
class city. 

Becoming a first class city is not 
automatic, however. A city can 
become first class only by the ac- 
tion of its governing board. One 
of the advantages of being a first 
class city is that one more mill of 
taxation can he levied than if the 
city were to remain second class. 

First class cities have broader 
jurisdictional powers. Manhattan 
would be able to set up an ex- 
tensive civil service organization 
for both the police and fire depart- 
ments.

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Who ts to be blamed when a student flunks a course in 
college? Probably there Is not one substantial reason which 
would answer all of the cases. 

However, if more students dropped in at the Counseling 
bureau there would be a tremendous decrease In the num- 
ber of misfits in some of the curriculums. In the Journalism 
curriculum there are a couple of the best potential physical 
scientists in the entire school. They think that they want 
to be journalists, so they'll suffer Indignity and low grades 
and never really be happy— just so they may be journalists. 

Then, too, over In the School of Kngineerlng there ts a 
student who is studying civil engineering because his 
uncle built it covered bridge hack In the IHOff's. Now his 
whole family lu.s a natural aptitude for engineering. 
He il undoubtedly make a name for himself as a plumber's 
helper, but we can't print the sort of name that's been 
miliar on him. 

Yes, we can see where Dean Woolf and his battery of 
tests and devices not only could be, but In many instances 
are, the best thing that has ever hit the campus. However 
Dean Woolf has neglected one side of this testing business 
—or so it would seem. According to his tests a student's 
aptitudes stick out ail over him like a full-blown case of 
measles. Don't professors have aptitudes— or lack of apti- 
tudes, though f 

Unless a man who Is hired as a professor has certain 
natural aptitudes for teaching it would seem to be a betrayal 
of the trust of the people of Kansas to employ that individ- 
ual. The old axiom, "Those who can, do; those who can't, 
teach," Beems to be pretty much out of place in the teach- 
ing profession. 

There Is no doubt, thut many of the flunks which are 
dished out In colleges are the direct result of too many 
fuses of intellectual misfits teaching college classes. For 
example, there's the economies professor who automatic- 
ally drops the student's grade one letter if the student 
turns In a grade card. There's the engineering professor 
who brags on the first day of class that, "one half of you 
poor fools will drop this course and only a half of those 
who are left will pass.* 

One of our professors mentioned recently that, according 
to the American Council on Education, any examination In 
which more than one fourth of the class fails to pass, the 
examination Is invalid and should not be recorded in grade 
books. We have personally seen this rule violated several 
times and know any number of students who claim that it 
w never carried out at all, despite the fact that better than 
sixty percent of the students flunk some exams. 

Maybe we'd better check up just a little bit before we de- 
cide exactly who the fools are who can't pass examinations 
in colleges. Too, maybe we'd better check up on why they 
don't pass the examg. — B. C,

New $200,000 Small Animal Lab c °"*9 e Gels 
Completed; Research Has Started ™ Proiector 



Small animals and equipment 
for experimental work are being 
moved into the new small animal 
research laboratory on the north- 
west corner of the campus. "Oper- 
ation movement," the professors 
call It, will be completed in several 
WBeks. 

This is the first building that 
the agricultural experiment sta- 
tion has had since 1941 when fire 
destroyed the "Old North Bar- 
racks" before some 5,000 guests 
of Engineer's Open House on 
March 15. 

The state legislature appropri- 
ated $100,000 for the building be- 
fore the war. Final costs ap- 
proached $200,000. 

The native limestone laboratory 
has two floors and a basement 
It is the only building on the cam- 
pus to have glazed tile interior 
walls. The building is partially 
air conditioned and has a special 
incinerator to dispose of dead ani- 
mals. 

The laboratory will be used for J 
experiments in genetics, nutri- 
tions, parasitology, endocrinology] 
and bacteriology. "Each of the 1 
phases of research will be per- 
formed separately and will be 
under the supervision of special- 
ists in each field," R. r. Throck- 
morton, station director, said. 

Guinea Tigs Moved First 

First animals In the new build- 
ing were guinea pigs of Dr. H. L. 
Ibsen, of the animal husbandry 
department, who Ib doing experi- 
mental work In genetics. He lost 
1500 guinea pigs in the '41 fire. 
He now has 500 in apartment style 
cages. Dr. Ibsen is experimenting 
with cross breeding to study the 
inheritance of food utilization 
characteristics and with inbreed- 
ing to Btudy characteristics that 
breed true. He is also working 
on tests to determine the minimum 
nutritional requirements Tor the 
existence of animals. 

Dr. Beulah D. Westerman, pro- 
fessor of foods and nutritions, 1b 
using albino rats in experiments. 
"They react nutritionally the same 
as people." she said. She will 
direct experiments to determine 
the amount of digestive protein 
available in different foods. 

The bacteriology department 
■will study methods of diagnosing 
poultry diseases, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Leland D. Bushnell. 
"Research on Newcastle disease 
will be stressed," Dr. Bushnell 
said. "Later we may ubo rabbits, 
sheep and other types of small 
animals," he concluded. 

Not Enough Space 

Dean E. E. Leasure, School of 
Veterinary Medicine, said only a 
portion of their rat colony can go 
Into space allotted In the new 
building. The veterinary medicine 
school will use rats In the study 
of animal diseases and their treat- 
ment. 

Dr. H. T. Gier, zoology depart- 
ment, and Dr. W. M. McLeod, 
veterinary medicine, -will study dog 
embryology. Gler said Information 
obtained will apply largely to ani- 
malB used for human food. 

Dr. J. E. Ackert of the zoology 
department will conduct research 
on parasites, using rabbits and 
chickens for experimental animals. 

Dr. E. H. Herrlck, of the zoology 
department, will conduct experi- 
ments with chickens on sex hor-

After considerable delay, a new 
television film projector was fin- 
ally delivered to the College, ac- 
cording to William R. Ford of the 
electrical engineering department. 
The projector was ordered more 
.than two years ago. 

The 16 millimeter General Elec- 
tric film projector is equipped to 
project sound motion pictures and 
Blides. "It Is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the College's television 
equipment," Ford says. 

A series of programs utilizing 
the new projector is planned for 
next fall when the College begins 
regular television broadcasts. Fed- 
eral requirements for licensing and 
licensed operators have been met, 
but a definite date for beginning 
the broadcasts has not been set. 
College teleyislon has met with 
considerable difficulty in obtain- 
ing the scarce and expensive equip- 
ment.

Mere refusal, 
under the new 14V, carries a fine 
of $10,000 or imprisonment of not 
more than ten years or both. 

In effect persons avow that they 
do not belong to any subversive 
organization which advocates 
overthrow of the government by 
force. ,

President Elsenhower's oath 
with affixed signature will be filed 
With the Secretary of State. Oaths 
for unclassified employees, faculty 
members, and students who work 
part time are to be forwarded 
through the office of the deans to 
the president's office. Oaths for 
classified employees including 
temporary and emergency ap- 
pointees will be forwarded through 
the office of the deans direct to 
the Comptroller's office. The 
Comptroller will retain one copy 
and forward the first copy to the 
State Civil Service department for 
official filing. 

Introduced In the legislature as 
Senate Bill 325 the purpose of the 
bill is to curb subversive activities, 
and provide penalties for viola- 
tions.

Contained in Latest Government Form 



"Veteran students should study 
their latest notice of training Bta- 
tus. Form 7-S18B," announced 
Wendell R. Kerr, Veterans' ser- 
vice offieer at the College. "This 
form contains all the latest infor- 
mation the student needs in order 
to understand his training status." 

This notice is issued to veterans 
attending school on Public Law 
346, endorsing them into training. 
It is their accumulative record. 
There were 1,163 enroled here for 
the summer session, plu£ 189 vet- 
erans on P. L. 16, Kerr said. 

Monthly Check First 

Kerr pointed out that most stu- 
dents only look to see what will be 
the amount of their monthly check. 
In addition, each veteran should 
check the correct spelling of his 
name, service number, claim num- 
ber, family status, entitlement, the 
beginning and ending dates of en- 
rolment, the service officer said. 

At the upper right corner of the 
form Is a code labeled "Status 
Change" which is sub-headed in- 
to two columns, "Changes" and 
"Reasons." After "changes" ap- 
pear letters A through H, with 
identifying words beside each let- 
ter. Following "reasons" are 
numbers 1 to 15, with appropriate 
phrases after each. By referring to 
this code, students may determine 
their exact Btatus.

The common drivers license will 
cost one dollar and will be good 
for the usual two years. The 
chauffeur's license wilt cost three* 
dollars and will be good for the 
same two year period. A picture 
will no longer be required on the 
chauffeur's license. 

Drivers who have never had a 
license will be required to take a 
drivers test and a physical. Per- 
sons who have passed the drivers 
training course in high school will 
be exempt from this test.

Dean Appeals for 
Women's Housing 

An appeal to the people of Man- 
hattan for women's housing has 
been made by Dr. Maurice 
Woolf, dean of students. Doctor 
Woolf said there is a serious lack 
of housing for women at Kansas 
State for the fall term. 

The dean aaid a check just com- 
pleted of all available women's 
housing in Manhattan shows more 
than 160 women requesting ad- 
mission to the College next fall 
with no housing available for 
them. Another 150 women are 
expected to request housing and 
admission by August, Woolf said. 

The dean of students said the 
housing shortage at Kansas State 
is cutting off opportunity for edu- 
cation of many Kansas girls. He 
said the proposed women's resi- 
dence hall, to be started in the 
near future, will accommodate 
only one-half of the prospective 
women students wanting quarters 
in Manhattan. The building will 
not be finished this year, he 
pointed out. 

Hours Announced 
For College Women 

Miss Helen Moore, dean of wo- 
men, has announced that the fol- 
lowing hours must be observed by 
college women during the summer 
school session: Week nights, 11 
p„ m.; Friday and Saturdays. 1 
a. m.; Sunday nights, 11 p. m. 
No special privileges are granted 
during the summer sesssion. 

All organized student groups 
planning social functions must hie 
for a social permit at the office of 
the Dean of Women 48 hours in 
advance of the social function. 
They should know the time, place, 
and date of the proposed social 
function. Arrangements must be 
made for one responsible couple 
or two faculty members to be pres- 
ent at the meeting to act as chape- 
rons. Failure to get permits or 
late permits are reported to the 
Student Council. •

The board wilt be composed of 
business men, college students, 
faculty, tenants, landlords, and 
other parties having a direct in- 
terest in housing matters. 

The duty of the board will be 
to advise on decisions, not make 
rulings, Arthur emphasized, in all 
cases. 

"I look for better relations 
throughout the entire Rental 
strata, with the lifting of these 
controls," Arthur said. 

Voicing a similar opinion as to 
the merits of landlords in tbe mat- 
ter of rent controls, Lnd Fiser, 
manager of the local Chamber of 
Commerce, said, "I hope that the 
landlords will act in such a way 
as to deserve a vote of confidence 
by the people of Manhattan." 



The housing situation at K-State 
will not be materially affected, 
according to A. Thornton Ed- 
wards, director of housing at the 
College. Lifting of rent controls 
will not affect rent for married 
veterans living in college-owned 
units. Edwards stated, but we can- 
not say what the effect will be on 
off-tbe-campus rooms for students. 

Among students interviewed 
concerning the coming rent con- 
trol removal, the majority of them 
did not think that their landlords 
would raise their rent.

At a recent meeting of the Prop- 
erty Owner's association, there 
were delegates representing people 
residing in rental units. Their 
principal opposition to the cessa- 
tion of rent controls was fear that 
rents would shoot skyward with 
the removal of restrictions. 

There are several rental units 
"which will become available with 
rent lids off, added Arthur. Land- 
lords are hesitant to rent to 
people with children, because if 
the children do not adapt them- 
selves to apartment life, and be- 
come destructive instead, the land- 
lord has no recourse under the 
present control system. 

After July 31, landlords will be 
more willing to rent to people 
-with children, since the tenants 
•will be subject to eviction if they 
do not live up to the terms of their 
lease. 

In addition, commented Arthur, 
there will be an increase in re- 
modeling and refurnishing of 
present rental properties. . This 
■will all come about because there 
•will be more incentive, both fi- 
nancially and mentally, for all con- 
cerned. 

With an eye toward the possible 
result of the financial switch. 
Arthur said, "I don't believe that 
there will be much buying of uu- 
. necessary articles by tenants which 
might tend to lessen the money in 
circulation, but this will definitely 
be countered by the increased ex- 
penditures by landlords in improv- 
ing rental facilities." 

The Manhattan Real Estate 
hoard is also in favor of the pro- 
posed changes, Arthur commented, 
and they have pledged their fullest 
support of any measures which re- 
sult from the present plans. 

An advisory board, to be named 
by the city commissioners, will be 
set up to hear any cases which 
come up for settlement concern- 
ing any phase of rental difficulties 
between landlords and tenantB.

i*s residence hall are due at the 
State Business Manager's office in 
Topeka this Tuesday, it was an- 
nounced by R, F. Gingrich, super- 
intendent of building and main- 
tenance. 

Contractors are now studying 
plans and figuring estimate costs. 
Site for the hall will be southwest 
of Van Zile hall and will accom- 
modate 213 women students. "The 
resident hall will probably cost 
more than the $500,000 appro- 
priated," announced R. A. Seaton, 
expedltor of college building, "but 
the College will be authorised to 
Issue bonds to help finance con- 
struction. Present plans are for 
another dorm unit the same size." 

Construction of the one-story 
47x77 foot engineering lecture 
room will be underway by July 15, 
Gingrich announced. Site for the 
auditorium will be directly behind 
•the present engineering building. 
Allotments totaling $49,000 have 
been received from maintenance 
funds and receipts. "It will take 
all of that to put the building into 
shape." said A. R. Jones, College 
comptroller. 

9515,000 A&H Building 
Prof. Paul Welgel, head of the 
Department of Architecture, has 
announced that preliminary draw- 
ings for a $515,000*arts and sci- 
ences building are now being made 
by the department staff. Working 
plans should be completed by next 
winter, he said. Plans include a 
two-story, native limestone build- 



ing with full basement, 28 class- 
rooms, 36 offices for instructors, 
and an office for the arts and sci- 
ences dean. Preliminary stakes 
have been driven in the proposed 
area between Anderson hall and 
Illustrations building. 

Also on the building agenda is 
the $500,000 addition to the engi- 
neering building and a $655,000 
connecting wing between east and 
west Waters halls. 

The addition to the engineering 
building will provide 34 labora- 
tories and drafting rooms, eight 
recitation rooms, and 35 offices. 
Weigel said. A connecting wing 
between the two Waters balls will 
provide 35 offices, one bulletin 
and mailing room, 12 laboratory 
and testing rooms, one drafting 
room, and three classrooms. Topo- 
graphic surveys are being made 
on both proposed sites. 



The small animals laboratory 
his just been completed at a coBt 
of some $200,000. Completion of 
the vocational agricultural shops 
with equipment tallied a bill of 
$24,000. Scheduled to be com- 
pleted and equipped in September 
is the $4 7,500 addition to the 
chemical engineering building 
which 1b to be a laboratory for 
chemical experiments. 



Funds totaling $95,000 for a 
1000 horsepower steam boiler were 
granted by the 1949 legislature.

"Work on the field house is 
progressing reasonably well, al- 
though it was slowed down awhile 
by the strike. It doesn't look as 
if much has been accomplished, 
because .all the work has been be- 
low ground-level, on foundationb, 
so far," said Seaton.

If you're one of those veteran 
students with a paycheck snarl-up 
— a delayed check or a partial- 
payment check — it's probably be- 
cause the Veterans Administration 
didn't know you were going to 
summer school. That's the word 
from Jerry Varner of the Veterans' 
Guidance center. 

Varner said the most likely 
theory for check troubles was that 
the dlsbui-Bal office In Kaasas City 
got a voucher for leave pay before 
notice of registration for summer 
school was received. 

Veterans who received a full 
check for May, Varner said, were 
paid for 29 days' schooling i and 
two days' leave. Veterans who 
received a check for $32.50, 
$46.50, or $62.00. depending on 
their status, were paid for thirteen 
days' additional leave — apparently 
without the V. A. knowing they 
were in summer BChooL 

Varner said that in cases of 
partial payment, a supplemental 
check would probably be sent with- 
in the next fifteen days or included 
with the regular July check. 

He added that it would he ad- 
visable for all veteran students to 
read their status sheet very care- 
fully.

Censorship? 

In the last issue of the Collegian we had the nerve to pub- 
lish a picture on the front page showjng a messy situation 
in Fair-child hall. We use the phrase had the nerve because 
that apparently is the opinion of faculty members in the 
Department of Entomology. After all, they had phoned the 
Coilegian photographer at home and forbade publication of 
the picture, or of any information about their department 
i without the written approval of Dr. Roger C. Smith, head 
of the department, (it is worthy of note here that Dr. and 
Mrs. Smith were on the West Coast enjoying the first vaca- 
tion which they have had in eight years when this issue 
came up.) 

Thursday monilug, the day the Collegian was distrib- 
uted, Dr. Parker, acting head of the department, came to 
the Collegian offkw and accused us of dirty journalism. 
We sincerely deny that publication of the truth constitutes 
tlirty journalism and we wholeheartedly resent the charge. 
l*r. Parker was asked to submit a letter to the editor, but 
did not do so. 

I Friday afternoon Dr. Dahm, also of the Department of 
Entomology, expressed his opinion of the matter to a mem- 
bpr of the editorial staff of the Collegian. Dr. Dahm de- 
manded that the Collegian be submitted for censorship. 
T,his was the second demand for censorship which has come 
from the entomologists. 

It is a long established College rule that there bs no 
censorship of student publications. On the eve of his retire- 

3ent in 1943 President Farrell emphasized the importance 
a free student press in a speech at the Student Publica- 
tions Recognition Banquet. To date President Eisenhower 
hsis not shown any inclination toward censorship of the 
Collegian. He has refused censorship on several occasions, 
according to rumors in Kedzie hall. 

'Censorship is not an American institution. If we as 
American citizens demand our constitutional right of a free 
press, how then can we demand censorship of a collegiate 
mess which is training tomorrow's editors? Dr. Dahm 
said that at the University of Illinois the student paper is 
submitted to the faculty for approval prior to publication. 
We are very thankful that we are studying journalism in a 
school which respects our democratic rights — a school which 
ajso respects our judgments and a school which backs us to 
the limit in following good journalistic practices. 

Maybe we Are muck rakers, but we have not yet started 
o compromise the truth. We do not Intend to ever be 
illmled by it "higher* authority. As journalists we shall 
remiss iu our duties and obligations when we cense 
present the farts of any situation which Is sincerely 
*lleved by us to be Imp roper. * 
'We have no comment to make now other than to point 
out that at 1: ID p. in. last Thursday Dr. Dahm. of the ento- 
mology department, took a requisition to the B. and R. de- 
partment for the removal of the junk In the basement 
corridor. That is all that interested us. — B. C. 



Stockmen Apply 
Research Results 

Nearly every livestock operation 
performed in Kansas this year will 
be effected by Kansas State col- 
lege research. Wayne Rogler. 
stockman and director of the Kan- 
sas Agricultural Council on Re- 
search and Education, told of- 
ficials and guests •ih.it in a speech 
read by Dr. A. D. Weber at the 
formal dedication ceremony of the 
small animals research laboratory 
here last Friday. 

"Taxpayer*." he said, "are get- 
ting a remarkable return from 
their Iu vestment in agricultural 
research." 

Livestock men. adopting new 
feeding or management procedure 
often do not realize they are put- 
ting research results to practical 
use. As a representative of the 
livestock industry, Rogler said, 
"We are grateful for the College's 
contribution to the industry. We 
pledge our continued support of Its 
research program." 

President Milton Eisenhower 
thanked the legislature, the gov- 
ernor and all the people of Kansas ] 
for the appropriation for the small 
animals research lab. He formally 
dedicated the building "to more 
and better research at Kansas 
State college to bring more bene- 
fits to the people of Kansas," 

The research ^laboratory will he 
used to study genetics, diseases, 
nutrition, and parasitology. 

It was constructed of native 
li in est one at an approximate cost 
of ^200.000.

Materials useful for engineering 
construction in Ellis, Rooks and 
Norton counties have been classi- 
fied and published in circulars, 
according to Dr. Frank E. Byrne, 
author of the circulars.

Davis Writes 
Kansas Article 

Says Pocket-book 
Won in Liquor Act 

Kenneth S. Davis, assistant to 
President Milton S. Eisenhower 
on UNESCO matters and author 
of "Soldier of Democracy," is the 
author of an article In the June 
26 lBsue of the New York Times 
magazine. 

"That Strtinge State of Mind 
Called Kansas" appears on page 
13 and is illustrated with a paint- 
ing, "The Line Storm" by John 
Steuart Curry and "Carrie Na- 
tion's Temperance Crusade", a 
popular cartoon of 1901. 

Mr. Davis points out that Puri- 
tanism \ost another hold in Kan- 
sas in the recent legislative liquor 
/control act. The author says, "The 
pocketbook triumphed over the 
BenBe of sin." 

Davis's thesis is that Kansas 
really has three quite different 
physical divisions: the limestone 
hills of eastern Kansas; the low 
plains of central Kansas; and the 
high plains area of western Kan- 
sas. The writer observes that each 
of these three "Kansases" were 
settled by peoples having "alien 
and antagonistic cultures." Davis 
contends that lt was the tension 
between these groups that made 
the Kansas giants of yesterday 
such as John Brown, John J. 
Ingalls. Sockless Jerry Simpson, 
Ed Howe and William Allen White, 
to name a few. 

Now Davis sees another Kansas 
trend In the recent battle over the 
liquor issue and in the fact that 
KansaB, a state known for its iso- 
lationism, is now taking an active 
intereBt In foreign affairs. It is his 
opinion that a lull has passed and 
soon Kansas may once again be 
the state of colorful giants and 
national leaders.

Craig, 39. served four years with 
the 80th U. S. Infantry Division In 
General George Patton'B hard-hit- 
ting Third Army.

Business to Decline 
Until Purchasers 
Can Buy for Less 

Continued downward trends in 
general business conditions were 
forecast by College economists in 
their monthly predictions of the 
agricultural situation for July. 

These predictions were made by 
members of the economics and 
sociology staff and College exten- 
sion workers in their July meeting. 

The Federal Reserve Board's 
authority to increase bank reserves 
and to require down payments for 
many consumer articles are not be- 
ing used. Steel production is be- 
low 85 percent of capacity and 
likely to decrease further by mid- 
summer. Unemployment (non- 
farm) Is increasing. Volume of 
business, prices, and profits show 
little inclination to improve. 

The K-State economists point to 
all these downward trends to show 
?'that business activity will con- 
tinue to weaken, unless the con- 
sumer can make purchases at 
Jpwer prices." 

*0n prices for farm products 
during July, they predict wheat 
prices will remain near present 
levels early in the in Girth and ad- 
vance slightly later. They also 
expect slightly higher prices for 
corn, grain sorghum, choice grades 
Of cattle, hogs, and eggs. Prices 
for cows and medium to common 
ratios of slaughter cattle are ex 
pected to go lower during July. 

The economists predict steady 
prices in July for oats, barley, 
dairy products, and turkeys.

It does not 
cover the expenses of a family, 
but when the student is accom- 
panied by dependents, the subsis- 
tence rate will be somewhat high- 
er. 

Veterans are eligible for the 
scholarships, and can receive both 
benefits under the GI Bill as well 
as under the Fulbright act.

Bicycle Riders 
Need License 

Applications Due 
By Next Monday 

All students, faculty, and Col- 
lege personnel who ride a bicycle 
j in the city of Manhattan must con- 
form with requirements of the 
new city ordinance, Clrnt Bolte. 
chief of police, announced today. 

Applications for the bicycle li- 
cense must be made in the police 
department office before the dead- 
line date July 15, Bolte said. 

Blanks which require the signa- 
ture of the parent in caBe the rider 
is of minor age, require informa- 
tion concerning the color, make, 
model, and serial number of the 
bicycle. 

Ordinance Requires 

The new licenses are required 
under a city ordinance which went 
into effect July 1. The ordinance 
also requires that the rider have 
permanently installed on the bi- 
cycle a bell or born, a white light, 
for tbe front and a red light or 
reflector for the rear of the bi- 
cycle, before a license can be is- 
sued. 

Riding on sidewalks is prohib- 
ited by the ordinance except where 



there are no pedestrians or only 
an occasional one. In any case 
the rider shall not pass the pe- 
destrian at a speed in excess of six 
miles per hour and shall give 
notice of approach with the sound- 
ing, of the bell or horn. Further, 
the rider shall dismount if neces- 
sary to protect small children or 
elderly people. 

City Provides Parking 

Bicycles must be parked in racks 
provided by the city In business 
districts and on the curb in resi- 
dential districts. At 'no tme will 
bicycles be parked on city side- 
walks. 

Violation of the ordinance pro- 
vides . for suspension of riding 
privileges or a fine not to exceed 
$10 or both.

Approximately 
325 gallons of milk are produced 
each day, Joe Wallace, herds- 
man, said that earlier in the 
spring the same number of cows 
produced about 380 gallons of 
milk.

College to 
Irrigation Research 

The irrigation research program 
of Kansas State college at the Oar- 
den City branch experiment sta- 
tion will be expanded daring the 

next year, R. I. Throckmorton, di- 
rector of the experiment station, 
announced recently. 

Throckmorton said 80 acres of 
land are now available to study 
methods and rates of applying 
water to various land slopes and 
soil types. The effect of irrigation 
water on the physical and chem- 
ical properties of soIIb and on plant 
growth also will be studied. 

Pasture irrigation is another 
phase of the Garden City research 
program to be developed, Throck- 
morton said. The College hopes 
to develop well balanced and di- 
versified programs for irrigated 
farms. 

"We want to find the duties of 
water and how to make the moat 
economical use of it," Throck- 
morton said.

Referring again to the Bpdrt 
fans who like their hot 'dogs plain, 
pure and not necessarily pedigreed, 
the author says: "These old-timerB 
feel that modern distortions like 
the Patty-Frank, a new kind of 
hot dog shaped like a hamburger, 
are pure heresy, and they loathe 
•the Hollywood restaurateur who 
is reported to have listed on his 
menu a hot dog covered withl' 
caviar." 

The hot dog owes Its name to 
the fact that a prominent cartoon- 
isjLCouldn't spell very well the day 
i'LTiiade its debut around the turn 
of the century, according to the 
article. At the time, the frank- 
furters were being hawked as 
"dachshund sausages," hut the 
cartoonist, discovering he couldn't 
spell the first word, settled on the 
phrase "hot-dog" for hfs caption — 
and the name stuck. 

As for the "mystery" inside a 
hot dog, the author sa+-s: "In 
America ... all of them more 
than likely contain beef, pork, salt, 
sugar, spices, sodium nitrate, aud 
sodium nitrite. The proportion of 
beef to pork is about sixty-forty. 
Some manufacturers . . . turn out 
an all-beef product, others add 
veal or cereal to the basic mix- 
ture." 

There are, of course, certain 
places which try to "put on the 
dog" wi-th the everyday frank- 
furter. "St. Louis Is the home of 
the pedigreed hot dog," the author 
reports, "which consists of a mus- 
tard-covered frank wrapped in 
bacon, cheese, and relish, and 
served in a cardboard dog house." 
At New York's swank Twenty-One 
Club, they call them "sausage gas- 
tronome," cook them in a special 
wine sauce aud serve with mashed 
potatoes for $2.50. The Stork 
Club garnishes them with Alsatian- 
type sauerkraut, heavily spiced 
with clove and clothes them dis- 
creetly in pink, paper panties like 
those usually seen on lamb chops.

Enrolment Figures 
Give Edge to Males 

Kansas State college offi- 
cial summer school enrol- 
ment figures have been re- 
leased by Richard C. Maloney, 
College registrar. According to 
Maloney's figures there are more 
than three men enroled for each 
woman. The total number of 
undergraduate men registered for 
the summer session is 1,429, while 
the women number 381. 

In tbe male enrolment figure 
the seniors lead the list with 635 
students, the juniors following 
with 482. The sophomores and 
freshmen have enroled 1S7 and 
116 respectively. 

Maloney reveals that the women 
-Enrolment is just the opposite of 
that of the men, with the fresh- 
men having the most students, 
113. The sophomoreB follow the 
freshmen with 94, and the juniors 
and seniors have 89 and 79 re- 
spectively. 

By schools, Maloney reveals the 
School of Arts and Science has the 
largest number of students with 
487 men and 257 women. The 
School of Engineering and Archi- 
tecture enroled 680 men, the larg- 
est male figure, and three women. 
The School of Agriculture has 270 
men and one woman, while the 
School of Home Economics enroled 
120 women and two men. 

Also included in the final enrol- 
ment figures were 312 men and 
131 women in the graduate school. 
Seven students are registered in 
absentia at the school. Total en- 
rolment figures for the summer 
session reached 2,238 students, ac- 
cording to the official count. 



Women's Dorm 

Huff Low Bidder 

Results of Tuesday's bidding for 
the contract for construction of 
the new women's residence hall 
showed Huff Brothers, Fort Scott, 
Kan., as the apparent low bidders.

Last fall at the Student Planning conference, committee 
members discussed the advisability of having one large 
commencement exercise each year, to Include members of 
the three classes, Tall, spring, and summer.

Foreign Journal 
Honors -Dr. Guhl 



Research work by Dr. A. M. 
Guhl of the zoology department 
has received recognitlou by two 
European publications. 

The April 8 issue of Der 
Guriugelhof, a poultry magazine 
published in Bern, Switzerland, 
carried a four-page article on 
Gnhl's experiments and observa- 
tions of the social behavior of 
henB. Four pictures or baby chicks 
and full-^rown chickens in his ex- 
perimental flock are included in 
the Swiss publication. 

A second scientific article on 
GuhTs work with poultry was pub- 
lished In Behavior, an Interna- 
tional journal of comparative 
ethology published in Laiden, Hol- 
land. The Dutch publication re- 
ports part of the research Guhl 
did at the Kansas Agricultural Ex- 
periment station on heterosexual 
dominance and mating Itehavlor in 
chickens. This study was supported 
in part by the committee on prob- 
lems In sex of the Natioual Re- 
search Council. 

Dr. Guhl is acting head of the 
zoology department while Dr. D. 
J. Am eel is doing research on 
parasitic flatworms at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Biological sta- 
tion, at Sheboygan, Mich., this 
summer.

Living Casts Less in Bangkok 

Foreign Student Here on Scholarship; 
Plant to Open Homo Ee School in Siam

Yes, a family of seven can live 
easily on a dollar a day — that is, 
if you take that family to Siam. 
This statement was made by Miss 
Davirashni Dhanagom of Bangkok, 
Slam, when she recently arrived 
to enrol as a graduate student in 
the School of Home Economics. 

The reason a family can live 
this cheaply in Siam is because it 
is a small agricultural country 
raising its own food. Siamese 
people often eat rice three times 
a day, and they have lots of fresh 
water fish. American money will 
also buy much more in Siam than 
it will here. Miss Dhanagom Baid 
that a fountain pen manufactured 
In the United States can be pur- 
chased for less in Slam than in 
our own country where it was 
made. 

In case you're wondering how 
to pronounce Miss Dhanagom s 
long name, pronounce It as if it 
were spelled, "Tawee-resamie 
Tauakom". She prefers the nick- 
name. "Tawee", which makeB 
things easier Tor her friends and 
teachers. 

Traveled by Plane 

Miss Dhanagom left Siam April 
24 by plane and arrived in Wash- 
ington. D. C, April 27. En route 
she did sightseeing at Karachi, 
India: Damascus, Syria; Geneva. 
Switzerland; and the Azores. Sh» 
spent oue week sightseeing In out- 
capital city comparing it to Bang- 
kok, the capital of Siam, with only 
800,000 population. The 'entire 
population of this little conutry 
between Burma and Indo-China is 
only 18 million. Siam is only a 
fraction of the size of Texas. 

With 20 other Siamese students, 
Miss Dhanagom was sent to Ann 
Arbor, Mich., for an orientation 
course- giving a general introduc- 
tion to the American way of life. 
This orientation course lasts for 
eight weeks, but she was forced 
to leave after four weeks in order 
to arrive here in time for summer 
school. J

Trimm Sketches, 
Photographs Wildlife 

H. W. Trimm, graduate assis- 
tant in tbe zoology department, 
■has added a coyote pup to his col- 
lection of animals. The pup is 
being studied to obtain informa- 
tion for ■ a children's book which 
be and his wife are planning to 
.write. 

Trimm makes sketches and 
takes photographs of the pup every 
■week to show physical changes 
that occur in a coyote as it ma- 
tures. The pup was taken from a 
den near Parkervllle. 

, Blue Heron Study 

A gitudy of a blue heron has 
been made by Trimm, also. The 
young bird was sketched and 
photographed regularly, to record 
the changes in feathering and the 
various natural poses at different 
stages of maturity. 

The bird died recently from a 
maggot-infected wound. Trimm, 
who does his own taxidermy, will 
stuff and mount the heron and 
add It to his specimen collection. 
Prof. M. J. Harbaugh found the 
bird on a zoology field trip at Deep 
creek. 

Another activity of Trimm 's is 
reproducing the common fish of 
Kansas for the museum in Fair- 
child hall. The reproductions are 
made of plaster of paris and then 
painted identifying colors. Im- 
pressions of the fish are made by 
pressing the fish into oil clay, then 
plaster of paris is poured into the 
impression. The reproductions are 
hand painted with water colors. 

Skinned and Stuffed 

Larger fish will be skinned and 
Stuffed for display. Specimens of 
fish are welcomed by Trimm, and 
due recognition will be given the 
contributors. Trimm has had pre- 
vious experience in this kind of 
work at other museums. 

The display of these reproduc- 
tions and mounted fish will be 
for study.

SeniorJFinals Here 
May Be Cancelled 

New Ruling Affects All Degree Candidates; 
Examinations Optional with Instructors 

Graduating seniors and other candidates for degrees at 
the August 6 commencement may be excused from final 
examinations at the option of the instructors, according to 
A. L. Pugsley, Director of the Summer School. 

Each instructor will take 
into consideration the policy 
of hiB department and school. 
Basis for leaving the decision 
with Instructors is an action by 
the General Faculty May 26. 

The resolution passed by the 
General Faculty reads: (I) That 
the examination period for candi- 
dates for degrees [q the subsequent 
commencement shall be abolished; 
(2) That candidates for degrees 
be required to attend classes up 
to the beginning of the College, 
final examination period: and (3) 
That each Instructor will deter- 
mine the manner in which his stu- 
dents who are candidates for de- 
grees shall complete their work In 
his course. 

No Scheduled Period 

Rome speculation as to whether 
students receiving degrees are ex- 
cused from final examinations or 
whether they still have to take 
them arose after meetings of both 
the College Advisory council and 
the General Faculty. The College 
Advisory council recommended the 
senior examination period be abol- 
ished. This was interpreted by 
the Council of Deans to mean 
abolishing of final examinations 
Tor candidates for degrees, whereas 
actually the College Advisory coun- 
cil had intended only the elimina- 
tion or the scheduled period, leav- 
ing the option of whether there 
should be a final for the candidates 
for degrees to the instructor. How- 
ever, on reaching the General Fac- 
ulty the matter was clarified and 
the latter view prevailed. Students 
who are not candidates for degrees 
may not be excused from final 
examinations unless their semester 
grade is A, nor may students who 
are not candidates for degrees take 
their examinations early." 

Reason for Elimination 
Pugsley pointed out that one 
reason for elimination of the 
scheduled periods for finals for 
graduating seniors, and others re- 
ceiving degrees, was to prevent in- 
structors from looking upon the 
period as a time to give the final 
examination to an entire class, 
whether It contained seniors or 
underclassmen. The effect of this 
practice Is to cut one week of in- 
struction from the eighteen set 
aside for each semester, the dean 
explained. 

The Dean pointed out that the 
College calendar for this summer 
requires that all senior grades and 
grades for other candidates for 
degrees must be received In the 
office of the Registrar by 5 p. m. 
Monday, August 1. This leaves 
approximately one week during 
which he candidates for a degreo 
may either attend his regular 
classes or forget about them, and 
a part of that week his classmates 
will be taking finals. 



Grade Cards 

Grade cards for obtaining final 
grades for the summer session are 
now available to all P. L. 16 vet- 
erans, according to Jerry B. 
Varner, VA training officer. 

These cards are to be filled out 
by the veteran and left with the 
instructor. Final grades wfll be 
filled in by the instructor and 
mailed to the Guidance Center of- 
fice, to be recorded and forwarded 
to the regional office. 

P. L. 16 graduating seniors 
should go to the Guidance Center 
and sign their transportation forms 
if they wish transportation to 
either their homo or their job, fol- 
lowing graduation. 

All veterans under P. L. 16 who 
expect to he at Kansas State for 
the fall semester should sign then- 
application for leave for the period 
between the end of the summer 
session and the beginning of the 
fall semester. Those who do not 
sign for the leave will have their 
pay and records Interrupted.

Converting statistics into dollars will benefit Kansas State 
veteran students approximately one-half million dollars in 
dividend benefits from National Service Life insurance 
policies, according to two predictions made by veterans 

administration officials. First pay- 
ment of the dividend is scheduled 
for January. Officials believe that 
cheeks will be mailed at the rate 
of 200,000 per day. 

National officials have esti- 
mated that payments will average 
$175 a veteran. Locally, Wen- 
dell Kerr, K-State veterans ser- 
vice officer, has estimated that the 
enrolment of veterans here next 
year will pass the 3,000 mark. 

Apply in August 

Distribution of applications to 
be used to file for the dividend 
will begin next mouth, according 
to the VA. The three part post 
cards will he sent to post offices, 
hanks, VA branch offices, vet- 
erans organizations, and other out- 
lets'.

Owners who converted their 
policies into any of the six types 
of permanent insurance are likely 
to harvest proportionately larger 
dividend benefits than those who 
retained "term" insurance. 

Higher I'l t intum Benefit** 

Because of the higher premiums 
they have paid, veterans owning 
converted policies will collect 
more of the benefits, although a 
part of the increased premium 
builds up as savings. Lowest divi- 
dend checks will be paid to owners 
of fljOOO policies that have been 
in effect only three months. Ser- 
vice policies acquired since Janu- 
ary, 1948. are not eligible for the 
special dividend. 

Veterans administration of- 
I'iciH Is are still working on the pay 
scale rate and as yet have not in- 
dicated whether details of the 
scale will be releused when it is 
completed.

Action was taken by the Sum- 
mer school Student Council Mon- 
day night on suggestions placed by 
students in the suggestion hox in 
Anderson hall. 

Up for immediate action was a 
suggestion that pictures of stu- 
dents enroled in Summer school 
and who do not attend the regular 
sessions appear in the Royal 
Purple.

Setting: the Auditorium basement. 

Prof, Earl G. Hoover, mutter- 
ing something about "fair Is foul, 
and foul Is fair," was vigorously 
stirring a slimy-looking gray con- 
coction in a large bucket. It was 
paint. . . .destined, before tbe 
day's end, to adorn the Bet for 
"Jenny Kissed Me" (Friday; cur- 
tain at 8:16). 

He looked up and breathed a 
sigh of relief at the sight of an ex- 
cuse for quitting work. Namely, 
me and my litle notebook. "Aha," 
, he said, "the press. Well, 1 hard- 
ly know where to begin." But be- 
J gin he did, regaling me for a solid 
j hour with anecdotes about his six 
J years as director of the Kansas 
I State Players. 

Next fall, Hoover begins a 
year's sabbatical leave. He plans 
to spend it at Iowa University 
School of Drama. So the time for 
reminiscence was at hand. And 
Hoover, veteran director of 21 ma- 
jor K-State drama productions, in- 
cluding the current "Jenny", had 
some experiences worth recording. 

Here Since J 04* 

Hoover came to K-State In 
1943, when the funds available for 
drama were, as he puts It, "Infini- 
tesimal". His first task was to re- 
cruit some earnest, theater-mind- 
ed students and build, with their 
help, a complete set of baaic sets. 
Then, on a. $600 budget, the Play

tioiis, "Heaven Can Wait" and 
"The Man Who Came to Dinner", 
came into being amid much effort 
and . confusion. There was weep- 
ing, walling and gnashing of teeth, 
according to Hoover. 

"The draft board was disposing 
of all our male talent," Hoover 
said, "and 'The Man Who Came to 
Dinner' called for nineteen male 
characters. We revised nine of 
the minor roles so they could be 
played by girls." 

Men Lured for Cast j 
- But on the night of final dress 
rehearsal for "The Man," the 
Players were still short two men 
for brief appearances as convicts. 
The problem was solved when a 
pair of rough-looking characters 
were lured off the streets of Aggie- 
ville into greasepaint by one of the 
girls in the cast. "What her 
methods were, I don't know," 
Hoover said. "In those days we 
didn't ask questions." 

One of the "convicts" craftily 
doubled his speaking part on open- 
ing night. Ha changed bis one 
line from "Yeah" to "Oh, yeah." 

"Three weeks after the show 
was over," Hobver said, "all but 
four of the men in the cast were In 
the service. For the next two 
years Players held no try-outs for 



men. We had six, and we Just di- 
vided Up the parts. It was strict- 
ly, 'You take the lead this time, 
and he can have it next time.* It 
was comparable to a stock com- 
pany, and, of course, our efforts 
were limited in scope because we 
had to concentrate on shows with 
very few male characters." 

Things have progressed consid- 
erably since Hoover's early days 
with the Players, and the improve- 
ments have all been for the better. 
According to local theater-goers 
and critics, Hoover's directorial 
techniques and production know- 
how have more than kept pace 
with increasing local Interest and 
student enthusiasm. 

Many Drama Courses 
"When I first came here there 
were only three drama courses of- 
fered," Hoover said. "There are 
now enough courses for a major in 
drama. And the Players' work Is 
Judged important enough to justi- 
fy keeping a technical director on 
the staff."' 

Hoover says that standards are 
uniformly high, considering that 
60 percent of the students who 
work with the Players are doing 
It aolely for extra-curricular 
"kicks". He Bays the biggest dif- 
ficulty at present Is the drastic 
need for move backatage and 
scene-shop apace. "We've had to 
turn down several valuable cos- 
tume collections offered us gra- 
tis," Hoover said. "There's Just

to Students 



K-Stater's are expected to ob- 
serve the same privileges as town 
people about the parking situation 
in Manhattan. In the past, fines 
have been imposed for the first 
violation of parking regulations; 
but a new policy was adopted by 
the city July 1, and students will 
comply with It. according to Police 
Chief Clinte Bolte. 

In case of over-parking two 
warning tickets will be given be- 
fore a fine is assessed. In case 
of a third ticket it will cost the 
operator three dollars Instead of 
the usual one assessed before. All 
three tickets can be accumulated 
at one time If the person continues 
to over park after the first ticket 
is placed on his car and stays until 
he receives three. 

A record of parking tickets given 
will be kept at the police Btatlou 
for each car given a ticket. In 
tbe cases of three tickets fines 
will be collected.

Tmacher Enthusiasm for Subject Taught 
Is Most Important Subject on Survey 

Early this fall Kansas State college faculty members will 
receive the results of the student-faculty rating performed 
last spring, according to A. L. Pugsley, dean of administra- 
tion. Dean Pugsley stated the reason for the delay in an- 
nouncing the results is many 



of the faculty members are 
away from the campus this 
summer. 

Although complete figures have 
not been tabulated by the counsel- 
ing bureau, Pugsley said the IBM 
electrical scoring has been com- 
pleted aud indicates little change 
from last year on at least two of 
the 16 items upon which each in- 
structor was graded. With all in- 
structors' ratings included, the 
Item most praised of the 16 was 
the Instructor's enthusiasm for 
the subject being taught. Ability 
to stimulate thinking and inde- 
pendent work was the item most 
severely criticized. 

Explains Grading System 
In explaining the application of 
the grading system, Dean Pugsley 
emphasized the ratingB are not 
and will not be used administra- 
tlvely. "The sole purpose of the 
for ating sheets is to assist the faculty 
ember to evaluate his own teach- 
ing effectiveness," the Dean 
Stated. He continued: "Once the 
results of grading are .used as an 
administrative instrument they 
would lose all the effectiveness 
for which they were instituted; 
teachers would be forced to curry 
favor with students to insure a 
high rating." 

The Individual rating sheet of 
the instructor remains confiden- 
tial to the Instructor and his de- 
partment head. Even President 
Elsenhower never knows how any 
individual instructor was rated. 
Only the overall institutional re- 
sults are made public. 

. Dean Pugsley indicated 6,850 
Students participated in rating 
?,492 classes. This showB an aver- 
age of a fraction above 22 stu- 
dents per class throughout the in- 
stitution. More than 56,000 rat- 
ing sheets were used to complete 
the grading. 

Small Clinnre for Error 

In explaining the process of 
compiling the net results of the 
testing, Dean Pugsley stated the 
system is put on a basis as sta- 
tistical as possible to minimize 
the chance of error or deviation. 
He explained that while an in- 
structor may receive a rating of 
"Superior" from one class, what 
will interest him then Is how that 
rating compares with all other in- 
atructors. 

For example, assume there were 
15 students In the class. In rating 
the instructor's "Speech and Enun- 
ciation" item all 15 ratings of the 
item are added together and this 
sum is then divided by 15 to ob- 
tain the average rating for that 
item. In adding the ratings five 
points are counted for "poor", 
scaling down through the five rat- 
ings to one point for "excellent." 
.When a similar average rating is 
obtained for each of the 16 items 
on the sheet, these 16 averages 
are added together and their sum 
is divided by 16 to obtain the 



"total ratings" for that class. If 
the instructor teaches more than 
one section of a subject each sec- 
tion is considered as a separate 
class. 

Compare With Scale 

Thus the instructor sees how 
he stands on each item in each 
class he teaches. By comparison 
with the institutional rating scale 
he finds how he stands on each 
item as compared to scores made 
by his colleagues in each item. A 
teacher may be rated "Superior" 
for a class and still finds that 70 
percent of his colleagues have 
higher scores. 

The faculty evaluation progrnm 
was started more than two years 
ago. The recommendation first 
came from the College Advisory 
council. A committee of six stu- 
dents a"nd six faculty members was 
set up and they selected the items 
upon which the faculty is graded. 

The statistical basis of analysis 
of the forms was developed jointly 
by the Committee on Evaluation 
of the Faculty and by the Counsel 
iug bureau with advice from mem- 
bers of the Department of Mathe- 
matics specializing in statistics. 

The scoring of the ratings Is 
performed by the Counseling bu- 
reau. This year $1,4 00 was 
granted by the College to the 
bureau to cover the cost of the 
program. 
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Standards Higher 
For Written Comm. 

This year's fall freshmen will 
find the standards of Written Com- 
munications I and II higher than 
in previous years, according to 
Prof. J. P. Callahan. 

Instead of the previous require- 
ments of nine percentile — twenty- 
one percentile will be required this 
fall. A student must therefore 
attain a rank of twenty-one per- 
centile on the Counseling Bureau's 
English aptitude test in order to 
be eligible for Written Communi- 
cations I. If a student fails to 
rank on or above this mark he is 
required to take Sub-Freshman 
English. 

"We of the English department 
feel that there is a direct relation- 
ship between Written Communica- 
tions and the results of English 
Proficiency tests," said Professor 
Callahan. "It is expected that the 
number of failures in English Pro- 
ficiency will decrease from its 
present high of twenty-five per- 
cent." 

Those who do not meet the re- 
quirement may take both Sub- 
Freshman English and Written 
Communications I as a five hour 
course for three hours credit.

Fifteen Kansas high school 
graduates have received Sears 
scholarships and two have re- 
ceived Kroger scholarships 
from the School of Home Econom- 
ics at KansaB State, according to

M. Kramer, assistant dean. All 
but two of the graduates received 
their high school diplomas this 
year. 

Kroger awards are for $200 each 
and Sears awards range from $100 
to $200. 

Winners are selected by a com- 
mittee from the home ec school. 
They are chosen from a list of 
eligible applicants on the basis of 
mental ability and adjustability, 



Dean Kramer said. Each appli- 
cant, must be recommended by "her 
high school principal.

The Department of Economics 
and Sociology announced that one 
staff member will return to duty 
here this summer, one new mem- 
ber has been appointed, and three 
will take leave of abBence .to do 
graduate work next fall. 

Leonard Schruben, bi '1939 
graduate of Kansas State, has 
been appointed associate professor 
In economics and sociology, the 
President's office announced. 

Schruben, who has completed 
work for a Ph. D. degree at Har- 
vard, will specialise In grain mar- 
keting. He has master's de- 
press from both Illinois and Har- 
vard universities. 

He has worked with the Surplus 
Marketing Administration as rep- 
resentative of the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture In charge of the wheat 
and flour program and with the 
Bureau of Agricultural economics 
as a statistician analyzing feed 
prices. 

Prof. George Montgomery, de- 
partment head, has been at Minne- 
sota university for the past year 
working on his -doctorate. He 
will resume his administrative du- 
ties here July 15. 

Beginning work for advanced 
degrees at other schools next fall 
will be Prof. Edgar Bagley and 
Prof. Glenn V. Long. Prof. C. P. 
Wilson has moved to California 
where he will complete the re- 
quirements for the Ph. D. degree 
at the University of California. 



Prof. Lucile Rust, of the edu- 
cation and psychology department 
is in Germany helping with the 
evaluation of educational meth- 
ods. ProfesBor Rust is making 
the trip under the auspices of the 
American Army of Occupation, 
but Bhe is serving in the British 
zone. 

In letterB to her frlendB, Profes- 
sor Rust says the' schools have 
German teachers and the problem 
of language is a constant stum- 
bling stone. Interpreters are 
used, but at best It is a slow proc- 
ess. Winning the confidence of 
the German people is another 
problem to be overcome. 

ProfesBor Rust is helping with 
some articles that are to be pub- 
lished in German magazines and 
papers. Also, she made a trip to 
Stade, in the fruit-growing region, 
and delivered talks to the stu- 
dents. 

Prices are still high and cloth- 
ing is poor in Germany. There 
are still evidences of the bombing 
that Germany absorbed during the 
war. In some places the rubble 
has not been removed. 

Professor Rust will return from 
Germany in September.

Activity Fee 
Increases Here 

Prexy Announces 
Changes in Prices 

Increases in activity and com- 
mencement fees have been out- 
lined by President Milton 8. Ei- 
senhower. These Include an in- 
crease of |2.50 In activity fees 
and $1.60 in commencement feeB, 
Both fees were $7.60 before the 
change. 

In the breakdown of where the 
additional money will go, the 
President named student func- 
tions which will receive larger al- 
locations. TheHe Include the 
Dally Collegian, athletics, recrea- 
tional programs, and other stu- 
dent activities which will require 
more money because of higher 
operating costs. 

No Estimate* Available 

President Elsenhower said it is 
too early to know exactly how 
much each of these student func- 
tions will receive. "No estimates 
will be available," he said, "until 
budgets are submitted for the ac- 
tivities." 

In explaining the commence- 
ment fee increase, the President 
said the three commencements a 
year, the senlor-alumnae dinner 
each^ spring, and the expense of 
commencement speakers is costing 
the College about $13 for each 
graduate. 

Council Nuggents Change 

To find a solution In cutting the 
co3t. the President explained, the 
Student Council was asked to 
make suggestions on what to 
eliminate. The Council suggest- 
ed the discontinuance of the senior 
dinner, and having only one out- 
door commencement each year, 
moving the two remaining ones in- 
side. Both of these suggestions 
were approved, the President said. 



Guest Speaker 

Dr. J. L. Zwingle, President of 
Park college In Parkville, Mo., will 
be guest speaker. During the war, 
Dr. Zwingle served with the USO, 
first as chairman of the field oper- 
tions committee, and then as direc- 
tor of operations for USO activi- 
ties within the continental United 
States. 

Dr. Zwingle received A. B. and' 
A. M. degrees from the University 
of TeneBsee, and a Ph.

Faculty Not Required 
For the first time, Dean PugBley 
said, members of the general fac- 
ulty are not required to attend 
commencement exercises. "Lim- 
ited space in the Auditorium 
makes this Btep necessary," he 
said, "If the friends of the gradu- 
ates are to be seated." Dean 
Pugsley added that this decision 
waB made at the recommendation 
of both the Council of Deans and 
the Student Planning Conference. 

Music for the program will be 
provided by the Summer *chool 
orchestra.

Employment methods have 
changed since 1872 when the 
Y.VU'A began its employment 
bureau here at the College. 

In those days a hell on Anderson 
hall was used to call the student* 
in from the tielda. where they 
Winked tor ten cent* an hour. 

Now, in addition to lh« Y MCA 
bureau, each school and depart- 
ing lit at the College finds employ- 
ment for students. The Kansas 
State Employment service is an- 
other organization that may serve 
the student In fiiidlnn work. 

More large companies are usins 
stnle em ploy men l offices to ob- 
tain employees, according to J. E. 
PcfJiirdluti. director of the local 
office. In 1!»4» only 6 percent of 
the lutuer cmup.iilirs were hiring 
through stale offices, while now 
5*i percant of them are utilising 
the employment service. 

The office here works with a 
central office In Topeka. witji other 
stilt offices and a national clear- 
ing house. For instance, the state 
office sends a list of job openings, 
with tin* requirements for the job. 
■alar? and experience needed. The 
local office checks the require- 
ments against the qualifications of 
their applicants. The qualifica- 
tions of Biillahle applicants are re- 
turned to Topeka, where they are 
bu limit ted to the company. 

According to the staje, office, 
there is no fear of a depivsaiou in 
Manhattan. In fact, a labor short- 
age is expected, due to tits large 
amount of construction that will 
be done here.

Field Trip 
To Colorado 

Geology Student*

Nineteen K-State geology stu 
dents are participating in field 
trlpa In Colorado this summer to 
receive college credit, according to 
Prof. Arthur B. Sperry, head of 
department of geology and geog- 
raphy. There ts no better place 
In the United States to study sedi- 
mentary rocks and Tonsil* than at 
the Kansas State College campus 
area. No area has everything, 
however, and KSC lacks areas of 
Igneous and metamorphlc rocks, 
sharp folds and big faults, Sperry 
said. 

One of the best ways for stu- 
dents to gain experience is to take 
a field trip where igneous meta- 
morphic, sharply folded and fault- 
ed rocks can be found. 

This year K-State students are 
faking fi&M trips offered by the
